Schools  Establish  Apprentice 
Program  at  Hunter's  Point 

Under  provisions  of  an  agreement  between  the 
United  States  Naval  Drydocks,  Hunter's  Point, 
and  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  the 
apprentice  training  school  at  the  Naval  Drydocks 
opened  on  July  6,  1943. 

Two  full-time  teachers,  under  the  direction  of 
Albert  D.  Graves,  deputy  superintendent  in  charge 
of  secondary  schools,  began  instruction  on  that 
date  in  the  following  high  school  subjects :  English, 
United  States  History,  Civics,  Trade  Mathemat- 
ics, and  Trade  Science.

Complete  Enrollment  Lists 
Due  September  20 

The  complete  enrollment  by  classes  as  of  Sep- 
tember 20,  1943,  must  be  furnished  the  Bureau  of 
Attendance  by  the  principal  of  each  elementary 
and  junior  high  school  not  later  than  September  22 . 

For  these  lists,  ruled  foolscap  paper  is  to  be  used 
if  possible,  the  sheets  being  typed  or  written  in  ink 
on  one  side  only — mimeograph  paper  is  not  ac- 
ceptable as  these  lists  are  kept  on  file  for  one  term. 
The  list  for  each  class  should  be  arranged  alpha- 
betically and  should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: 

Name  of  school,  grade,  name  of  teacher,  room 
number,  name  of  pupil,  address,  date  of  birth — 
nicknames  must  not  be  used. 

If  a  teacher  has  more  than  one  grade,  she  is  to 
list  each  class  separately. 

The  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  must  include 
their  home  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to 
the  street  address;  both  American  and  Chinese 
names  are  to  be  listed. 

The  list  should  contain  only  the  names  of  the 
children  who  actually  are  enrolled.  Any  child  who 
returns  to  school  after  September  20,  or  enters 
after  that  date,  should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau 
of  Attendance  at  once — either  by  transfer,  if  he 
has  one,  or  by  an  "Entered  Without  Transfer" 
slip. 

Reports  on  Accident  Cases 

It  is  required  by  law  that  in  the  case  of  every 
accident  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  em- 
ployment to  any  person  on  the  time  roll,  Form  20 
must  be  made  out  and  mailed,  in  triplicate,  within 
forty-eight  hours.  According  to  the  procedure  ap- 
proved by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  these 
forms  are  to  be  addressed  to  J.  A.  Ormond,  secre- 
tary, Board  of  Education,  93  Grove  Street. 

Teachers  are  requested  to  see  that  line  No.  24  is 
answered  as  clearly  as  possible  and  that  line  No. 
26  clearly  states  the  nature  of  the  injury  as  well 
as  its  location.  Every  injured  employee  must  re- 
port to  the  school  physician  (there  is  no  exception 
to  this)  although  he  may  see  his  own  doctor  also, 
if  he  wishes. 

Reports  must  be  complete^  filled  in,  and  they 
must  be  signed  by  the  principal  in  every  instance 
even  though  made  out  by  some  other  person.

Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership  in 
professional  organizations,  Supt.  Curtis  E.  Warren 
calls  attention  to  the  following  regulation  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  Septem- 
ber 14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional  Or- 
ganizations : 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  se- 
lecting the  professional  organizations  which  they 
may  wish  to  join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind 
from  any  administrative  officer  or  other  school 
employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully 
and  unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organi- 
zations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join 
or  refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  at- 
tention to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin. 


Attendance  Reports 
Are  Needed 

In  order  that  absent  pupils  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, and  transfers  and  left-without-transfer 
pupils  followed  up  with  speed,  it  is  necessary  for 
principals  to  send  the  following  items  regularly  to 
the  Bureau  of  Attendance: 

1.  "Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  for  all  kin- 
dergarten and  first-grade  pupils  and  for  all  pupils 
who  are  new  entrants  to  the  city  schools  from  out 
of  town. 

2.  All  transfer  blanks. 

3.  "Entered  Without  Transfer"  blanks  for  all 
new  pupils  who  have  no  transfers. 

4.  "Left  Without  Transfer"  blanks  for  all  who 
leave  without  transfer,  or  for  deaths. 

5.  "Change  of  Address"  slips  as  soon  as  chil- 
dren move. 

6.  "Change  of  Name"  slips  as  soon  as  child's 
name  is  changed. 

Bond  Drive  To  Be  Resumed 

The  American  Women's  Voluntary  Service  Bond 
and  Stamp  Delivery  Service  will  be  resumed  in  all 
public  schools  beginning  the  week  of  September  13. 

During  the  1942-1943  school  year,  War  Savings 
in  the  San  Francisco  schools  reached  the  total  of 
$1,797,085,  this  making  a  grand  total  of  $2,133,- 
607  since  the  inception  of  the  program. 

With  the  Third  War  Loan  Drive  scheduled 
during  the  opening  weeks  of  school,  September  9 
to  30,  the  Treasury  Department  once  again  calls 
upon  teachers  to  stress  the  importance  of  this  drive 
to  their  students  in  order  that  they  may  do  their 
part  in  making  it  a  success. 

"Left  Without  Transfer"  Forms  Due 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  princi- 
pals are  requested  to  send  to  the  Bureau  of  At- 
tendance not  later  than  September  22  a  "Left 
Without  Transfer"  slip  for  every  child  who  was  on 
the  school  roll  on  June  18,  but  who  has  not  regis- 
tered this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave  school 
for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer  to  another 
school  should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Attend- 
ance immediately  as  "Left  Without  Transfer." 

Health  Examinations  for  Kitchen  Help 

All  persons  handling  food  in  the  school  cafe- 
terias or  lunchrooms  are  required  to  have  periodic 
health  examinations.  If  there  are  any  who  have 
not  been  examined  since  August  1,  1941,  cafeteria 
and  lunchroom  managers  are  requested  to  call  this 
fact  to  the  attention  of  Miss  Helen  Hill,  Bureau  of 
Personnel,  HEmlock  4680,  who  will  make  the 
necessary  appointments  with  the  doctor. 
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Birthdates  of  Entering  Pupils  Needed 

So  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  immediately, 
principals  are  requested  to  send  at  once  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  "Registration  of  Minor" 
blanks  for  all  pupils  entering  the  kindergarten  and 
1A  grades.  If  a  parent  does  not  fill  out  one  of  these, 
the  teacher  will  have  to  prepare  the  blank  from 
data  on  the  permanent  record  card.  Only  in  this 
way  will  it  be  possible  for  the  Bureau  to  make  its 
immediate  check  of  ages. 

"Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information  if  available:  the  number 
of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and  date  of  birth 
as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  statement  that  the 
teacher  has  seen  the  birth  certificate.  If  no  birth 
certificate  is  obtainable,  a  hospital  certificate  may 
be  used  instead.  If  such  birth  verification  is  not 
readily  available,  however,  "Registration  of  Mi- 
nor" blanks  are  not  to  be  delayed  but  are  to  be  sent 
in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the  kinder- 
garten, his  birthdate  must  be  not  later  than  De- 
cember 1, 1938.  All  entrants  to  the  first  grade  must 
have  been  born  on  or  before  December  1,  1937.

visor  of  apprentice  training,  has  been  assigned  to 
this  program  as  liaison  officer. 

In  addition  to  those  listed  above,  classes  are 
conducted  in  Blueprint  Reading  and  Trade  The- 
ory by  instructors  selected  by  officials  of  the  Naval 
Drydocks. 

Up  to  July  31  approximately  160  apprentices 
have  been  employed  and  assigned  to  the  school. 
This  total  has  been  divided  into  five  sections,  and 
each  section  in  turn  has  been  divided  equally  into 
two  groups.  Each  section  attends  school  eight 
hours  a  day,  six  days  a  week,  one  week  out  of 
every  five. 

Work  experience  of  apprentices  on  the  job  fol- 
lows a  carefully  outlined  and  tested  schedule  of 
major  processes  of  the  several  trades  and  is  per- 
formed under  the  instruction  and  supervision  of 
designated  highly  skilled  workers.  In  addition  to 
this  supervision,  each  shop  has  a  special  apprentice 
counselor  whose  duty  it  is  to  assist  the  apprentices 
in  his  department  in  all  phases  of  their  training 
and  in  personal  matters. 

Free  Milk  Requests  Now  Due 

The  names  of  all  children  who  are  to  be  served 
free  milk  this  term  should  be  sent  promptly  to 
Mrs.  Edith  M.  Murphy,  director  of  Home  Eco- 
nomics, 93  Grove  Street.  All  requests  for  free  milk 
must  be  sent  in  writing. 

Due  to  war  conditions  and  the  restrictions  on 
delivery  service,  orders  for  crackers  must  be  placed 
well  in  advance  to  insure  delivery,  one  day's  notice 
not  being  sufficient  time.  "Due  to  the  increased 
cost  of  milk,  crackers,  straws,  and  service  it  is 
necessary  for  us  to  conserve  and  not  to  waste," 
cautions  Mrs.  Murphy. 


Visual  Aids  Services 

(Continued  from  Page  1) 

The  Department  is  anxious  to  cooperate  with 
teachers  in  the  location  and  preparation  as  well  as 
in  the  use  of  visual  materials.  It  will  arrange  for 
teachers  to  take  lessons  in  the  use  of  the  equip- 
ment, giving  the  instruction  either  at  the  Board  of 
Education  offices  or  at  the  individual  school. 
Equipment  is  available  at  the  Visual  Aids  Depart- 
ment so  that  teachers  may  come  and  preview  perti- 
nent material  conveniently.  Teachers  may  secure 
slide-making  materials  by  presenting  a  general 
requisition  signed  by  their  principal,  and  the  de- 
partment will  give  instruction  in  simple  slide  mak- 
ing to  any  teacher  requesting  this  service. 

Following  are,  briefly,  the  rules  governing  use 
of  the  department's  services  and  facilities: 

Reservations  for  materials  may  be  made  by 
telephone,  by  mail,  or  in  person. 

Twenty-four-hour  notice  must  be  given,  and  a 
written  requisition  signed  by  the  principal  must  be 
received  before  the  material  is  issued. 

Flat  pictures,  slides,  still  films,  filmstrips,  equip- 
ment, everything  for  which  requisitions  have  been 
received,  will  be  delivered  on  the  truck  on  the 
regular  school  delivery  day.  They  are  to  be  re- 
turned on  the  truck  the  following  week  unless 
arrangements  have  been  made  in  advance  for  a 
longer  period  of  use. 

For  the  elementary  schools,  silent  films,  with  a 
top  limit  of  two  reels,  together  with  a  silent  pro- 
jector, may  be  requisitioned  for  truck  delivery. 
Projector  and  film  will  be  sent  on  the  truck  one 
week  and  must  be  returned  the  following  week. 
Then  the  week  following  that,  another  projector 
may  be  borrowed.  Because  of  the  limited  equip- 
ment, no  renewals  of  time  may  be  allowed.  Requi- 
sitions will  be  filled  in  order  of  their  receipt.  Book- 
ings may  be  made  four  weeks  in  advance. 

Secondary  schools  may  borrow  films  for  the  day 
only,  unless  arrangements  have  been  made  in  ad- 
vance for  an  additional  day.  Messenger  service  for 
films  is  provided  by  each  school,  until  completion 
of  arrangements  for  delivery  service. 

Correction  for  Posture  Cases 

The  Saturday  Morning  Corrective  Centers  at 
Girls'  High  School  and  Everett  Junior  High  School 
are  now  in  session. 

Principals,  nurses,  and  teachers  are  requested  to 
inform  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  con- 
cerning children  with  postural  deviations  so  that 
they  may  be  assigned  to  one  of  the  centers  for 
needed  treatment.  *

will  participate  in  General  Sessions  and  Section 
Meetings  on  all  three  days. 

Presiding  at  Wednesday  morning's  General  Ses- 
sion, to  be  held  in  the  Civic  Auditorium  beginning 
at  9:30  a.m.,  will  be  John  F.  Brady,  chief  deputy 
superintendent  of  schools.  Speakers  include :  Hugh 
R.  Pomeroy,  executive  director  of  the  National 
Association  for  Housing  Officials ;  Curtis  E.  War- 
ren, superintendent  of  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools ;  Angelo  J.  Rossi,  mayor  of  San  Francisco ; 
and  Harry  I.  Christie,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Education.

The  Teachers'  Professional  Library,  located  on 
the  fourth  floor  at  the  Board  of  Education  central 
offices,  has  a  collection  of  current  educational 
books,  magazines,  and  curriculum  materials  for 
the  use  of  the  teachers  and  administrators.  A 
trained  librarian  is  on  duty  at  all  times  to  assist  in 
locating  material  and  in  the  selection  and  use  of 
the  collection. 

The  library  collection  numbers  8,700  volumes 
on  current  educational  practices,  5,000  volumes  of 
sample  textbooks,  514  courses  of  study  and  other 
curriculum  materials,  500  pamphlets  and  govern- 
ment publications,  163  magazines  received  regu- 
larly, and  74  magazines  bound  for  permanent  ref- 
erence use. 

All  books  may  be  borrowed  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks,  and,  subject  to  demand,  may  be  renewed 
for  an  additional  two  weeks  by  telephone  or  in 
person.  Groups  of  books  may  be  borrowed  for  use 
in  the  school  for  special  projects — such  as  in-serv- 
ice training  courses,  workshop  groups,  committee 
work,  et  cetera — subject  to  recall  if  the  books  are 
needed. 

Unbound  magazines  and  pamphlets  may  be 
borrowed  for  two  weeks,  except  for  the  current 
issue  of  magazines  which  circulate  for  one  week 
only  and  are  non-renewable.  Bound  magazines  and 
reference  books  are  for  library  use  only. 

Any  book  of  an  educational  nature  which  is  not 
in  the  library  will  be  borrowed  whenever  possible 
from  the  State  Library  or  from  any  other  libraries 
with  which  inter-library  loans  can  be  arranged. 

A  fine  of  5  cents  a  day  is  charged  on  all  books 
not  returned  on  the  date  due. 

Material  damaged  or  lost  by  the  school  must 
be  replaced  by  that  school,  in  order  that  service  to 
the  group  as  a  whole  may  not  be  impaired.  Fines 
are  not  charged  for  overdue  material,  but  service 
may  be  withdrawn  from  those  schools  whose  fre- 
quent tardiness  in  returning  visual  aids  interferes 
with  their  use  by  other  schools. 

Library  hours  are  from  8:30  to  12  and  from  1 
to  5,  Monday  through  Friday  during  the  calendar 
year.

Elementary  Schools  on  the  Air 

The  second  series  of  elementary  school  radio 
programs  entitled  "Youth  Makes  a  Record"  will 
be  inaugurated  September  25  over  Radio  Station 
KSFO.  Actual  participation  by  the  schools  will 
begin  on  October  2.  The  series  of  thirteen  programs 
will  continue  each  Saturday  afternoon  through 
December  18.  The  purpose  of  the  broadcasts  is  to 
stimulate  the  purchase  of  War  Stamps  and  Bonds 
and  to  emphasize  what  the  elementary  school  chil- 
dren are  doing  to  aid  in  the  total  war  effort.  Time 
of  the  broadcasts  is  from  S  to  5:30  p.m. 

The  radio  scripts  will  be  written  and  enacted  by 
children  and  are  based  on  achievement  rather  than 
being  prepared  for  competition  with  adult  pro- 
grams of  this  type.  Symposium,  dramatic,  and 
musical  programs  will  be  offered  throughout  the 
series.  The  broadcasts  are  presented  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  San  Francisco  School  Department  in 
cooperation  with  the  American  Women's  Volun- 
tary Services  and  Radio  Station  KSFO. 

Entrance  Age  Law  to  Be  Observed 

The  State  Department  of  Education  states  posi- 
tively that  the  law  governing  the  entrance  of  chil- 
dren to  kindergarten  must  be  followed.  Principals 
are  directed  to  send  home  every  child  whose  age 
does  not  meet  the  law's  requirements. 

The  law  reads  as  follows: 

Children  shall  be  admitted  to  a  kindergarten  only  dur- 
ing the  first  month  of  school  in  any  school  term  unless 
exempted  for  good  cause  by  the  governing  board  of  the 
school  district.  Children  shall  be  admitted  to  a  kinder- 
garten in  districts  having  only  one  annual  school  term 
if  they  will  be  four  and  one-half  years  of  age  on  or  before 
September  1st  of  the  current  school  year.  If  two  terms  are 
maintained  children  shall  be  admitted  to  a  kindergarten 
during  the  first  term  if  they  will  be  four  years  and  nine 
months  of  age  on  or  before  September  1st,  and  during  the 
second  term  if  they  will  be  four  years  nine  months  of  age 
on  or  before  February  1st. 


Measurement  Program  Schedule

Change  in  School  Calendar 

The  1943-44  School  Calendar,  as  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Education  and  as  printed  in  the 
Superintendent's  Bulletin  of  April  26,  has 
been  changed  as  it  affects  elementary  and  junior 
high  schools.  Wednesday,  September  22,  is  sched- 
uled now  as  an  Institute  Day.  February  7,  1944, 
originally  scheduled  as  an  Institute  Day,  will  be 
regarded  as  a  regular  school  day  and  should  be 
designated  as  such  in  the  School  Calendar  for  ele- 
mentary and  junior  high  schools. 

Binet  Test  Administration  Rules 

Only  members  of  the  Research  staff,  the  Child 
Guidance  Service,  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  psychologists  are  to  administer  individual 
mental  tests  of  the  Binet  type  to  school  children. 
Others  desiring  the  privilege  of  giving  such  tests 
should  secure  authorization  through  the  Bureau  of 
Research  office,  where  qualifications  for  admin- 
istration of  tests  will  be  evaluated  by  a  committee. 
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Annual  Institute  Features  Planning  Groups 


Planning  an  educational  program  that  will  be 
basically  sound  in  times  of  peace  as  well  as  war, 
San  Francisco  teachers  met  in  institute  last  week. 
It  was  a  three-day  conference  for  senior  high 
school  teachers,  but  elementary  and  junior  high 
school  teachers  were  in  attendance  only  at  the 
first  day's  sessions,  Wednesday,  September  22. 

To  the  3,000  teachers  attending  the  Wednes- 
day morning  session  the  theme  of  the  institute, 
"The  Educational  Program  in  Keeping  With  the 
Development  of  San  Francisco  in  Peace  and 
War,"  was  given  meaning  when  the  speakers  em- 
phasized that  the  kind  of  educational  program 
that  San  Francisco  needs  is  one  which  is  basically 
sound  and  that  has  the  flexibility  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  a  war  emergency  as  well  as  being  suited 
to  the  needs  of  peace.  In  the  afternoon  sessions 
and  in  sectional  meetings  of  the  two  days  follow- 
ing, high  school  teachers  divided  into  study  groups 
according  to  their  interests  and  devoted  them- 
selves to  the  task  of  planning  programs  in  their 
fields  of  specialization  that  would  be  in  keeping 
with  the  spirit  of  the  institute.  The  inclusion  of 
these  working  groups  in  an  institute  was  an  inno- 
vation for  San  Francisco. 

In  afternoon  sessions  on  the  opening  day,  ele- 
mentary and  junior  high  school  teachers  met  to 
continue  discussion  of  the  general  topic  of  plan- 
ning for  war  and  peace.  Nearly  seventy-five 
teachers  and  administrators  participated  as  lead- 
ers and  members  of  panels  in  these  meetings. 
Chairmen  were  Miss  Lena  M.  Morrill,  vice-prin- 
cipal of  Mission  High  School ;  and  Principals  Ed- 
gar S.  Anderson  of  Samuel  Gompers  Trades 
School,  Robert  R.  Chase  of  Balboa  High  School, 
Miss  Edith  E.  Pence  of  Girls  High  School,  Leroy 
H.  Stephens  of  Lowell  High  School,  Ralph  H. 
Lehman  of  the  High  School  of  Commerce,  and 
Carl  A.  Anderson  of  Polytechnic  High  School. 

First  address  on  the  program  was  by  Mayor 
Angelo  J.  Rossi,  who  prefaced  his  remarks  with 
the  statement  that  "One  of  my  most  pleasant 
duties  each  year  has  been  to  come  to  this  gather- 
ing." The  Mayor  said,  "The  teachers  of  San  Fran- 


cisco have  earned  our  gratitude  for  the  splendid 
way  in  which  they  have  assumed  the  added  duties 
and  burdens  incident  to  our  gigantic  effort  to  win 
the  war.  Our  people  have  confidence  in  you.  You 
have  merited  this  confidence  by  your  unselfish 
readiness  to  serve." 

A  highlight  of  the  conference  was  the  opening 
day  address  by  Hugh  R.  Pomeroy,  executive  di- 
rector of  the  National  Association  of  Housing 
Officials.  Mr.  Pomeroy  organized  his  discussion  in 
terms  of  a  series  of  planks  in  a  platform  of  build- 
ing for  the  future,  and  throughout  he  indicated 
the  responsibility  the  schools  have  in  such  build- 
ing. 

He  emphasized  that  after  the  present  war  we 
must  give  reality  to  the  idea  of  "one  world"  by 
creating  an  organization  of  all  peoples.  He  insisted 
that  this  organization  must  not  take  the  form  of 
a  proprietorship  by  any  one  country  or  countries, 
but  that  it  must  be  based  on  a  fundamental  under- 
standing of  the  equality  of  all  peoples.  All  nations, 
he  said,  must  have  "mutual  obligations"  and  the 
organization  must  have  "inescapable  means  of  en- 
forcement." He  called  on  the  schools  to  "gear 
what  the  little  people  do  into  the  whole  sweep  of 
humanity,"  for  "great  streams  of  world  events 
consist  in  the  main  not  in  what  the  big  people  do 
but  in  what  the  little  people  do." 

Speaking  at  the  opening  session  Superintendent 
Curtis  E.  Warren  described  what  he  considers  to 
be  the  characteristics  of  a  good  educational  pro- 
gram. In  keeping  with  the  theme  of  the  conference 
he  emphasized  the  need  of  flexibility,  saying,  "I 
believe  any  good  educational  program  can  be  ef- 
fective in  war  and  in  peace  if  it  have  within  it  the 
ideal  in  pattern  and  flexibility." 

The  Superintendent  was  introduced  by  Harry 
I.  Christie,  president  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
who  called  on  members  of  the  certificated  staff  to 
give  him  the  same  cooperation  they  had  given 
Superintendent  Joseph  P.  Nourse  in  previous 
years.  Other  members  of  the  Board  of  Education 
present  included  Mrs.  Edwin  R.  Sheldon  and  Bart 
A.  Supple.

Delivery  Dates  for 
September  Timerolls  Set 

The  following  instructions  will  govern  the  com- 
pilation of  September  timerolls: 

Timerolls  for  high  schools,  junior  high  schools,  and  for 
elementary  schools  will  be  delivered  to  the  Division  of 
Accounts  early  Wednesday  morning,  September  29.  This 
date  has  been  set  one  day  in  advance  of  the  regular  clos- 
ing due  to  the  short  time  for  the  preparation  of  timerolls 
and  warrants. 

Junior  highs  and  elementary  schools  will  have  a  total 
of  17  teaching  days  for  September.  High  schools  will  have 
a  total  of  7  teaching  days,  institute  days  of  September  22, 
23  and  24  being  marked  with  a  symbol  W  for  those  teach- 
ers attending.  Teachers  who  are  ill  will  be  marked  with 
the  usual  symbol  SL.  Admission  Day,  September  9,  a  holi- 
day, is  to  be  marked  with  the  symbol  H. 

Evening  school  rolls  will  be  delivered  on  the  morning 
of  September  30,  anticipating  the  attendance  of  that  eve- 
ning. For  those  evening  schools  with  5  sessions  there  will 
be  a  total  of  14  evenings,  teaching  time  being  prorated 
according  to  nights  served. 

Substitute  teachers  will  deliver  their  demands  to  the 
Personnel  Office  after  the  close  of  the  school  sessions  on 
Thursday,  September  30,  or  early  Friday  morning,  Octo- 
ber 1. 

Timerolls  for  clerks  and  janitors  for  the  last  half  of 
September  will  be  delivered  with  the  teachers'  timerolls. 
There  will  be  IS  working  days,  except  in  the  case  of  ele- 
mentary school  clerks  who  will  have  11  days.  Principals 
should  note  that  the  controller's  office  has  inaugurated  a 
different  system  for  marking  the  time  of  clerks  and  jan- 
itors. 

All  janitors  who  work  a  full  day  of  8  hours  will  be 
marked  with  the  figure  8,  indicating  a  full  day,  and  on 
Saturdays  the  time  will  be  shown  with  4  hours  but  will 
be  counted  as  a  full  day.  This  will  apply  to  engineers  in 
the  high  and  junior  high  schools  also.  AH  school  clerks, 
with  the  exception  of  elementary  clerks,  will  be  marked 
7  hours  for  each  working  day  and  3%  hours  on  Saturday. 
The  elementary  clerks  will  show  7  hours  for  each  work- 
ing day.  There  is  no  change  in  the  total  number  of  days 
to  be  paid.  While  hours  are  shown  in  the  body  of  the 
timeroll  the  total  days  will  be  shown  as  before. 

All  janitors  and  clerks  in  the  high  and  junior  high 
schools  were  given  these  instructions  in  July.  Substitute 
janitresses  will  deliver  their  demands  to  Stanley  Leavell, 
Division  of  Physical  Properties,  on  Friday  morning,  Octo- 
ber 1.

Cumulative  Guidance  Record  Data 

Principals  and  teachers  are  requested  to  com- 
ply with  the  following  instructions  in  preparing 
the  Cumulative  Guidance  Record  Folder: 

There  should  be  a  Cumulative  Guidance  Record  Folder 
for  every  child  from  the  kindergarten  to  the  tenth  grade. 

Existing  record  data  should  not  be  transcribed  to  the 
Folder.  The  record  card  containing  data  previous  to  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1943,  should  be  filed  within  the  Folder. 

All  data  obtained  from  February,  1943,  forward  should 
be  entered  directly  on  the  forms  printed  on  the  Folder. 

Parents'  Occupation  and  Education  may  be  filled  in 
if  the  information  will  prove  helpful  in  guiding  the  child. 
It  is  not  essential  that  this  information  be  secured. 

Particular  care  should  be  exercised  in  seeing  that  the 
folder  follows  the  child  from  school  to  school. 

As  the  folder  is  an  inconvenient  size  for  mailing,  it 
is  suggested  it  be  wrapped,  addressed  and  then  sent 
via  the  "School  Envelope." 

During  the  month  of  September,  filing  cases  will 
be  delivered  to  all  elementary  schools.  It  is  in- 
tended that  these  cases  be  placed  in  the  office  and 
used  for  the  filing  of  Cumulative  Guidance  Fold- 
ers as  well  as  other  school  reports.

Offers  In-Service  Course 

The  annual  "In-Service-Training"  course  for 
teachers  will  be  conducted  during  the  fall  term 
by  the  Department  of  Counseling  and  Guidance 
of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools.  The  course, 
which  is  sponsored  by  the  Head  Counselors  Asso- 
ciation, will  begin  on  September  30  and  continue 
through  December  2,  all  sessions  being  scheduled 
for  4  p.m.,  in  Girls  High  School,  Scott  Street,  be- 
tween O'Farrell  and  Geary  Streets. 

The  first  meeting  will  be  a  general  session ;  the 
other  seven  weekly  meetings  will  be  sectional 
meetings  consisting  of  small  study  groups  headed 
by  experts  or  specialists  in  a  particular  field.  Study 
group  attendance  will  be  limited. 

"Guidance  Looks  Ahead"  will  be  the  topic  of 
the  general  session  on  Thursday  afternoon,  Sep- 
tember 30.  Speakers  include:  Dr.  Herbert  R. 
Stolz,  assistant  superintendent  in  charge  of  in- 
dividual guidance  of  the  Oakland  Public  Schools, 
and  Dr.  Curtis  E.  Warren,  superintendent  of  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools.  Chairman  will  be  Henry 
Kunz,  member  of  the  teaching  staff  of  Polytechnic 
High  School  and  president  of  the  Head  Counselors 
Association. 

According  to  O.  I.  Schmaelzle,  director  of  coun- 
seling and  guidance,  the  guidance  program  suc- 
ceeds only  as  far  as  every  teacher  participates. 
The  majority  of  teachers  want  to  be  more  com- 
petent in  the  field  and  desire  assistance  in  carry- 
ing out  organized  guidance  activities.  This  course 
is  offered,  therefore,  for  all  administrators  and 
teachers  interested  in  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools'  guidance  program.  The  general  public, 
also,  will  find  much  of  value  in  the  program,  and 
all  classes,  as  in  the  past,  are  open  to  persons  other 
than  members  of  the  certificated  staff. 

One  unit  of  credit  will  be  given  toward  profes- 
sional growth  and  salary  increments  on  satisfac- 
tory completion  of  the  course.  Qualifying  factors 
are  attendance  of  at  least  seven  of  the  eight  meet- 
ings, a  satisfactory  term  paper  on  special  work 
assigned  by  the  instructor  or  chairman  of  the  sec- 
tional group,  and  payment  of  the  fee  ($2  for  the 
complete  course) . 

All  persons  interested  in  taking  the  "In-Service- 
Training"  course  for  credit  or  for  auditing  should 
register  at  the  first  meeting,  September  30,  after 
the  lecture.  Most  of  the  section  meetings  are  lim- 
ited as  to  size,  and  all  applicants,  therefore,  should 
be  prepared  to  make  a  second  choice.  No  registra- 
tions will  be  taken  before  September  30.

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Student  Harvest  Workers 
Return  to  Classes 

With  the  reopening  of  San  Francisco's  senior 
high  schools  on  Monday  morning,  September  27, 
hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  who  assisted  in  the 
fields  and  harvests  throughout  the  state  during  the 
summer  vacation  period  will  return  to  their  class- 
rooms for  the  fall  term  to  resume  their  quest  for 
knowledge.  High  praise  has  been  received  from 
all  sections  of  the  state  commending  the  students 
on  the  part  they  played  in  aiding  the  total  war 
effort.  Typical  of  such  reports  are  the  following 
paragraphs  which  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
Merced  Sun-Star: 

One  hundred  forty-three  San  Francisco  high  school  boys 
are  living  at  the  high  school  here,  doing  their  part  toward 
solving  Merced  County's  harvest  labor  situation. 

The  boys  are  taken  to  the  orchards  and  vineyards  in 
school  buses  and  their  work  is  supervised  during  the  day 
and  their  recreation  during  the  evening. 

The  boys  have  picked  peaches  and  have  started  picking 
grapes. 

At  first  the  boys  work  only  part  of  the  day,  until  they 
become  accustomed  to  the  climate,  which  is  quite  differ- 
ent to  that  of  the  coast  city,  but  are  soon  able  to  work 
all  day.  They  averaged  picking  better  than  one  hundred 
SO-pound  lugs  of  peaches  a  day.  A  supervisor  stated  three 
boys  can  do  about  the  work  of  two  men  and  they  make 
all  the  way  from  a  third  of  a  man's  wages  to  a  man's  full 
wages. 

Most  of  the  boys  like  the  work  and  the  camp  life.  Many 
of  them  had  never  been  away  from  home  or  from  the  city 
and  had  never  camped  before.  A  great  many  of  them  had 
never  done  manual  work  for  any  length  of  time  and  had 
to  be  conditioned.  Most  of  them  are  well-behaved  and  co- 
operative. 

They  sleep  on  cots  in  the  classrooms  and  the  school 
auditorium,  from  12  to  14  in  most  of  the  rooms,  with  23 
in  the  "Little  Theatre"  and  43  in  the  gymnasium.  Cots  and 
mattresses  and  some  mess  equipment  were  borrowed  from 
the  State  Guard.  The  boys  furnish  their  own  covers. 

They  have  breakfast  at  6  a.m.,  are  in  the  fields  at  7, 
have  a  bag  lunch  at  noon,  come  back  to  camp  at  S,  have 
assembly  for  announcements  and  distribution  of  mail  at 
5:30,  dinner  at  6,  organized  games  or  other  recreation  be- 
fore dark,  a  quiet  hour  period  from  9  to  9:30  when  the 
lights  go  out. 

One  of  the  good  little  workers,  age  13,  who  looks 
younger,  picks  an  average  of  SO  boxes  a  day.  He  has  five 
brothers  in  the  service  of  the  country.  When  a  supervisor 
offered  to  carry  his  ladder  for  him  he  said,  "Say,  mister, 
if  I  can't  carry  my  ladder  I  have  no  business  being  here." 

Schools  to  Aid  in  Bond  Drive 

The  War  Finance  Committee  of  the  Treasury 
Department,  which  is  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  conducting  the  Third  War  Loan  Drive, 
has  requested  the  schools  to  join  forces  with  other 
volunteer  citizens  to  raise  San  Francisco's  $218,- 
000,000  share  of  the  nation-wide  goal  of  $15,000,- 
000,000. 

The  Board  of  Education,  by  resolution  at  its 
meeting  Tuesday,  September  21,  gave  approval  to 
participation  by  the  schools  in  the  drive,  calling 
on  every  pupil  to  become  a  bond  salesman.  Full 
particulars  are  to  be  distributed  early  this  week 
to  all  schools  through  their  principals.

Scrap  Metal  Drive  Dates  Set 

Dates  for  the  scrap  metal  drive  have  been  defi- 
nitely set  for  October  25  to  November  15.  In 
making  the  announcement,  H.  F.  Boyen,  chairman 
of  the  San  Francisco  Salvage  for  Victory  Com- 
mittee, said: 

"School  children  are  requested  to  make  a  house- 
to-house  canvass  so  they  will  know  just  where  the 
scrap  is,  when  the  time  comes  for  actually  collect- 
ing it."  He  stated  that  to  prevent  possible  hazards 
scrap  metal  should  not  be  piled  on  the  sidewalks 
or  streets  prior  to  actual  collection  dates. 

The  collections  will  be  made  by  U.  S.  Army 
trucks  from  assembly  centers  designated  by  the 
Salvage  for  Victory  Committee.  There  will  be 
assembly  centers  in  each  neighborhood.  Their 
locations  will  be  announced  just  prior  to  October 
25,  the  date  the  Army  trucks  will  start  the  col- 
lections. 

The  scrap  metal  collection  will  be  made  on  a 
nationwide  basis,  as  a  result  of  an  appeal  from  the 
War  Production  Board  that  additional  material  of 
this  type  is  needed  at  the  country's  steel  mills  for 
manufacture  of  steel  used  in  producing  tanks, 
guns,  and  other  war  equipment.

In  announcing  the  participation  of  San  Fran- 
cisco schools  in  this  event  Superintendent  Curtis 
E.  Warren  said:  "American  Education  Week  is 
the  best  time  of  the  year  to  tell  the  public  how  the 
schools  are  helping  to  win  the  war  and  win  the 
peace.  Now  is  the  time  to  plan  for  the  observance 
of  American  Education  Week  in  our  schools  and 
in  the  community.  Special  programs  and  activi- 
ties should  be  arranged,  and  parents  and  citizens 
should  be  invited  to  come  and  see  the  schools  in 
action." 

The  superintendent  requests  principals  to  send 
to  his  office  a  listing  of  programs,  assemblies,  or 
special  events  that  will  be  held  in  their  schools  in 
observance  of  American  Education  Week. 

Emphasizing  what  Education  for  Victory 
means,  Jesse  C.  Colman,  chairman  of  the  Ameri- 
can Education  Week  observance,  said: 

"Today,  when  we  are  engaged  in  a  global 
struggle  for  freedom,  we  come  to  realize  as  never 
before  the  power  of  ideas  in  shaping  the  actions  of 
men  and  the  consequent  importance  of  the  schools 
in  the  nation's  victory  program. 

"Despite  many  handicaps,  the  schools  are  do- 
ing a  remarkable  task  in  the  all-important  edu- 
cational aspect  of  the  war  effort.  They  have 
trained  5,000,000  adult  workers  for  war  indus- 
tries; they  are  preparing  succeeding  graduation 
classes  in  the  nation's  high  schools  for  the  armed 
services  or  for  places  in  industry;  they  have  ac- 
cepted many  extra  tasks  imposed  by  war  needs. 
Meanwhile,  they  have  continued  to  carry  their 
regular  heavy  load  of  responsibility  in  preparing 
27,000,000  boys  and  girls  for  the  opportunities 
and  responsibilities  of  American  citizenship. 

"Education  is  a  vital  part  of  the  war  effort.  But 
even  if  education  were  not  related  to  the  imme- 
diate war  effort,  it  would  be  a  suicidal  social  policy 
to  neglect  the  schools  in  wartime.  To  forsake  the 
schools  would  be  to  neglect  our  children.  And 
what  are  we  fighting  for  except  the  right  of  our 
children  to  live  in  a  free  world?

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War  Chest  Drive  Opens  Today 

Under  the  slogan  "Give  Once  a  Year  for  War 
Front  and  Home  Front,"  San  Francisco's  War 
Chest  Drive  will  get  under  way  today,  Monday, 
October  18.  The  Chest's  goal— $3,973,525,  is  the 
largest  ever  set  for  the  city  and  is  $700,000  higher 
than  the  amount  reached  in  last  fall's  campaign. 
It  represents  the  combined  quotas  of  seventeen 
war  relief  agencies  and  the  seventy-two  units  of 
the  San  Francisco  Community  Chest.

Recommendations 
As  To  Supervision 

The  relation  between  super- 
vision and  the  effective  use  of 
the  elementary  curriculum  is 
obvious  when  one  realizes  that 
the  teacher  is  faced  with  vari- 
ous choices  as  to  the  best  ways 
to  make  use  of  instructional 
materials  and  that  a  wise  deci- 
sion often  depends  on  informa- 
tion and  interpretation  which 
must  be  sought  from  other  per- 
sons in  the  system  authorized 
to  provide  such  assistance. 

The  modern  conception  of 
supervision  embraces  all  of  the 
activities  and  influences  avail- 
able to  the  school  administra- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
teachers  to  do  better  work.  This 
often  involves,  also,  opportu- 
nities for  teachers  to  improve 
professionally  so  as  to  become 
less  dependent  on  assistance 
from  others  and  more  capable 
themselves  of  sharing  in  a  help- 
ful way  with  others  their  own 
experiences  and  ideas. 

Viewed  in  this  way,  super- 
vision becomes  something  more 
than  merely  an  occasional  visit 
to  a  classroom  with  suggestions 
to  the  teacher  as  to  how  her 
procedures  may  be  varied  in 
order  to  secure  better  results 
than  have  been  achieved  for- 
merly. Good  supervision  is  con- 
nected inseparably  with  high 
morale  and  a  spirit  of  profes- 
sional interest  on  the  part  of 
the  staff  and  is  best  evidenced 
by  a  spirit  of  cooperative  rela- 
tionships in  which  the  teacher 
and  supervisor  are  intent  on  the 
improvement  of  the  teaching  service.  Based  on 
this  concept,  the  following  recommendations  are 
presented:

Statement  By  The  Committee 

It  is  apparent  that  dissatisfaction 
with  the  schools  and  the  attain- 
ment of  the  pupils  which  we  hear 
expressed  in  many  parts  of  the 
country  these  days  is  not  new.  It 
is  apparent  also  that  the  criticisms 
have  reiterated  the  idea  that  the 
faults  in  the  school  are  due  to 
"modern"  theories  and  practices 
and  that  the  remedy  is  to  return  to 
the  "good  old  days."  The  fact  that 
criticisms  of  modern  methods  are 
perennial  suggests  that  they  grow 
out  of  a  failure  to  understand  the 
purposes  and  the  significances  of 
modern  methods. 

We  cannot  advise  a  return  to 
previous  methods,  however,  just 
because  they  are  old,  any  more 
than  we  can  accept  blindly  the 
newer  ways  because  they  are  new. 
It  is  necessary  to  evaluate  the 
newer  procedures  and  to  interpret 
the  performance  of  the  pupils  in 
the  light  of  their  total  attainments. 
We  must  seek  to  understand  the 
aims  of  present-day  education  and 
the  attainments  of  the  pupils  both 
in  the  more  traditional  subjects  and 
in  the  newer  activities.  We  must 
look  at  this  evaluation  in  the  light 
also  of  the  changed  conditions. 

The  Committee  has  conceived  its 
task  in  this  comprehensive  form.  It 
has  reviewed  the  principles  under- 
lying present-day  education,  par- 
ticularly in  the  elementary  school. 
It  has  taken  account  of  the  fact  that 
education  has  become  practically 
universal  throughout  the  high 
school.  It  has  examined  the  curric- 
ulum in  San  Francisco  and  the  per- 
formances of  the  pupils  both  in  the 
fundamentals  and  in  the  broader 
fields  of  study  and  has  evaluated 
the  curriculum  in  San  Francisco  on 
the  basis  of  this  examination.

The  Task  of  the 
Survey  Committee 

The  task  confronting  the 
Survey  Committee  was  defined 
in  the  superintendent's  recom- 
mendation to  the  Board  of 
Education  as  recorded  in  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  of  Jan- 
uary 5,  1943: 

The  superintendent's  plan  is  not 
for  an  extensive  survey  but  for  an 
intensive  study.  The  general  pur- 
pose is  to  evaluate  the  present  cur- 
riculum in  the  elementary  schools 
and  to  recommend  changes  which 
are  thought  desirable.  The  study 
will  include  a  comprehensive  exami- 
nation of  what  is  now  taught  in  the 
elementary  schools.  The  content  and 
aim  of  instruction  will  be  made  con- 
crete by  an  accounting  of  the  ma- 
terials used  in  instruction,  particu- 
larly of  textbooks.  The  present  cur- 
riculum will  be  reviewed  in  the  light 
of  what  we  know  about  the  present 
community  and  about  the  children 
whom  the  schools  have  under  their 
care.  .  .  . 

The  Survey  Committee  has 
made  it  a  steadfast  aim  to  be 
of  practical  help  to  the  public 
schools  of  San  Francisco.  This 
aim  was  the  guiding  principle 
in  choice  of  the  observations  to 
be  made,  the  tests  to  be  given, 
and  the  recommendations  to  be 
prepared.  The  Committee  has 
not  sought  opportunity  either 
for  faultfinding  or  for  praise 
for  their  own  sake.  Its  evalu- 
ations have  been  made  in  the 
light  of  all  the  conditions  and 
circumstances  and  its  recom- 
mendations have  been  formed 
in  the  light  of  what  is  feasible 
as  well  as  desirable. 
As  stated  above,  this  survey  was  a  cooperative 
study  of  the  San  Francisco  elementary  school 
curriculum  for  the  purpose  of  suggesting  strengths,

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New  Personnel  Advocated 
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1.  That  there  be  established  the  position  of  director  of 
curriculum,  closely  articulated  with  the  office  of  the  deputy 
superintendent  in  charge  of  the  elementary  schools  as 
well  as  with  the  corresponding  official  responsible  for  the 
secondary  schools.  The  Committee  believes  that  it  would 
be  unwise  to  have  this  position  either  entirely  independent 
or  predominantly  under  the  direction  of  either  the  ele- 
mentary or  secondary  divisions.  The  full  efficiency  of  such 
service  will  require  a  closer  unification  in  the  administra- 
tive department  and  constitutes  an  important  administra- 
tive problem  for  the  head  of  the  school  system. 

2.  That  the  deputy  superintendent  in  charge  of  elemen- 
tary education  have  a  staff  enlarged  to  include  at  least 
four  assistant  supervisors.  This  office  then  could  concen- 
trate on  a  better  coordinated  program  of  supervision 
made  possible  through  the  relief  contemplated  in  the  first 
recommendation  proposed.  This  supervisory  staff  could 
supplement  and  coordinate  much  of  the  work  now  being 
done  by  special  supervisors  so  as  to  give  unity  and  balance 
to  the  total  curriculum  in  the  elementary  grades. 

3.  That  a  reorganization  of  services  be  established  so  as 
to  free  a  reasonable  share  of  the  time  of  the  elementary 
principals  for  the  highly  important  supervisory  duties 
which  they  alone  can  best  perform.  Competent,  full-time 
clerical  help  should  be  provided  for  all  the  larger  schools, 
and  at  least  part-time  clerical  help  should  be  provided  for 
the  smaller  schools. 

4.  That  provision  be  made  for  a  working  committee 
composed  of  elementary  principals  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  director  of  the  curriculum  and  responsible  to 
the  deputy  superintendent  in  charge  of  elementary  educa- 
tion, the  purpose  of  which  would  be  a  clarification  of  the 
responsibilities  of  the  principals  for  various  phases  of 
supervisory  service  and  the  consideration  of  more  effective 
means  for  performing  these  duties. 

5.  That  the  work  of  construction  and  organization  of 
the  curriculum  be  integrated  with  the  planning  and  direc- 
tion of  counseling  and  guidance. 

6.  That  the  direction  of  the  curriculum  be  integrated 
with  the  program  and  direction  of  testing. 

7.  That  a  systematic  program  of  development  of  the 
curriculum  and  of  a  complete  set  of  courses  of  study  be 
adopted,  under  the  direction  of  the  specialist  in  charge  of 
the  curriculum  and  with  large  participation  of  teachers, 
principals,  and  supervisors,  as  rapidly  as  is  feasible. 

8.  That  goals  be  developed,  as  specific  as  feasible,  which 
are  adjusted  to  the  varied  abilities  of  pupils. 

9.  That  plans  be  initiated  for  improving  the  facilities 
for  play  and  recreation,  and,  in  many  elementary  schools, 
increasing  the  playground  space. 

10.  That  more  adequate  services  be  established  for  the 
two  thousand  pupils  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  re- 
maining in  the  elementary  schools  until  the  junior  high 
school  building  program  can  be  completed. 

11.  That  programs  for  special  weeks  and  special  days, 
contests,  campaigns,  and  drives  in  the  schools  be  greatly 
reduced.  The  principle  that  all  activities  in  the  schools  are 
to  be  introduced  only  because  of  their  educational  value 
and  that  the  school  authorities  are  the  judge  of  this  educa- 
tional value  should  be  strictly  observed.  The  only  excep- 
tion to  be  allowed  occurs  when  national  or  community 
need  is  expressed  in  a  request  for  cooperation  by  a  govern- 
mental agency.  The  compliance  with  even  such  requests  is 
subject  to  the  discretionary  judgment  of  the  administrative 
officers  of  the  schools.  In  no  case  should  pressure  groups 
be  permitted  to  dictate  the  introduction  of  programs  or 
activities. 

12.  That  the  present  study  be  continued  for  the  purpose 
of  working  out  a  detailed  program.  The  first  question  to 
be  considered  is  the  division  of  the  curriculum  into  major

weaknesses,  and  possible  improvements  in  the  edu- 
cational program  for  boys  and  girls  of  approxi- 
mately five  to  twelve  years  of  age.  The  study 
aimed  to  evaluate  the  present  curriculum  and  to 
make  recommendations  for  changes  which  should 
improve  the  physical,  mental,  and  social  growth  of 
the  children.

e.  How  does  the  curriculum  compare  with  general 
practice? 

2.  What  are  the  attainments  of  the  pupils? 

a.  In  the  regularly  organized  subjects? 

b.  In  other  forms  of  attainment  which  can  be  mea- 
sured or  estimated  ? 

c.  How  do  the  attainments  compare  with  national 
norms? 

3.  What  is  the  character  of  the  community  and  of  the 
neighborhood?  How  may  this  be  expected  to  affect 
children's  attainments  ? 

4.  What  is  the  character  of  the  school  population,  origin, 
nationality,  language,  school  history,  abilities  ? 

5.  What  is  the  policy  and  practice  of  promotion  in  the 
schools? 

6.  Is  the  attainment  of  the  pupils  as  a  whole  satisfactory? 

7.  Is  the  relative  emphasis  on  the  different  subjects  and 
activities  satisfactory  ?

12.  Is  the  administrative  organization  adequate  to  develop 
the  curriculum,  including  a  system  of  courses  of  study, 
and  to  supervise  its  realization  in  the  schools? 

fields  and  the  fitting  of  the  subjects  as  now  organized  into 
these  fields.  The  second  question  is  the  allocation  of  time 
to  the  major  fields  and  the  parts  within  each  field.  This 
allocation  should  be  based,  on  a  fair  estimate  of  the  relative 
importance  of  the  various  fields  and  of  the  time  required 
to  reach  a  reasonable  standard  of  attainment  under  the 
most  effective  methods  of  learning.  The  allocation  to  any 
special  areas  cannot  be  determined  by  considering  the  im- 
portance of  those  areas  alone.  Important  aims  should  not 
be  sacrificed  because  of  popular  insistence  on  more  tradi- 
tional accomplishments  or  because  the  promotion  of  pupils 
at  the  standard  rate  of  one  grade  per  year  reduces  the 
average  ability  of  the  upper  grade  groups.  The  emphasis 
on  the  different  fields  of  work  should  be  kept  in  proper 
balance.  Attainment  should  be  maintained  at  as  high  a 
level  as  possible  through  effective  motivation,  definiteness 
of  aim  and  suitable  methods,  and  in  spite  of  limitations  in 
time  and  in  the  average  level  of  ability  of  the  pupils. 
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The  general  emphasis  in  the  curriculum  of  San 
Francisco's  elementary  schools  is  well  balanced. 
The  administrators,  supervisors,  and  teachers, 
under  the  vigorous  leadership  of  the  central  staff, 
are  well  informed  on  the  modern  knowledge  of 
children  and  of  teaching.  They  seek  to  adapt  their 
aims  and  procedures  to  the  needs  of  different 
types  of  children  and  to  the  special  requirements 
of  the  various  neighborhoods  of  the  city.  Such 
improvements  as  may  be  desirable  do  not  require 
a  shift  in  the  general  emphasis  or  point  of  view  of 
the  elementary  school  program. 

The  official  program  in  San  Francisco  has  not 
accepted  in  its  entirety  either  the  ultra  progressive 
or  the  rigid,  conservative  methods;  but  individual 
schools  show  evidence  of  having  been  influenced 
toward  either  of  these  extremes  by  the  philoso- 
phies of  individual  principals  and  teachers.  Be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  complete  courses  of  study  in 
all  subjects  and  because  of  the  wide  range  of  the 
program,  a  survey  of  digressions  from  the  accepted 
program  shows  that  there  exist,  in  San  Francisco, 
practices  based  on  different  interpretations  of  the 
function  of  the  elementary  school.  It  is  not  ex- 
pected or  desirable  to  have  all  classes  of  a  given 
grade  doing  the  same  work  in  the  same  way  at  the 
same  time,  but  a  little  more  uniformity  probably 
would  be  desirable  in  some  fields. 

In  San  Francisco  the  skills  subjects  are  taught 
in  a  more  or  less  conventional  manner.  The  social 
studies  usually  have  a  unifying  theme  and  there 
is  an  attempt  to  correlate  in  a  meaningful  way 
history,  geography,  science,  language,  reading, 
writing,  art,  dramatics,  and  construction  activities. 
The  work  in  art  and  music  is  influenced  by  the 
directors  of  these  subjects.  Art  is  almost  entirely 
creative  with  practically  no  formal  work.  Music 
incorporates  much  technical  knowledge.  Teachers 
have  indicated  on  the  questionnaire  that  they 
would  like  to  teach  more  fundamental  art  princi- 
ples; they  would  like  the  technical  work  in  music 
reduced  but  not  eliminated. 

A  typical  primary  classroom  has  movable  furni- 
ture, attractive  pictures  reflecting  the  work  being 
studied,  charts  recording  the  progress  of  children, 
displays  of  good  work,  work  which  shows  improve- 
ment and  tangible  evidence  of  a  unit  of  work. 
There  is  an  informal  happy  atmosphere,  and  chil- 
dren move  in  groups  from  one  task  to  another. 
The  teacher  usually  works  with  only  one  group  at 
a  time.  In  the  intermediate  and  grammar  grades 
also  the  rooms  are  attractively  arranged  and  dis- 
play the  work  of  the  children. 

The  social  studies  are  correlated  in  the  fourth, 
fifth,  and  sixth  grades,  but  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades,  subjects  are  departmentalized. 

Answers  to  the  questionnaire  show  that  there  is 
more  diversity  in  the  treatment  of  social  studies 
than  in  other  phases  of  the  work.  Practice  ranges 
from  formal  textbook  assignments  exclusively  to 
the  use  of  supplementary  material  exclusively, 
from  formal  question  and  answer  recitations  to 
informal   assimilation,  organization  and  use  of 


knowledge.  The  plan  approved  by  the  deputy- 
superintendent's  office  is  not  extreme.  It  calls  for 
motivation  through  an  overview  of  a  problem  wide 
enough  in  scope  to  evoke  interest  when  properly 
presented — for  independent  or  committee  study 
from  textbooks  and  reference  books  by  some  chil- 
dren and  for  study  under  the  supervision  of  the 
teacher  by  other  children.  It  includes  organizing 
material,  evaluating  results,  and  testing  achieve- 
ments. 

The  approved  method  produces  admirable  re- 
sults with  many  children.  They  can  find  and  use 
reference  material  intelligently;  they  assimilate 
much  usable  knowledge ;  they  can  conduct  social- 
ized recitations  with  poise  and  efficiency;  and  they 
can  address  and  interest  an  audience.  Most  of  the 
teachers  indicate  on  the  questionnaire  that  they 
consider  this  method  most  worth-while,  but  many 
mention  the  practical  difficulty  of  doing  justice  to 
both  the  very  slow  group  and  the  rest  of  the  class 
in  the  large  area  of  work  suggested. 

Two-thirds  of  the  teachers  answering  the  ques- 
tionnaire administered  as  a  part  of  this  study 
asked  for  revision,  reconstruction,  condensation, 
or  clarification  of  the  Guide  in  Social  Studies. 
Most  of  the  32.3  per  cent  of  the  teachers  approv- 
ing the  present  Guide  spoke  of  the  section  for  the 
primary  grades. 

Answers  to  questions  regarding  construction 
and  other  manual  activities  showed  a  range  for 
each  grade  from  much  emphasis  to  no  emphasis  as 
the  desirable  condition.  The  general  pattern  of 
response  on  the  question  indicated  approval  of 
much  manual  activities  in  the  kindergarten  and 
first  grade,  less  in  the  second  and  third,  and  little, 
in  addition  to  manual  activities  in  the  club  period, 
for  the  remaining  grades. 

The  fundamentals  have  not  been  eliminated. 
There  is  drill  in  writing,  spelling,  language,  arith- 
metic, and  reading;  but  drill  usually  follows  a 
period  of  preparation  showing  the  need  for  it.  In  a 
bulletin  issued  in  1932,  the  importance  and  value 
of  phonics  were  noted  and  definite  standards  of 
attainment  were  set  for  each  of  the  primary  grades. 
The  fundamentals  along  with  the  social  studies 
and  other  subjects  suffer  to  some  extent  because 
of  lack  of  suitable  teaching  materials,  the  crowd- 
ing of  the  curriculum,  and  the  need  of  adjusting 
to  the  capacities  of  children. 

It  is  recommended: 

1.  That  the  considerable  time  needed  for  those  required 
routine  matters  which  are  to  a  great  extent  detached 
from  the  educational  requirements  be  deducted  from 
the  total  school  day  before  programming. 

2.  That  programs  for  special  weeks  and  special  days,  con- 
tests, campaigns,  and  drives  in  the  schools  be  greatly 
reduced.  The  principle  that  all  activities  in  the  schools 
are  to  be  introduced  only  because  of  their  educational 
value  and  that  the  school  authorities  are  the  judge  of 
this  educational  value  should  be  strictly  observed.  The 
only  exception  to  be  allowed  occurs  when  national  or 
community  need  is  expressed  in  a  request  for  coopera- 
tion by  a  governmental  agency.

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Better  Provision  Needed 
For  Individual  Differences 

Teachers  realize  that  in  any  class  there  is  a  wide 
range  in  the  physical,  emotional,  and  intellectual 
capacities  of  children  and  that  transiency,  ab- 
sence from  school,  foreign  language  spoken  in  the 
home,  and  other  factors  affect  the  child's  progress. 
There  is  a  need,  therefore,  for  adjustments  to 
provide  for  the  variations  in  abilities,  aptitudes, 
and  interests — adjustments  in  methods  and  mate- 
rials, in  time  allotments,  in  the  scope  of  the  work, 
and,  therefore,  in  standards  for  grading  and  in 
standards  for  promotion. 

For  more  than  fifty  years,  courses  of  study  have 
advised  teachers  to  adjust  the  work  to  the  child; 
but  it  is  only  in  recent  years  that  practical  steps 
have  been  taken  to  put  the  plan  into  action.  Ad- 
justments have  not  kept  pace  with  the  problem, 
which  has  been  aggravated  by  such  factors  as 
compulsory  education  and  transiency.  The  deputy, 
principals,  and  teachers  in  San  Francisco  have 
done  as  much  as  could  be  done  under  the  circum- 
stances. Administrative  changes  by  the  Board  of 
Education  will  be  necessary  before  further  adjust- 
ments can  be  made. 

In  San  Francisco  several  approaches  toward 
meeting  the  individual  needs  of  children  have 
been  in  use  for  many  years.  Many  of  them  are 
most  effective.  An  excellent  program  has  been 
developed  for  caring  for  children  with  physical 
defects;  the  needs  of  the  majority  of  subnormal 
children  have  been  met  in  the  organization  of 
small  ungraded  classes;  the  exceptionally  bright 
children  can  be  cared  for  through  an  enrichment 
program ;  and  the  average  child  can  do  work  within 
the  present  scope  of  the  elementary  school.  Ac- 
cording to  expression  of  opinion  on  questionnaires, 
teachers  feel  that  the  relatively  small  group  of 
"dull  normal"  children  would  profit  if  a  plan  for 
adjustment  classes  similar  to  one  approved  by  the 
deputy  superintendent  of  elementary  schools  sev- 
eral years  ago  were  put  into  effect. 

Provisions  for  meeting  the  needs  of  varying 
abilities  and  interests  of  children  in  San  Francisco 
elementary  schools  include: 

1.  Three  ability  groups  in  primary  reading  and  arith- 
metic. 

2.  Three  ability  groups  in  intermediate  arithmetic. 

3.  "Circling"  for  homogeneous  grouping  in  intermediate 
reading. 

4.  Two  groups  within  the  homogeneous  grouping  in 
intermediate  reading. 

5.  Flexible  grouping  for  penmanship. 

6.  Committee  plan  for  social  studies. 

7.  Speech  work  and  lip  reading. 

In  some  schools  the  following  are  available : 

1.  Junior  low  first  grades. 

2.  Opportunity  classes. 

3.  Individual  guidance  after  school  by  the  vice-prin- 
cipal. 

4.  Creative  work  periods  or  clubs. 

5.  Assemblies  and  student  bodies. 

6.  Ungraded  classes. 

7.  Adjustment  classes. 

8.  Rest  periods. 

9.  Health  classes. 

All  teachers  agree  that  in  the  present  organiza-

Library  Budget 
Found  Inadequate 

The  importance  of  the  library's  place  in  the 
elementary  school  curriculum  has  been  growing 
constantly  in  recent  years.  The  library  no  longer 
is  an  attractive  room  used  merely  for  recreational 
reading.  Such  reading  is  an  important  part  of  the 
elementary  program,  but  the  modem  library 
serves  other  equally  important  functions.  It  is  a 
laboratory  where  classes  consult  up-to-date  refer- 
ence and  illustrative  material ;  it  is  a  room  where 
children  enjoy  free  reading,  story  telling,  the 
sharing  of  book  experiences,  and  the  appreciation 
of  literature,  authors,  and  illustrators.  Its  use 
increases  in  a  school  where  children  are  vitally 
concerned  with  units  of  work  in  social  studies  and 
related  fields.  In  a  word,  an  adequate  library  may 
be  the  intellectual  center  of  the  modern  school. 

The  chief  characteristic  of  the  elementary 
school  libraries  of  San  Francisco  is  their  great 
diversity.  The  universal  establishment  of  a  school 
library  in  each  school  has  not  been  officially  recog- 
nized, and  therefore  no  provision  is  made  for 
standards  of  organization  and  use.  The  Commit- 
tee was  greatly  concerned  with  the  meager  supply 
of  materials,  especially  supplementary  books,  and 
library  books.  An  adequate  supply  of  books  and 
instructional  materials  is  especially  necessary  to 
give  suitable  opportunities  to  the  slower  pupils,  to 
provide  enrichment  to  the  brighter  pupils  and 
those  with  special  interests,  and  to  encourage  the 
development  of  self-education.  This  is  a  matter 
urgently  demanding  attention. 

In  view  of  this  situation  and  the  fact  that  in 
recent  years  the  budget  for  individual  library  titles 
has  been  practically  nonexistent,  the  following 
recommendations  are  presented: 

1.  That  elementary  school  libraries  be  recognized  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  school  system. 

2.  That  an  adequate  budget  based  on  enrollment  and  spe- 
cial needs  be  established  for  the  purchase  of  library 
books,  magazines,  and  pamphlets  in  elementary  schools. 

3.  That  standards  be  set  up  for  the  organization  of  ele- 
mentary school  libraries,  for  personnel,  book  selection, 
function  and  use,  physical  equipment,  and  so  on. 

4.  That  a  basic  well-balanced  collection  of  books,  carefully 
selected  according  to  curricular  needs  and  children's 
reading  interests  be  established  in  all  schools,  particu- 
larly where  few  books  have  been  available. 

5.  That  reading  opportunities  for  all  children  should  be 
equalized  and  that  books  be  made  available  for  home 
circulation,  particularly  among  foreign  groups  where 
few  printed  materials  in  English  are  likely  to  come  into 
the  homes. 

6.  That  accepted  library  standards  be  followed  in  the 
organization  of  library  collections  and  that  classifying, 
cataloging  and  shelf  listing  be  done  centrally  under  the 
supervision  of  the  director  of  the  Bureau  of  Texts  and 
Libraries. 

7.  That  teachers  or  vice-principals  keenly  interested  in 
books  and  children  be  selected  to  serve  as  teacher  libra- 
rians, with  some  allowance  of  time  in  their  teaching 
loads.  That  these  teacher  librarians  be  brought  together 
in  short  in-service  courses  or  a  series  of  conferences 
relating  to  library  techniques,  book  selection,  and  a 
general  widening  of  their  horizons  in  the  use  of  books 
and  libraries. 

8.  That  further  cooperation  between  the  public  library  and 
the  schools  be  extended  by: 

a.  Increasing  the  number  of  loans  to  teachers  from  ten 
to  twenty  books  a  month.

ment  of  the  administrative  officers  of  the  schools.  In  no 
case  should  pressure  groups  be  permitted  to  dictate  the 
introduction  of  programs  or  activities.  The  present  spe- 
cial activities  and  programs  should  be  reviewed  in  the 
light  of  these  principles  and  a  more  definite  policy 
worked  out. 

3.  That  the  present  study  be  continued  for  the  purpose  of 
working  out  a  detailed  program.  The  first  question  to 
be  considered  is  the  division  of  the  curriculum  into 
major  fields  and  the  fitting  of  the  subjects  as  now  organ- 
ized into  these  fields.  The  second  question  is  the  alloca- 
tion of  time  to  the  major  fields  and  the  parts  within 
each  field.  This  allocation  should  be  based  on  a  fair  esti- 
mate of  the  relative  importance  of  the  various  fields 
and  of  the  time  required  to  reach  a  reasonable  standard 
of  attainment  under  the  most  effective  methods  of 
learning. 

4.  That  provisions  be  made  in  the  time  schedule  and 
organization  of  the  curriculum  for: 

a.  Wider  and  more  effective  use  of  slides,  still  films, 
motion  pictures,  and  other  visual  aids. 

b.  Wider  and  more  effective  use  of  a  school  library. 

c.  Use  of  the  radio  for  current  events,  for  cultural  pro- 
grams in  music  and  literature  and  for  other  programs 
selected  and  approved  by  competent  school  com- 
mittees. 

d.  Moderate  use  (approximately  once  every  three 
weeks)  of  assemblies  and  student  body  programs  in 
Grades  4  through  8. 

e.  Moderate  use  (about  one  hour  a  week)  of  a  program 
for  club  activities  including  such  interests  as  athlet- 
ics, singing,  drawing,  painting,  clay  modeling,  dra- 
matics, sewing,  manual  training,  airplanes,  stamps, 
Junior  Red  Cross,  first  aid,  and  construction  work 
of  various  types. 

f.  Much  manual  activity  in  the  kindergarten  and  first 
grade  with  lessening  emphasis  on  the  second  and 
third  grades. 

5.  That  teachers  working  on  curriculum  be  relieved  of  a 
sufficient  portion  of  their  duties  to  enable  them  to  do 
this  work.

tion  of  classes  there  are  slow-moving,  average,  and 
fast-moving  groups  needing  different  treatments. 
But  some  find  it  difficult  to  give  desirable  instruc- 
tions to  all  groups  because  of  limited  time  allot- 
ments and  because  textbooks  and  materials  are 
not  properly  graded.  In  the  primary  grades  the 
problem  of  material  is  not  so  serious  because  books 
may  be  freely  used  at  any  grade  level  desired.  The 
problem  of  textbooks  presents  itself  more  forcibly 
in  the  intermediate  grades. 

It  is  recommended: 

1.  That  the  personnel  for  testing  potential  candidates 
for  the  ungraded  classes  be  increased. 

2.  That  ungraded  classes  be  made  available  for  all  chil- 
dren for  whom  the  classification  has  been  officially 
recommended. 

3.  That  homogeneous  grouping  be  used  for  arithmetic 
classes  in  the  intermediate  grades  until  a  more  com- 
prehensive plan  for  providing  for  varying  abilities 
can  be  worked  out. 

4.  That  adjustment  classes  with  modified  and  suitable 
material  be  organized  as  soon  as  possible. 

5.  That  junior  low  first  grades  be  recognized  as  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  San  Francisco  educational  program. 

6.  That  promotion  policies  be  clarified  and  that  report 
cards  make  clear  to  the  parents  the  meaning  of  the 
marks. 


Recommendations  for  Science, 
Art,  and  Music 

The  elementary  school  course  in  science  in  San 
Francisco  is  incorporated  in  the  course  of  study  in 
the  social  studies.  The  Committee  recommends 
that  science  should  be  given  treatment  as  a  dis- 
tinct field  of  study.  It  recommends  further: 

1.  That  the  treatment  of  science's  influence  on  human  life 
be  continued  as  a  part  of  the  social  studies. 

2.  That  the  study  of  science  in  itself  be  made  a  separate, 
but  closely  connected  field  of  study. 

3.  That  the  collection  of  scientific  facts  in  the  present 
course  of  study  in  the  social  studies  be  made  the  start- 
ing point  of  a  course  in  science. 

4.  That  this  collection  be  re-examined  with  reference  to 
the  development  of  the  child's  concepts  and  abilities  in 
scientific  thinking. 

5.  That  a  body  of  problems  and  suggestions  for  treatment 
be  built  up  as  a  basis  for  teaching  and  learning  these 
facts. 

In  view  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the  fields 
of  art,  music,  and  group  activities,  as  observed 
and  evaluated  by  the  Committee,  the  following 
recommendations  are  made: 

1.  A  course  of  study  in  art  should  be  developed  coopera- 
tively, clarifying  the  objectives  to  be  sought  in  this  field 
of  teaching  and  providing  as  much  detail  by  way  of 
guidance  for  elementary  teachers  in  general  as  may  be 
deemed  desirable  by  a  majority  of  these  teachers.  This 
course  should  include  materials  ordinarily  included  in 
fine  arts,  crafts,  and  industrial  arts. 

2.  The  present  course  of  study  in  music  should  be  made 
more  effective  by  utilization  of  teacher-groups  to  adapt 
the  procedures  now  successfully  employed  by  a  limited 
number  of  teachers  to  the  practical  use  of  teachers  in 
general,  with  modification,  as  a  temporary  expedient,  of 
the  selections  so  technical  difficulties  for  which  prepara- 
tion is  yet  inadequate  may  be  avoided. 

3.  The  addition  of  instrumental  music  to  the  offerings  for 
upper-grade  pupils  is  desirable  as  rapidly  as  circum- 
stances permit. 

4.  A  committee  of  elementary  school  principals  should  be 
appointed  to  carry  further  the  study  made  by  a  previous 
committee  dealing  with  school  assemblies  and  related 
programs  for  the  purpose  of  defining  the  values,  ex- 
changing helpful  plans,  and  recommending  for  general 
use  a  variety  of  procedures  adaptable  to  existing  con- 
ditions. 

5.  There  should  be  a  comprehensive  study  by  citizens  and 
educators  of  the  possibilities  of  improving  the  play- 
ground and  recreational  facilities  of  the  elementary 
schools  with  a  view  to  eliminating  the  present  limita- 
tions upon  a  sound  program  conducive  to  the  physical, 
moral,  and  social  well-being  of  San  Francisco  children.

b.  That  stout  canvas  bags  be  provided  for  the  carrying 
of  books. 

c.  That  teachers  have  the  privilege  of  placing  annual 
requests  for  a  changing  monthly  supply  of  general 
reading  books,  the  public  librarians  to  keep  records 
so  that  duplication  of  titles  during  the  year  may  be 
avoided. 

d.  That  requests  for  special  books  relating  to  units  of 
work  or  special  needs  can  be  substituted  or  take  pref- 
erence over  orders  for  general  reading  books  accord- 
ing to  curricular  or  pupil  demands. 

e.  That  these  books  be  made  available  on  library  tables 
in  classrooms.  In  under-privileged  districts,  it  is 
highlv  desirable  that  the  books  should  be  allowed  to 
circulate  over  night. 

f.  That  adequate  truck  service  be  provided  by  the 
Board  of  Education  and  the  public  library. 
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Schools  Must  Help  Children  Find  Place  in  Society 


The  early  leaders  of  democracy  believed  that 
giving  all  children  skills  in  the  3  R's  would  make 
them  good  citizens  of  a  democracy.  Events  in  the 
modern  world  have  shown,  however,  that  mere 
literacy  is  not  enough;  indeed,  command  of  the 
3  R's  may  increase  a  people's  suggestibility  to 
propaganda  and  governmental  indoctrination,  as 
in  Germany  or  Japan.  Modern  life  demands  more 
than  skills  in  the  3  R's — first,  because  the  3  R's  in- 
volve more  than  mere  automatic  skills  and,  second, 
because  the  demands  of  social  living  are  so  com- 
plex and  so  great.  If  the  school,  then,  is  to  "teach 
the  fundamentals  well"  it  must  include  in  the 
fundamentals  such  capacities  as  the  ability  to 
work  with  a  group  cooperatively  and  such  knowl- 
edge as  an  understanding  of  modern  society. 

Primary  children  in  school  need  help  in  under- 
standing the  family  and  the  community  as  social 
agencies ;  older  children  need  guidance  in  develop- 
ing an  appreciation  of  their  country,  other  coun- 
tries, and  the  growing  interdependence  of  man- 
kind. All  children  need  help  in  learning  to  get 
along  well  with  others  in  a  democratic  social  order. 
In  other  words,  not  all  the  fundamental  skills  are 
contained  in  the  3  R's,  social  living  demands  other 
skills,  abilities,  and  attitudes  just  as  basic,  espe- 
cially for  a  democracy.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  social 
studies  to  develop  some  of  these  basic  skills, 
abilities,  and  attitudes  needed  in  everyday,  group 
living. 

The  social  studies  formerly  were  taught  as  dis- 
tinct and  separate  subjects  called  history,  geogra- 
phy, civics,  citizenship,  and  perhaps  sociology  and 
economics.  Each  of  these  fields  is  rich  in  knowledge 


and  the  results  of  research,  but  not  all  are  suitable 
separate  studies  for  children.  About  1920  many 
teachers  and  parents  realized  that  while  the  mem- 
orization of  facts  in  history  and  geography  and 
civics  might  have  some  value,  actually  the  imma- 
ture, growing  minds  of  children  need  something 
more  if  our  young  people  are  to  achieve  the 
fundamental  bases  for  group  living.  Accordingly, 
the  separate  teaching  of  these  subjects  was  grad- 
ually abandoned  in  favor  of  an  arrangement  which 
showed  how  each  depended  on  the  other.  History, 
geography,  and  civics  were  combined  in  such  a 
way  that  their  interrelationships  were  more  easily 
understood  by  children.  Accordingly,  in  the  mod- 
ern social  studies  program  various  degrees  of 
correlation  or  fusion  or  integration  of  subject 
matter  is  evident;  such  variety  in  organization  is 
today  true  of  practice  in  San  Francisco. 

Since  the  social  studies  were  to  be  divided  no 
longer  into  water-tight  compartments,  each  em- 
phasizing chronological  or  logical  order,  some  new 
basis  of  organizing  the  curriculum  was  needed 
after  1920.  In  most  cities  and  states  of  the  United 
States  there  has  been  developing  gradually  a  new 
pattern  of  organization  for  the  social  studies.  This 
new  pattern  involves  the  "center  of  interest"  or 
"unit  of  work" — a  broad  learning  experience, 
centered  in  some  topic  and  cutting  across  the 
various  subject-matter  fields  for  a  period  of  six 
or  ten  weeks,  or  even  a  half-year. 

San  Francisco  has  approximated  such  an  organi- 
zation of  the  social  studies  as  that  suggested  above, 
but  results  of  the  test  administered  by  the  Com-

Need  Cited  for  an  Arithmetic  Readiness  Program 


The  San  Francisco  elementary  schools  give 
arithmetic  an  important  place  in  the  curriculum, 
a  place  which  has  been  enlarged  during  the  past 
school  year.  According  to  observations  made  dur- 
ing the  survey,  emphasis  seems  to  be  placed  on  the 
computational  aspects  of  arithmetic,  sometimes 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  more  thoughtful  processes 
involved.  Practice  in  general  follows  rather  closely 
the  established  patterns  of  other  cities. 

A  present  need  seems  to  be  one  for  further 
emphasis  on  a  clearly  organized  arithmetic  readi- 
ness program  for  at  least  half  of  the  children 
entering  the  first  grade,  a  program  stressing  work 
with  concrete  materials  and  situations  before  com- 
putation with  abstract  numbers  is  begun.  A  fur- 
ther need  is  for  closer  articulation  between  primary 
and  intermediate  grade  work,  particularly  in 
preparing  children  for  the  use  of  arithmetic  text- 
books in  the  third  or  fourth  grades.  To  fulfill  both 
these  needs  a  wider  variety  of  materials  is  required, 
particularly  in  the  primary  grades.  At  the  present 
time  the  only  materials  supplied  to  all  primary 
grades  are  some  small  drill  cards. 

Many  teachers  find  the  prescribed  State  text 
inadequate,  especially  at  the  third  grade  level; 
further  provision  should  be  made  for  the  use  of 


texts  of  several  different  levels  of  difficulty  in  any 
one  classroom.  Since  the  more  formal  teaching  of 
arithmetic  involves  careful  explanation  of  new 
principles,  supervised  practice,  self-testing,  correc- 
tion and  discussion  of  problems,  applications  to 
social  situations,  remedial  teaching,  cumulative 
reviews,  and  other  activities,  many  teachers  feel 
that  they  do  not  have  time  for  the  required  pro- 
gram, particularly  with  three  different  groups  of 
pupils  in  their  classrooms. 

As  one  means  of  studying  the  arithmetic  achieve- 
ments of  San  Francisco  elementary  pupils,  the 
committee,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Bureau  of 
Research,  gave  the  Progressive  Achievement  Tests 
in  Arithmetic  to  a  representative  sample  of  2,500 
pupils  of  Grades  3,  4,  5,  and  6.  The  committee 
found  rather  wide  differences  in  arithmetic  achieve- 
ment in  schools  of  different  social-economic  neigh- 
borhoods. The  pupils  of  Grades  3  and  ,4  either 
equal  or  better  expected  achievement  in  terms  of 
grade  scores  expressed  as  national  test  norms, 
while  pupils  of  Grades  5  and  6  are  somewhat 
below  the  expected  level.  In  terms  of  age  scores 
rather  than  grade  scores,  the  results  achieved  in 
arithmetic  generally  are  better  than  would  be 
expected  in  every  grade  except  six.

mittee  and  study  of  teaching  aims  and  procedures 
indicate  the  need  for  more  emphasis  on  social 
studies  and  for  certain  improvements  as  indicated 
in  the  following  paragraphs: 

1.  The  Committee  recommends  that  more  attention  be 
given  to  social  studies  by  the  proper  authorities  in 
teachers'  meetings,  bulletins  for  teachers,  demonstration 
work,  and  elsewhere.  The  elementary  teachers  of  San 
Francisco  believe  that  the  present  course  of  study  needs 
clarification  and  revision  and  needs  to  have  more  con- 
crete suggestions  and  materials  included.  Social  studies 
are  a  more  complex  field  than,  say,  handwriting  or 
spelling ;  and  newer  procedures  in  the  social  studies  are 
less  well  understood  because,  at  the  moment,  the  field 
is  changing  rather  rapidly.  For  these  reasons,  a  "cam- 
paign" to  improve  social  studies  instruction  would  seem 
to  be  in  order,  and  special  attention  to  social  studies 
over  the  next  two  or  three  years,  at  least,  is  recom- 
mended. 

2.  In  addition  to  emphasis  on  the  social  studies  by  super- 
visory and  other  authorities,  the  Committee  recom- 
mends that  provision  be  made  for  the  continuing  study 
of  the  social  studies  curriculum  by  teacher  groups, 
which  would  receive  some  credit  for  their  participation. 

3.  Test  results  reveal  that  teachers  in  general  should  give 
more  attention  in  the  upper  grades  to  obtaining  facts 
from  reference  materials,  to  practice  in  drawing  con- 
clusions, and  especially  to  applying  general  facts  to 
related  social  studies  situations. 

4.  The  Committee  feels  that  in  a  number  of  classrooms 
the  emphasis  is  upon  getting  something  constructed  to 
show  a  parent  or  supervisor  when  she  visits — and  then 
hurrying  on  to  the  "real  work"  of  the  unit.  The  Com- 
mittee recommends,  therefore,  that  teachers  study  care- 
fully the  purpose  of  the  fine  and  industrial  arts  in  the 
social  studies  so  that  they  may  come  to  see  that  it  is  the 
development  of  ability  and  appreciation  which  is  im- 
portant, and  not  the  production  of  something  to  show. 

5.  The  Committee  recommends  that  supervisory  direction, 
teachers'  groups,  and  other  means  of  in-service  training 
be  utilized  to  help  the  elementary  teachers  of  San 
Francisco  in  their  conduct  of  planning  and  of  evalua- 
tion periods.  The  Committee  feels  that  much  more  could 
be  done  to  make  planning  periods  a  worth-while  coop- 
erative enterprise  for  children,  not  only  in  social  studies 
but  in  other  phases  of  school  work. 

6.  The  Committee  recommends  that  steps  be  taken  to 
provide  for  more  uniform  distribution  of  social  studies 
supplementary  books  to  elementary  classes. 

7.  The  Committee  recommends  that  money  be  budgeted 
regularly  for  the  purchase  of  needed  maps  and  globes 
and  that  definite  rules  be  established  for  the  allocation 
of  these  to  the  elementary  schools. 

8.  Since  the  teachers  voted  564  to  21  asking  for  samples  of 
plans  for  organizing  major  areas  of  work  into  an  inte- 
grated program,  and  since  many  teachers  seem  insecure 
in  this  phase  of  their  work,  the  Committee  recommends 
that  outstanding  examples  of  this  type  of  work,  oc- 
curring in  different  schools,  be  made  available  to  all 
teachers  by  means  of  visiting,  discussion,  and  written 
description,  and  that  all  teachers  have  a  chance  to  see 
the  work  in  operation  rather  than  as  a  completed  prod- 
uct. For  this  reason,  it  commends  the  practice  of  allow- 
ing elementary  teachers  who  apply  for  it  to  visit  other 
classrooms  which  shall  be  enumerated  in  a  list  approved 
each  semester  by  the  deputy  superintendent  in  charge 
of  elementary  schools.  The  Committee  believes  that 
teachers  seeing  other  fine  units  of  work  will  be  greatly 
stimulated  to  improvement  of  their  own  methods  and 
materials  of  instruction. 


A  New  Arithmetic  Course 
Needed  for  San  Francisco

After  surveying  the  existing  situation,  the  Com- 
mittee has  recommended : 

1.  That  the  proper  officials  and  a  committee  of  principals 
and  teachers  give  earnest  consideration  to  the  possibility 
of  enlisting  most  of  the  elementary  school  system  into 
a  program  of  study  and  discussion  which  will  lead 
eventually  to  the  production  of  a  new  arithmetic  course 
for  elementary  grades.  The  teachers  might  study  and  the 
final  course  incorporate  such  topics  as  the  following: 

a.  A  clear  definition  of  the  scope  of  arithmetic  knowl- 
edge and  skills  needed  for  accurate  computation  in 
the  four  fundamental  operations  in  arithmetic. 

b.  An  indication  of  arithmetic  skills  and  habits  needed 
in  varying  degrees  by  different  ability  groups. 

c.  Some  desirable  groupings  of  number  for  learning: 
e.g.,  addition  and  subtraction  facts,  simple  and  corre- 
sponding bridging  combinations,  multiplication  facts 
and  their  reverse  forms,  multiplication  and  division 
facts. 

d.  An  acceptable  sequence  for  the  introduction  of  new 
facts  and  skills,  e.g.,  applying  a  few  combinations  in 
examples  before  learning  all  combinations. 

e.  The  social  applications  of  arithmetic  in  modern  living. 

f.  Ways  of  developing  "quantitative  thinking." 

g.  The  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  permitting 
groups  of  children  to  start  memorization  of  number 
combinations  and  to  work  in  drill  as  well  as  other 
aspects  of  arithmetic  as  soon  as  they  evince  an  in- 
terest. 

h.  Provision  for  continuity  of  materials  for  slow,  aver- 
age, and  bright  groups. 

i.  The  application  of  the  concept  of  readiness  to  all 
classes  in  arithmetic. 

2.  That  the  above  study  and  possible  printed  course  em- 
phasize a  philosophy  of  teaching  which  will  clarify  for 
the  teacher  the  arithmetical  needs  of  children  and  deter- 
mine standards  of  achievement,  not  in  light  of  the 
standards  of  a  generation  ago,  but  in  accordance  with 
modern  knowledge  of  child  development  and  social 
demands. 

3.  That  a  program  of  arithmetic  readiness  be  installed 
immediately  in  most  first  grades,  and  that  a  committee 
be  formed  to  place  materials  for  such  a  program  in  the 
hands  of  primary  teachers  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

4.  It  is  recommended  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to 
provide  for  better  articulation  in  the  arithmetic  courses 
between  the  primary  and  the  intermediate  grades,  such 
steps  to  include  a  consideration  of  texts  used. 

5.  It  is  recommended  that  provision  be  made,  through 
budget  appropriations  and  any  other  necessary  legisla- 
tion, for  an  increase  in  arithmetical  materials  for  class- 
room instruction,  such  materials  to  be  suitable  especially 
for  the  primary  grades  and  to  include  books  of  number 
stories  for  these  grades  as  well  as  other  textbooks  for  all 
grades  to  supplement  the  present  texts,  which  many 
teachers  believe  are  unsatisfactory. 

6.  It  is  rcommended  that  arithmetic  texts  on  different 
grade  levels  be  made  available  for  any  one  grade  and 
that  principals  be  empowered  to  arrange  for  any  needed 
variations. 

7.  It  is  recommended  that  a  study  be  made,  with  the  aid 
of  the  Bureau  of  Research,  of  the  value  of  the  "reading" 
periods  in  arithmetic  now  used  in  some  schools,  as  con- 
trasted to  further  ordinary  instruction  in  arithmetic. 

8.  It  is  recommended  that  an  experimental  study  of  the 
value  of  "circling"  in  arithmetic  be  set  up  for  one  year, 
with  the  aid  of  the  Bureau  of  Research.  This  study  will 
investigate  the  values  of  the  instruction  of  the  some- 
what homogeneous  groups  developed  by  "circling" 
(similar  to  reading)  in  comparison  with  instruction  of 
three  groups,  as  now  conducted  in  most  classes. 
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Reading  and  Language  Arts  Need  Emphasis 


The  process  of  communication  is  perhaps  the 
most  fundamental  of  all  democratic  processes.  A 
democracy  can  exist  only  as  long  as  there  are  open 
channels  of  communication  between  people  and 
their  leaders,  and  from  person  to  person.  Commu- 
nication implies  the  ability  to  convey  ideas  to 
others  and  to  receive  ideas  from  them.  To  convey 
ideas  a  person  must  be  able  to  speak  and  write  for 
others  to  understand,  so  elementary  schools  teach 
speech,  composition,  handwriting,  and  spelling;  to 
receive  ideas  a  person  must  be  able  to  listen  and  to 
read,  so  elementary  schools  teach  oral  language, 
reading,  and  literature. 

In  view  of  this  unquestioned  importance  of  the 
language  arts,  the  Committee  offers  the  following 
comments  and  recommendations: 

1.  Results  of  reading  tests  given  in  the  regular  testing 
program  of  the  Bureau  of  Research  indicate  that,  in 
general,  San  Francisco  pupils  are  somewhat  below  their 
expected  attainments  in  reading  ability.  As  indicated 
above,  this  is  probably  due  to  a  number  of  different 
causes,  but  in  tie  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Committee 
one  of  these  causes  is  the  lack  of  suitable  reading  mate- 
rials in  the  schools.  The  Committee  recommends,  there- 
fore, that  the  whole  question  of  the  provision  of  basic 
readers  and  supplementary  books  be  thoroughly  studied 
by  a  committee  of  competent  authorities  in  the  school 
system  and  that  these  authorities  bring  in  specific  rec- 
ommendations in  regard  to: 

a.  The  provision  of  books  of  different  levels  of  difficulty 
in  every  classroom. 

b.  Increasing  the  quantity  of  books  available  to  chil- 
dren in  classroom  or  school  libraries. 

c.  Ways  of  overcoming  existing  undemocratic  inequali- 
ties regarding  number  and  quality  of  books  available 
to  children  in  neighborhoods  of  different  social-eco- 
nomic levels. 

d.  The  purchase  of  and  distribution  of  reading  work- 
books in  an  organized  way. 

e.  The  development  of  some  complete  form  of  organi- 
zation for  the  purchase  of  supplementary  and  library 
books  for  the  elementary  schools  in  place  of  the 
somewhat  haphazard  system  now  used. 

2.  It  is  further  recommended  that  the  above  committee  be 
formed  as  soon  as  possible  and  that  it  be  asked  to  bring 
in  findings  and  recommendations  early  enough  so  that 
they  can  be  put  into  effect  in  the  school  year  1944-45. 
The  members  of  the  Survey  Committee  believe  these  two 
recommendations  are  among  the  most  important  they 
can  make  to  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  San  Francisco 
elementary  school  system. 

3.  Since  the  provision  of  better  reading  materials  must  be 
accompanied  by  improved  methods  of  instruction  and 
since  teachers  express  a  need  for  such  help,  the  commit- 
tee recommends  that  a  more  specific  guide  to  reading 
instruction  be  provided  for  teachers  of  Grades  4,  5,  and 
6.  Such  guide  probably  should  be  a  description  of  good 
reading  programs  in  these  grades  which  would  be  a 
continuation  of  the  present  Teachers'  Guide  for  Pri- 
mary Reading.  Since  scientific  publications  in  the  field 
of  reading  have  been  so  numerous  in  recent  years,  and 
since  reading  is  regarded  as  a  developmental  process 


demanding  different  habits  and  skills  at  different  growth 
levels,  the  Committee  believes  that  the  preparation  of 
such  a  guide  involving,  at  some  stage,  most  of  the  inter- 
mediate teachers  of  the  school  system,  would  increase 
greatly  the  chances  of  successful  reading  instruction  in 
these  grades. 

4.  Since  70  per  cent  of  teachers  in  Grades  4  to  8  who  re- 
plied to  the  Committee's  questionnaire  use  some  form 
of  "circling"  for  reading,  and  since  the  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  this  system  have  never  been  thor- 
oughly studied,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Bureau  of  Research,  with  the  cooperation  of  some  in- 
terested principals  and  teachers,  make  a  complete,  scien- 
tific study  of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
"circling"  for  reading. 

5.  Since  nearly  49  per  cent  of  the  teachers  say  that  their 
pupils  do  not  use  a  school  library  regularly  and  since  71 
per  cent  of  the  pupils  never  borrow  books  for  home 
reading,  the  Committee  recommends  that  restrictions  on 
the  use  of  available  books  be  removed.  The  Committee 
believes  that  the  development  of  habits  of  voluntary 
reading  of  worth-while  books  is  one  of  the  most  desir- 
able outcomes  of  the  elementary  school  program. 

7.  In  regard  to  spelling,  the  Committee  believes  that  in- 
struction is  efficient  in  terms  of  results  on  standard  tests 
but  that  some  of  the  other  values  of  a  spelling  program 
may  be  increased.  Since  the  introduction  of  a  new  series 
of  basic  texts  into  the  classroom  creates  interest  in  the 
subject,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  proper 
authorities  capitalize  upon  this  situation  to  stress  that 
instruction  in  spelling  place  less  emphasis  on  mere  test- 
ing and  more  emphasis  on  a  wide  variety  of  activities 
with  words  and  word  study,  some  of  which  are  sug- 
gested in  the  new  texts. 

8.  In  regard  to  oral  and  written  language,  the  Committee 
feels  that  comprehensive  plans  should  be  laid  for  the 
improvement  of  work  in  language  over  several  years. 
Problems  of  language  instruction  are  so  complex  that 
they  cannot  be  solved  easily  by  a  single  committee  or 
school  officer.  The  survey  committee  recommends,  there- 
fore, the  formation  of  a  "Planning  Committee  for 
Language  Instruction"  to  act  over  a  period  of  at  least 
three  years  in  regard  to : 

a.  Steps  for  introducing  the  new  language  texts  into  the 
various  grades. 

b.  The  possibility  of  the  production  of  a  printed  guide 
to  instruction  in  oral  and  written  language. 

c.  The  planning  of  an  in-service  course  for  teachers, 
which  might  be  offered  at  schools  in  different  areas 
of  the  city,  which  course  would  consist  of  talks  and 
discussions  on  the  importance  of  language,  the  newer 
aims  and  methods  of  teaching  language,  demonstra- 
tions of  the  plan  of  dramatics  and  choral  speech  in 
language  development  in  the  place  of  grammar  in 
the  language  program,  the  correction  of  foreign 
accents,  and  similar  activities. 

d.  The  Committee  recommends  the  consideration  of 
plans  for  integrating  various  phases  of  language 
work  with  emphasis  on  its  social  setting,  not  only  in 
regular  classroom  work  but  in  connection  with  such 
activities  as  special  programs  in  the  school  and  the 
speech  correction  work  now  carried  on  by  special 
teachers.  The  aim  shall  be  to  work  out  a  compre- 
hensive pattern  of  language  activities  that  meets  the 
special  needs  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  San  Francisco. 
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Citizens'  Committee  Plans  for  Education  Week 


A  Citizens'  Committee,  under  the  general  chair- 
manship of  Hon.  Jesse  C.  Colman,  met  in  the  Civic 
Auditorium  on  last  Thursday  to  formulate  plans 
for  the  coming  observance  of  American  Education 
Week  to  be  held  from  November  7  to  13. 

In  opening  the  meeting  Chairman  Colman  said : 

"Participation  by  the  schools  and  the  public  in 
this  the  twenty-third  annual  observance  of  Ameri- 
can Education  Week  should  be  stressed.  Every 
year,  the  United  States  Office  of  Education,  the 
National  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  the 
American  Legion,  and  the  National  Education 
Association  band  together  in  a  nationwide  observ- 
ance of  this  event.  San  Francisco  has  always  taken 
a  prominent  part  in  these  activities.  Throughout 
the  city,  parents  should  be  given  a  special  invita- 
tion to  visit  the  schools,  see  student  projects,  talk 
with  teachers,  and  find  out  for  themselves  how  the 
young  people  of  today  are  being  educated  for 
victory." 

Mrs.  H.  W.  Thomas,  executive  chairman  of  the 
observance,  and  president  of  Second  District,  Cal- 
ifornia Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  in 
stressing  the  importance  of  American  Education 
Week  said : 

"The  observance  this  year  is  of  vital  importance 
because  schools  today  are  playing  a  vital  role  in 
the  war  effort.  School  children  of  all  ages,  with  the 
aid  and  assistance  of  their  teachers,  are  helping 


collect  scrap  metal,  have  organized  stamp  and 
bond  drives,  collected  books  for  soldiers,  and  have 
aided  whenever  and  wherever  possible  in  the  war 
effort. 

"The  right  of  the  child  and  the  responsibility  of 
every  adult  is  to  protect  our  schools  in  this  crisis — 
to  attain  the  ultimate  goal — 'Education  for  Vic- 
tory'." 

Miss  Bertha  E.  Roberts,  deputy  superintendent 
in  charge  of  elementary  schools,  and  a  member 
of  the  American  Education  Week  Executive  Com- 
mittee, in  speaking  on  school  cooperation  said: 

"I  am  sure  that  every  child  in  the  elementary 
schools  would  be  willing  and  happy  to  write  an 
informal  note  and  take  it  home  to  his  or  her 
parents  inviting  them  to  visit  his  school  any  day 
during  American  Education  Week  and  observe 
actual  day-by-da)'  classroom  procedure."

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Educate  For  Peace 
Says  U.  S.  Commissioner 

"Victory  for  the  United  Nations  in  this  war  will 
undoubtedly  bring  with  it  obligations  fully  as 
great  as  those  entailed  in  winning  the  military 
decision  against  the  Axis,"  states  John  W.  Stude- 
baker,  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education,  in  a 
special  American  Education  Week  message.  "Un- 
less the  great  rank  and  file  of  Americans  are 
prepared  to  undertake  those  postwar  obligations, 
the  victory-at-arms  may  well  prove  to  be  a  Pyrrhic 
triumph.  Unless  we  are  willing  resolutely  to  accept 
our  part  in  the  organization  of  a  world  of  'ordered 
justice  under  law,'  we  may  abandon  any  hope  of 
preserving  a  free  society,  begin  at  once  to  prepare 
for  another  terrible  and  calamitous  war,  and  thus 
regiment  ourselves  permanently  on  the  military 
model. 

"If  America  is  to  exercise  its  proper  leadership 
in  the  reconstruction  of  a  peaceful  and  secure 
world,  we  must  discipline  ourselves  for  the  task 
ahead.  We  must,  without  waiting  for  the  cessation 
of  hostilities,  educate  ourselves  in  the  issues  of 
peace.  How  shall  we  help  to  repair  the  destruc- 
tion of  war?  How  shall  we  provide  full  employ- 
ment to  our  people?  How  shall  we  lift  the  stand- 
ards of  living  of  our  world  neighbors?  How  shall 
we  build  a  structure  of  international  understand- 
ing and  goodwill?  Education  must  help  us  to 
answer  such  questions  wisely  and  unselfishly. 

"So  it  is  appropriate  that  the  theme  of  American 
Education  Week  should  this  year  be  that  of  Edu- 
cation for  Victory.  Citizens  are  urged  during  this 
week  to  take  time  from  pressing  duties  to  visit  and 
appraise  their  schools ;  to  see  what  organized  edu- 
cation is  doing  to  prepare  the  nation's  youth  for 
work  and  for  citizenship;  what  their  schools  are 
contributing  to  the  development  of  vigorous 
bodies,  trained  minds,  and  sound  characters  in  the 
generation  which  will  inherit  the  problems  of  the 
new  air  age.  But  especially  should  citizens  during 
American  Education  Week  inquire  as  to  what 
their  schools  are  doing  to  develop  a  basic  under- 
standing of  world  problems;  what  education  is 
doing  to  make  clear  the  meaning  of  democracy; 
what  it  is  doing  to  help  youth  apply  democratic 
principles  to  the  solution  of  those  problems."

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Qualifying  Date  Set  For 
Army-Navy  ASTP  Program 

The  second  Qualifying  Test  for  the  Army 
Specialized  Training  Program  and  the  Navy  Col- 
lege Program  Y-12  which  will  be  given  through- 
out the  country  on  Tuesday,  November  9,  will  be 
administered  at  all  senior  high  schools  and  at  the 
San  Francisco  Junior  College. 

Students  interested  may  obtain  a  pamphlet  of 
general  information  which  contains  an  admission- 
identification  form  at  the  individual  schools.  This 
form  properly  filled  out  will  admit  to  the  test 
students  between  the  ages  of  17  and  21,  inclusive, 
who  are  recent  high  school  graduates  or  who  will 
be  graduated  by  March  1,  1944.  Intent  to  take 
the  test  should  be  made  known  immediately  to  the 
principal  of  the  school  selected  in  order  that  the 
necessary  test  supplies  may  be  ordered. 

The  same  examination  will  be  taken  by  both 
Army  and  Navy  candidates.  The  examination  is 
designed  to  test  the  aptitude  and  general  knowl- 
edge required  for  the  program  of  college  training, 
and  all  qualified  students  are  urged  by  the  Serv- 
ices to  take  the  test.  At  the  time  of  the  test,  each 
candidate  will  be  given  a  choice  of  service  prefer- 
ence; but  taking  the  test  does  not  obligate  the 
candidate  to  enlist  in  the  service. 

The  Army  Specialized  Training  Program  and 
the  Navy  College  Program  enable  students  to  con- 
tinue academic  training  at  government  expense 
following  induction  into  the  armed  services. 

Those  selected  for  the  Army  will,  after  further 
screening  and  basic  military  training,  be  sent  to 
college.  Students  chosen  for  the  Navy  Program, 
after  selection  by  the  Office  of  Naval  Officer  Pro- 
curement, will  be  detailed  directly  to  college. 
Students  who  attend  college  under  either  of  the 
programs  will  be  under  military  discipline  on 
active  duty  in  uniform  with  pay.  All  expenses, 
including  tuition,  food,  housing,  books,  and  uni- 
forms will  be  paid  by  the  Army  or  the  Navy.

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Schools  Open  Observance  of 
American  Education  Week 

The  schools  of  San  Francisco  now  are  partici- 
pating in  the  nation-wide  celebration  of  the 
twenty-third  annual  American  Education  Week, 
November  7  to  13.

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Schools  To  Observe 
Bill  of  Rights  Week 

The  city-wide  observance  of  Bill  of  Rights  Week 
has  been  set  for  December  12  to  18.  Monday, 
December  13,  has  been  designated  as  School  Par- 
ticipation Day. 

Superintendent  Curtis  E.  Warren  requests  that 
special  assemblies  be  held  during  the  week  in  all 
senior  and  junior  high  schools  and  that  teachers  of 
elementary  schools  be  asked  to  read  the  memorable 
document  to  the  students,  translate  to  them  its 
passages  in  words  they  can  understand  and  appre- 
ciate, and  explain  its  meaning  graphically. 

The  following  statement  has  been  issued  by  the 
Superintendent : 

The  Bill  of  Rights  has  a  particular  meaning  for  the 
schools. 

Nowhere  in  the  Constitution  is  a  free  public  school 
system  mentioned.  We  are  told  that  the  acceptance  of  such 
a  system  was  implicit  in  most  of  the  discussions  in  regard 
to  the  Constitution,  and  that  provision  for  it  was  omitted, 
as  much  for  any  reason,  because  the  authors  of  the  Consti- 
tution assumed  there  could  be  no  question  that  a  democ- 
racy can  succeed  only  where  there  is  an  educated  citizenry. 

The  Bill  of  Rights  does  not  mention  education  specifi- 
cally but  in  guaranteeing  freedom  of  religion,  speech, 
press,  assembly,  and  petition,  it  established  a  type  of  social 
and  political  life  for  America  which  makes  the  schools 
indispensable.

Assistance  Asked  in  Curbing 
False  Fire  Alarms 

The  Board  of  Education  is  in  receipt  of  the 
following  communication  from  the  Division  of 
Fire  Prevention  and  Investigation  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  relative  to  the  recent 
increase  in  the  number  of  false  fire  alarms. 

During  the  past  few  months  the  number  of  false  fire 
alarms  in  San  Francisco  has  increased  over  100  per  cent. 
October  records  show  181  such  alarms,  an  unprecedented 
number. 

Breaking  down  the  times  these  alarms  are  received,  we 
find  that  a  great  number  of  them  occur  during  the  hours 
the  children  are  going  to  and  returning  from  school — 
8:10  a.m.  to  8:50  a.m.,  12:00  m.  to  1:00  p.m.  and  from 
2:30  p.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  Further,  we  find  that  the  alarms 
are  set  in  proximity  to  the  various  schools  and  routes  taken 
by  children  on  their  way  to  and  from  school  and  their 
homes. 

False  fire  alarms  are  both  dangerous  and  serious  in 
many  ways.  Dangerous  to  the  extent  that  the  lives  of 
civilians  and  firemen  are  endangered  by  traffic  accidents — 
the  records  of  this  department  show  that  the  majority  of 
fatal  accidents  have  occurred  while  we  are  responding  to 
or  returning  from  false  alarms.  Serious  to  the  extent  that 
when  a  neighborhood  is  stripped  of  fire  apparatus  while  a 
false  alarm  is  being  answered  and  an  actual  fire  breaks  out 
in  that  vicinity  the  apparatus  has  to  come  from  a  greater 
distance,  thus  allowing  the  fire  to  gain  added  headway  and 
possibly  to  assume  conflagration  proportions. 

The  Fire  Department,  like  many  other  organizations, 
has  been  hard  hit  by  the  manpower  shortage  during  this 
emergency,  and  it  has  been  unable  to  get  prompt  repairs 
and  replacements  for  disabled  mobile  equipment. 

With  our  limited  number  of  inspectors  we  have  at- 
tempted to  check  the  increase  of  false  alarms,  and  to  date 
we  have  apprehended  several  children.  They  were  taken 
to  their  parents,  in  lieu  of  the  Juvenile  Home.  The  parents 
were  admonished  and  reminded  of  their  responsibilities 
and  told  that  in  the  event  of  a  recurrence  the  child  would 
be  prosecuted  to  the  fullest  extent.  In  several  cases  we 
found  that  the  children  responsible  for  false  alarms  were 
newcomers  to  San  Francisco  and  did  not  realize  the  seri- 
ousness of  the  act. 

Knowing  the  great  influence  which  principals  and  teach- 
ers have  over  the  children,  especially  in  the  primary  and 
elementary  grades,  we  urgently  ask  your  cooperation  in 
bringing  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  principals  and 
teachers  and  to  have  them  caution  and  remind  their  pupils 
frequently  of  the  serious  results  which  might  be  the  out- 
come of  false  alarms,  in  order  that  we  may  curb  this  in- 
creasing menace  and  in  so  doing  make  San  Francisco  a 
safer  and  better  place  in  which  to  live. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  prevalency  of  the 
alarms  occurs  during  the  times  when  students  are 
enroute  to  and  from  school,  the  Superintendent 
urges  principals  and  teachers  to  cite  to  their  stu- 
dents the  dangers  involved  and  request  their  coop- 
eration in  eliminating  the  false  fire  alarm  hazard 
in  San  Francisco.

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Schools  to  Participate 
In  Waste  Paper  Drive 

In  cooperation  with  the  War  Production 
Board's  nationwide  appeal,  the  children  of  the 
San  P'rancisco  schools  now  are  engaged  in  a  five- 
week  campaign  to  salvage  waste  newspapers  and 
magazines. 

With  the  appointment  of  Dr.  A.  J.  Cloud,  presi- 
dent of  San  Francisco  Junior  College,  as  school 
campaign  chairman,  assisted  by  John  F.  Brady, 
chief  deputy  superintendent  of  schools,  the  stu- 
dents are  participating  in  an  organized  effort  to 
call  on  every  householder  in  the  city. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  suppliers  of  waste  news- 
papers and  magazines  have  just  been  able  to  take 
care  of  mill  requirements  generally  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  The  nation  as  a  whole,  however,  is  con- 
fronted with  an  alarming  scarcity  of  waste  paper 
on  account  of  wood  pulp  shortage. 

Tremendous  demand  for  containers  and  other 
products  of  waste  paper  from  the  Army  and  do- 
mestic users  has  caused  this  unprecedented  need. 

On  recommendation  of  Superintendent  Curtis 
E.  Warren,  the  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting 
of  Tuesday,  November  23,  adopted  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved:  That  the  Superintendent  take  such 
action  as  may  be  required  to  have  the  principals 
and  teachers  cooperate  as  far  as  possible  with  the 
Paper  Drive,  and  permit  pupils  who  volunteer, 
with  the  written  permission  of  their  parent,  to  do 
such  services  in  connection  with  this  drive  as  may 
be  necessary.

Students  Demonstrate 
Classroom  Procedure 

A  recent  meeting  of  the  Grant  Elementary 
School  Parent-Teacher  Association  produced  a 
very  instructive  and  entertaining  program.  It  all 
grew  out  of  a  suggestion  on  the  part  of  one  mother 
— that  if  parents  could  know  just  how  their  chil- 
dren are  taught  reading,  spelling,  and  arithmetic 
in  school  they  would  be  better  able  to  assist  the 
children  at  home  without  confusing  them. 

A  report  to  the  Superintendent  in  part  describes 
the  meeting  as  follows: 

The  program  was  really  a  lesson  for  mothers  in 
first  grade  reading.  The  teacher  demonstrated  the 
building  of  a  story  with  a  group  of  her  children 
assembled  in  front  of  the  auditorium,  sitting  in 
their  usual  chairs,  but  not  on  the  platform.  This 
made  their  environment  as  much  like  it  could  be 
in  their  own  classroom.  The  teacher  then  ex- 
plained in  detail  how  the  first  grade  pupils  are 
taught  reading,  mentioning  the  various  phases  of 
instruction  and  the  numerous  approaches,  with  an 
exhibition  of  the  materials  used  in  the  classroom. 

The  result  of  the  demonstration  was  more  than 
the  members  had  hoped  for,  and  they  felt  it  was 
a  definite  step  in  bringing  home  and  school  into 
closer  touch  with  each  other. 

It  is  planned  that  a  similar  meeting  on  some 
other  phase  of  the  school  work  will  be  held  later 
in  the  year  by  the  Grant  P-TA.

Balboans  In  Service  Will 
Get  Christmas  Messages 

Every  former  Balboan  now  serving  in  the 
armed  forces  will  receive  a  Christmas  message 
from  his  school.  Already  Christmas  cards,  letters, 
and  other  forms  of  greeting  have  been  put  in  the 
mails  by  the  present  students  of  Balboa  High 
School.  The  plan  by  which  this  has  been  accom- 
plished is  as  follows: 

Names  and  addresses  of  servicemen  were  turned 
into  the  publications  department  of  the  school  by 
present  students  as  early  as  October  6.  The  names 
were  "carded,"  and  from  the  cards  an  alphabetical 
list  was  made  by  members  of  the  Buccaneer  staff. 
Lists  were  posted  on  three  of  the  school's  bulletin 
boards,  and  from  these  lists  students  selected  a 
name  and  address.  On  October  13,  the  fifth  period 
of  the  day  was  set  aside  as  a  time  when  students 
were  to  write  to  the  person  of  their  choice.  As  a 
result,  more  than  a  thousand  letters  were  turned 
in. 

Letters  were  sealed,  stamped,  and  sent  to  the 
press  room  where  they  were  checked  against  the 
list.

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Tribute  Paid  To  Commissioner 
Richard  E.  Doyle 

At  the  Board  of  Education  meeting  of  Tuesday, 
December  21,  fellow  commissioners,  members  of 
the  administrative  staff,  and  representatives  of  the 
teaching  personnel  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  paid  tribute  to  Richard  E.  Doyle  upon  the 
occasion  of  his  retiring  after  serving  twelve  years 
as  a  commissioner  of  education. 

In  reviewing  Mr.  Doyle's  years  of  service  to  the 
community,  Board  President  Harry  I.  Christie 
said: 

"As  indicated  by  Commissioner  Doyle,  this  will 
probably  be  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Education  he  will  attend  officially.  We  are  re- 
minded that  the  Hon.  Richard  E.  Doyle  was  first 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education 
February  16,  1932,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
the  Honorable  Daniel  Murphy,  the  present  sheriff. 
Mr.  Doyle  was  reappointed  January  8,  1934,  for 
the  term  of  five  years,  to  succeed  himself,  and 
again  on  January  8,  1939,  reappointed  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  to  January  8,  1944,  to  succeed 
himself. 

"During  these  twelve  years  Commissioner  Doyle 
has  served  both  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
people  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  the  performance 
of  this  duty  has  given  unstintingly  of  his  time  and 
his  attainments.  During  this  period  of  twelve  years 
he  served  as  a  president  of  the  Board,  and  he 
served  as  vice-president  for  three  terms.  I  think 
(if  my  information  is  correct)  for  almost  the  entire 
twelve  years  Commissioner  Doyle  has  served  as 
chairman  of  the  Physical  Properties  Committee 
and  is  credited  by  Board  members  with  whom  he 
has  served,  and  by  administrators  in  the  Depart- 
ment, with  knowing  more  about  the  physical  fac- 
tors in  our  schools  than  any  half  dozen  people. 

"Mr.  Doyle's  years  of  service  have  meant  years 
of  sacrifice.  A  busy  man,  he  responded  without 
thought  of  self,  time,  or  energy  whenever  a  call 
arose  involving  the  interests  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment. Only  this  last  week  on  one  particular  occa- 
sion Commissioner  Doyle  gave  from  9  o'clock  in 
the  morning  until  7  o'clock  at  night  on  matters 
relating  to  school  buildings.  The  members  of  the 
Board  are  going  to  feel  the  loss  of  Dick  Doyle.  We 
can  only  say  that  we  have  deemed  it  a  privilege  to 
serve  with  him  and  in  our  contacts  to  learn  to 
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Schools  Asked  To  Assist 

In  March  of  Dimes  Campaign 

Official  records  of  The  National  Foundation  for 
Infantile  Paralysis  show  that  most  of  the  more 
than  12,000  cases  of  poliomyelitis  reported  in  the 
United  States  during  1943  involved  children  be- 
tween the  ages  of  5  and  IS.  Many  of  them  will 
still  be  patients  in  1944,  and  some  for  years  three- 
after. 

To  aid  the  National  Foundation  in  its  annual 
appeal  for  funds,  January  14  to  31,  to  care  for 
those  afflicted  and  continue  its  important  research 
program  seeking  the  cause,  cure,  and  prevention 
of  infantile  paralysis,  the  local  committee  in 
charge  of  the  campaign  asks  the  cooperation  of 
teachers  and  students  to  aid  in  the  drive. 

Polio  strikes  without  rhyme  or  reason,  rich  and 
poor  alike,  the  healthy  as  well  as  those  under- 
nourished and  in  poor  physical  condition.  The 
National  Foundation  cites  the  case  of  a  New  Jer- 
sey school  teacher  who,  although  he  had  always 
cooperated  in  every  way  during  its  Annual  Ap- 
peals, gratefully  redoubled  his  efforts  when  his 
young  daughter  was  suddenly  stricken  with  polio 
and  was  aided  by  the  National  Foundation. 

The  appeal  in  the  schools  will  be  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  that  followed  during  last  year's 
campaign.

Bulletins  Being  Sent  Schools 

Recreation  Department  Bulletins,  describing 
the  organization  of  that  department  and  telling  of 
the  activities  it  sponsors,  are  now  being  distributed 
to  each  school.  These  bulletins  have  been  obtained 
through  the  efforts  of  the  In-service  Training  Com- 
mittee on  the  study  of  Community  Resources. 

Principals  are  instructed  by  the  Superintendent 
to  ask  teachers  to  call  to  the  attention  of  new 
pupils  the  location  of  recreational  facilities  located 
in  the  vicinity  of  their  respective  schools,  such  as 
playgrounds,  parks,  and  libraries.  Many  new  stu- 
dents are  not  familiar  with  the  availability  of  these 
activities,  and  a  suggestion  from  the  teacher  will 
help  them  greatly. 

These  bulletins  will  be  followed  up  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  spring  semester  by  a  handbook  on 
complete  recreational  facilities  in  San  Francisco. 
The  handbook  is  now  being  prepared  by  a  com- 
mittee which  has  devoted  the  past  semester  to  this 
study. 


Attention  Called  To  Board  Rule 

Now  that  the  twelve-monthly  payment  plan  has 
been  put  into  effect  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
some  teachers  are  not  aware  of  the  rule  of  the 
Board  pertaining  to  teachers  who  take  leaves  of 
absence.  For  the  convenience  of  the  certificated 
staff  the  rule  is  quoted  below  from  the  1943-44 
Salary  Schedule: 

A  certificated  employee  who  requests  a  leave  of  absence 
for  a  period  of  over  twenty  (20)  days,  following  the  open- 
ing day  of  required  service  in  the  fall  term,  shall  reimburse 
the  district  for  any  overpayment  before  said  leave  shall  be 
granted.  Upon  return  to  duty  during  the  same  school  year, 
payment  shall  be  made  for  each  required  day  of  service 
performed  during  the  first  month  served  (if  it  is  not  a  full 
month)  at  the  average  daily  rate  as  set  forth  hereinabove. 
The  balance  shall  be  divided  by  the  remaining  months  to 
be  served  and  equal  payments  made  for  each  month,  less 
authorized  deductions,  including  any  absences  as  set  forth 
hereinabove.

Deadline  Set  for  Obtaining 
Bicycle  Licenses 

As  many  students  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  are  owners  of  bicycles,  the  Superintendent 
requests  that  the  following  communication  re- 
ceived from  Police  Chief  Charles  W.  Dullea  con- 
cerning the  importance  of  obtaining  licenses  for 
bicycles  for  the  year  1944  be  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  students  by  their  teachers  during  the  com- 
ing week: 

"San  Francisco  boy  and  girl  bicycle  owners  are 
reminded  that  licenses  for  the  year  1944  must  be 
obtained  by  January  31;  and  all  applicants  are 
urged  to  procure  their  licenses  from  the  Tax  Col- 
lector's Office,  Room  105,  City  Hall,  as  soon  as 
possible  to  avoid  a  last  minute  rush.  The  annual 
fee  is  50  cents. 

"Application  blank  forms  for  new  registrations 
may  be  obtained  at  any  police  precinct  station; 
but  owners  renewing  their  licenses  are  requested  to 
use  the  green  form  mailed  to  them  last  week  by 
the  tax  collector. 

"Failure  to  obtain  licenses  by  the  January  31 
deadline  carries  a  penalty  of  25  cents  per  month 
or  fraction  thereof  that  such  owner  is  delinquent 
in  paying  the  fee.  The  police  also  are  authorized  to 
impound  any  bicycle  being  operated  on  the  streets 
of  San  Francisco  that  is  unlicensed.  Charges  for 
storage  in  connection  with  such  impoundment 
shall  constitute  a  lien  against  such  bicycle  and 
must  be  paid  before  such  bicycle  may  be  released 
to  the  owner."

Test  Instructions  Announced 
For  Grades  4  To  6 

Instructions  for  the  administering  of  diagnostic 
arithmetic  tests  and  survey  tests  in  Grades  4  to  6 
at  the  beginning  of  the  new  term  early  in  Feb- 
ruary have  been  announced  from  the  office  of  the 
deputy  superintendent  in  charge  of  elementary 
schools,  Miss  Bertha  E.  Roberts. 

The  diagnostic  tests  in  arithmetic  should  be 
given  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  opening  of  the 
new  term.  Directions  in  Bulletin  R-82142  should 
be  followed  in  administration  of  the  test. 

The  survey  tests  should  be  given  at  the  end  of 
the  first  month  of  the  new  term  and  should  be 
given  in  accordance  with  the  directions  in  Bulle- 
tin R-80342.  According  to  the  tables  in  this  bulle- 
tin, the  standards  for  Grades  4A  through  6B  will 
be,  respectively,  4.1,  4.6,  5.1,  5.6,  6.1  and  6.6. 
Because  the  printer  did  not  have  type  for  frac- 
tions with  horizontal  lines,  fractions  with  oblique 
lines  were  used.  This  may  be  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  children  not  familiar  with  the  form. 
No  other  instruction  may  be  given. 

Record  sheets  for  survey  tests  will  be  sent  to 
the  schools  and  should  be  returned  to  Miss  Rob- 
erts' office  within  two  weeks  after  the  test  is  given. 
Records  from  the  survey  test  should  be  placed  on 
the  Cumulative  Card. 

A  printed  manual  of  directions  and  answers  for 
diagnostic  and  survey  tests  will  be  issued  soon. 

There  is  no  objection  to  permitting  children  to 
take  diagnostic  tests  home  and  return  them  dur- 
ing the  term.  At  the  end  of  the  term,  children's 
diagnostic  test  papers  may  be  returned  to  them. 
Children  should  never  be  permitted  to  take  survey 
tests  from  the  school. 

Any  question  in  regard  to  the  tests  or  the  arith- 
metic program  should  be  directed  to  Miss  Rob- 
erts' office,  where  it  will  receive  prompt  attention.

charge  of  secondary  schools,  to  school  personnel,  employ- 
ers, and  to  various  public  and  private  agencies  dealing 
with  youths  of  the  ages  involved. 

Two  other  charts,  outlining  the  entire  procedure  in- 
volved in  the  granting  of  work  permits,  also  are  being 
distributed  as  a  part  of  the  general  effort  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  to  control  the  situation  that 
develops  when  industry  is  calling  for  more  assistance 
from  boys  and  girls  of  school  age,  when  work  opportuni- 
ties are  as  attractive  as  they  are  at  present,  and  when 
there  is  such  an  influx  of  families  from  other  sections  of 
the  country. 
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Deadline  Set  For  Delivery 
of  January  Time  Rolls 

The  time  rolls  for  all  day  schools,  including 
Samuel  Gompers  Day  Division,  must  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  Division  of  Accounts  early  Thursday 
morning,  January  27.  In  order  that  teachers'  war- 
rants may  be  delivered  by  the  third  of  the  month, 
it  is  necessary  that  the  time  rolls  be  brought  in 
on  the  twenty-seventh. 

Attendance  on  January  28  and  31  must  be  an- 
ticipated. Should  absences  occur  on  these  days,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  principals  to  call  at  the 
office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  first  of  Feb- 
ruary to  make  the  necessary  changes  in  symbols. 

Evening  schools  will  deliver  their  rolls  early 
Tuesday  morning,  February  1. 

Substitute  teachers  on  short-term  assignments 
(not  assigned  by  Board  Resolution)  will  deliver 
their  blanks  to  the  Department  of  Personnel  at 
the  close  of  the  day,-  Monday,  January  31. 

Time  reports  for  all  teachers-at-large  are  to  be 
delivered  on  Monday,  January  31. 

Time  rolls  for  clerks  and  janitors  are  to  be  de- 
livered with  the  time  rolls  for  teachers,  and  the 
symbols  for  January  28  through  31  are  to  be  an- 
ticipated. Any  symbol  changes  occurring  within 
this  period  on  the  janitorial  time  roll  must  be 
cared  for  likewise  by  the  principals. 

There  wDl  be  sixteen  working  days  for  clerks 
and  janitors,  with  the  exception  of  elementary 
school  clerks  who  will  have  eleven  days. 

Time  roll  reports  for  substitute  janitresses  are 
not  due  until  the  last  day  of  the  month,  January 
31.  These  blanks  are  to  be  delivered  to  Stanley

Conservation  Week 
To  Be  Observed 

Conservation  Week  will  be  celebrated  this  year 
nationally  and  in  San  Francisco  during  the  week  of 
March  7  to  14,  as  usual.  In  January  or  February 
materials  related  to  the  observance  of  Conserva- 
tion Week  will  be  distributed  to  individual  schools 
from  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Those  sponsoring  the  Week  nationally  point  out 
that  almost  all  our  school  participation  in  the  war 
effort — salvage  drives,  victory  gardening,  and  so 
on — is  related  to  conservation.  Such  activities, 
they  point  out,  are  organized  at  present  on  an 
emergency  basis.  It  is  their  hope  that  during  the 
days  from  March  7  to  14,  the  schools  of  the  coun- 
try will  make  a  beginning  towards  distinguishing 
between  the  emergency  and  the  long-term  values 
of  such  efforts  and  through  this  evaluation  to 
arrive  at  a  better  understanding  of  what  ones  of 
these  activities  should  be  retained  after  the  war 
is  over. 

Locally,  much  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  in- 
creasing the  public's  acquaintance  with  City  parks, 
particularly  Golden  Gate.

Bicycle  License  Deadline  Today 

The  deadline  for  obtaining  1944  bicycle  li- 
censes in  San  Francisco  is  today,  Monday,  Janu- 
ary 31,  and  failure  to  get  the  licenses  will  result 
in  a  penalty  of  2  5  cents  a  month,  Chief  of  Police 
Charles  Dullea  announced  yesterday. 

Many  students  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  are  owners  of  bicycles;  however,  reports 
received  from  the  Tax  Collector's  office  reveal  that 
less  than  60  per  cent  have  applied  for  licenses. 

Bicycle  licenses,  for  which  there  is  an  annual  fee 
of  50  cents,  should  be  procured  from  the  Tax  Col- 
lector's office.  Application  blanks  for  new  regis- 
trations are  obtainable  at  all  police  stations 
throughout  the  city.  Applications  for  renewals  may 
be  made  on  the  form  mailed  to  the  licensed  owners 
by  the  Tax  Collector. 

In  an  effort  to  help  student  owners  of  bicycles 
avoid  penalty  for  failure  to  obtain  licenses,  the 
Superintendent  asks  that  principals  authorize 
teachers  to  read  the  above  notice  to  all  their 
classes  today.

"While  we  are  engaged  in  a  mighty  struggle  to 
preserve  our  free  institutions  and  to  extend  the 
boundaries  of  liberty  on  earth,  it  is  good  for  us  to 
pledge  renewed  devotion  to  the  fundamentals  upon 
which  this  Nation  has  been  built.  Brotherhood 
must  prevail.  Our  inescapable  choice  is  brother- 
hood or  chaos."

Schools  to  Participate  in 
Victory  Garden  Program 

A  campaign  of  vegetable  gardens  for  youth, 
sponsored  by  the  Victory  Garden  Advisory  Coun- 
cil, has  been  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Education 
and  authorized  by  Superintendent  Curtis  E.  War- 
ren. 

Objectives  of  the  program,  according  to  Harry 
E.  Nelson,  Junior  College  instructor,  who  has  been 
appointed  by  Superintendent  Warren  to  handle 
the  campaign,  are  as  follows: 

1 .  To  offer  children  an  opportunity  to  see  plants 
growing  and  to  create  an  appreciation  of  plant 
science. 

2.  To  allow  children  an  opportunity  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  war  effort  in  an  essential  field. 

3.  To  increase  food  production  for  this  area 
despite  the  fact  that  a  diminishing  supply  is  to  be 
expected  as  a  result  of  increasing  man-power 
shortages. 

The  campaign  is  planned  to  cause  the  teachers 
a  minimum  amount  of  work.  The  Board  of  Edu- 
cation has  authorized  the  program,  but  no  teach- 
ing time  is  allowed  other  than  that  offered  by  the 
individual  school  principal.  It  is  suggested  that 
science  classes  or  existing  garden  clubs  undertake 
the  program  and  utilize  the  supervisors  supplied 
by  the  Victory  Garden  Advisory  Council.  All 
groups  are  welcome,  whether  composed  of  one 
class  or  a  cross-section  group  in  the  school.  Work 
may  be  during  school  hours  or  after  school,  as  the 
teacher-sponsor  decides.

Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership  in 
professional  organizations,  Supt.  Curtis  E.  Warren 
calls  attention  to  the  following  regulation  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  Septem- 
ber 14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional  Or- 
ganizations: 

1 .  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  se- 
lecting the  professional  organizations  which  they 
may  wish  to  join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind 
from  any  administrative  officer  or  other  school 
employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully 
and  unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organi- 
zations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join 
or  refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call 
attention  to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each 
school  term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Super- 
intendent's Bulletin.

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Victory  Garden  Rules 
Announced 

(.Continued  from  page  1) 

The  plan  is  as  follows: 

1.  An  interested  teacher  or  principal  may  call  the  Vic- 
tory Garden  Advisory  Headquarters,  GArfield  3S09,  or 
San  Francisco  Junior  College,  JUniper  4-1712,  and  request 
information  and  assistance.  An  adviser  will  visit  and  in- 
spect the  site  chosen  or  aid  in  the  choosing  of  a  site. 

2.  The  Victory  Garden  Advisory  Council  will  supply 
materials  such  as  seed,  tools  if  required,  and  other  neces- 
sary equipment. 

3.  Planting  information  will  be  supplied  by  the  Council. 

4.  Supervisors  will  be  supplied  from  interested  Parent- 
Teacher  groups. 

5.  Regular  visits  will  be  made  to  the  garden  by  a  quali- 
fied adviser  to  make  suggestions.  Information  or  additional 
visits  may  be  arranged  by  telephoning  to  the  Council  or 
San  Francisco  Junior  College. 

6.  Gardens  will  be  composed  of  adaptable  varieties 
chosen  by  the  group  from  a  list  supplied  to  them. 

7.  It  is  suggested  that  separate  gardens  be  made  and 
groups  appointed  to  start  and  maintain  them. 

8.  Starting  about  May  8  to  IS,  the  gardens  will  be 
judged  by  Parent-Teacher  supervisors  and  the  best  three 
from  each  school  will  be  awarded  ribbons.  All  participants 
who  have  successfully  completed  the  project  will  receive 
certificates  of  participation. 

9.  The  gardens,  as  groups,  will  be  rejudged  against 
other  gardens  in  the  district.  The  best  three  will  receive 
district  awards. 

10.  The  outstanding  six  district  gardens  will  compete 
for  the  final  city-wide  awards  to  be  given  at  a  Youth  Car- 
nival to  be  held  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

11.  Entries  for  all  gardens  must  be  in  by  February  28. 
They  are  to  be  filled  out  and  mailed  to  the  Victory  Garden 
Advisory  Council,  Embarcadero  and  Mission  Streets. 

12.  Schools  will  be  contacted  within  a  few  days. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  at  the  National  Victory  Garden  Con- 
ference held  in  Cleveland  last  September  that  42 
per  cent  of  the  vegetables  grown  in  the  United 
States  in  1943  were  from  victory  gardens.  This 
would  indicate  that  prices  were  kept  at  a  fairly 
low  level  and  food  was  available  primarily  because 
people  grew  enough  vegetables  in  their  gardens  to 
counterbalance  the  shortage  caused  by  man-power 
shortage  on  farms.  H.  W.  Hochbaum,  the  National 
Victory  Garden  Director,  states  that  2,000,000 
more  gardens  are  needed  in  1944.  Men  and  sup- 
plies will  be  concentrated  on  the  Pacific  Coast  as 
the  war  with  the  enemy  increases  in  tempo,  and  it 
accordingly  will  become  increasingly  difficult  for 
San  Franciscans  to  obtain  fresh  foods.

The  use  of  pencil  sharpeners  to  put  points  on 
crayons  results  in  clogging  of  cutters  with  wax  and 
renders  the  sharpener  unfit  for  its  real  purpose. 
Teachers  are  requested  to  prevent  pupils  from 
sharpening  crayons  in  this  manner.

Birthdate  Data  Required 

So  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  without  de- 
lay, principals  are  requested  to  send  at  once  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  "Registration  of  Minor" 
blanks  for  all  pupils  entering  the  kindergarten 
and  1A  grades.  If  a  parent  does  not  fill  out  one 
of  these,  the  teacher  will  have  to  prepare  the  blank 
from  data  on  the  permanent  record  card.  Only  in 
this  way  will  it  be  possible  for  the  Bureau  of  At- 
tendance to  make  its  immediate  check  of  ages. 

"Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the  num- 
ber of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  statement 
the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth  certificate.  If  no 
birth  certificate  is  obtainable,  a  hospital  certificate 
may  be  used  instead.  If  such  birth  verification  is 
not  readily  available,  however,  "Registration  of 
Minor"  blanks  are  not  to  be  delayed  but  are  to  be 
sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the  kinder- 
garten, his  birthdate  must  be  not  later  than  May 
1,  1939.  All  entrants  to  the  first  grade  must  have 
been  born  on  or  before  May  1,  1938. 

"Left  Without  Transfer"  Forms  Due 

In  order  that  an  immediate  checkup  of  all  pupils 
who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  principals  are 
requested  to  send  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
not  later  than  February  18  a  "Left  Without 
Transfer"  slip  for  every  child  who  was  on  the 
school  roll  on  February  4,  but  who  has  not  regis- 
tered this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave  school 
for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer  to  an- 
other school  should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of 
Attendance  immediately  as  "Left  Without  Trans- 
fer."

Complete  Enrollment  Lists 
Due  February  18 

The  complete  enrollment  by  classes  as  of  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1944,  must  be  furnished  the  Bureau  of 
Attendance  by  the  principal  of  each  school  not 
later  than  February  18. 

For  these  lists,  ruled  foolscap  paper  is  to  be 
used  if  possible,  the  sheets  being  typed  or  written 
in  ink  on  one  side  only — mimeograph  paper  is  not 
acceptable  as  these  lists  are  kept  on  file  for  one 
term.  The  lists  for  each  class  should  be  arranged 
alphabetically  and  should  contain  the  following 
information: 

Name  of  school,  grade,  name  of  teacher,  room 
number,  name  of  pupil,  address,  date  of  birth — 
nicknames  must  not  be  used. 

If  a  teacher  has  more  than  one  grade,  she  is  to 
list  each  grade  separately.  Do  not  mix  A's  and  B's. 

The  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  must  include 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the  street 
address;  both  American  and  Chinese  names  are 
to  be  listed. 

The  list  should  contain  only  the  names  of  the 
children  who  actually  are  enrolled  in  the  class. 
Any  child  who  returns  to  school  after  February 
16,  or  enters  after  that  date,  should  be  reported 
to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  once — either  by 
transfer,  if  he  has  one,  or  by  an  "Entered  Without 
Transfer"  slip.

Aid  Asked  in  Returning 
Coins  to  Circulation 

Principals  and  teachers  of  the  public  schools  of 
San  Francisco  are  asked  by  the  director  of  the 
mint  to  join  in  the  effort  to  induce  students  to  re- 
turn to  circulation  small  coins  lying  idle  in  their 
"piggy"  banks  at  home.  The  purpose  of  this  urgent 
request  is  to  reduce  the  requirements  of  the  mint 
for  strategic  metals  consumed  in  minor  coins. 

In  spite  of  the  unprecedented  number  of  small 
coins  produced  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  the 
number  in  circulation  is  still  insufficient  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  war-time  economy.  Further- 
more, metals  expended  for  small  coins  are  essential 
to  the  manufacture  of  guns,  cartridges,  planes,  and 
the  like. 

Where  coins  are  hoarded  as  a  matter  of  thrift, 
it  is  suggested  that  War  Savings  Stamps  be  sub- 
stituted for  them. 

Board  Milk  Rule  Amended 

Supplementing  and  correcting  an  article  which 
appeared  in  the  January  31  issue  of  the  Super- 
intendent's Bulletin  regarding  the  sending  of 
school  children  on  errands,  the  following  notice  is 
published: 

Pupils  of  the  sixth  grade  and  higher  are  now  permitted 
to  carry  milk  bottles  on  school  premises,  according  to  the 
following  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of  Education  at 
its  meeting  of  Tuesday,  October  12,  1943,  amending  pre- 
vious restrictions  on  use  of  pupils  for  delivery  service: 

Resolved:  That  Res.  G-1717,  adopted  April  8,  1941 
(prohibiting  pupils  from  carrying  milk  bottles  on  school 
premises)  be  and  it  is  hereby  amended  to  permit  pupils  of 
the  sixth  grade  or  higher  to  assist  in  the  delivery  of  milk 
to  the  various  classrooms ;  provided  that  said  services  are 
voluntary  and  pupils  receive  the  written  permission  of 
their  parent.

As  part  of  a  nation-wide  effort  to  raise  twenty 
million  garments  and  shoes  for  the  destitute  peo- 
ples of  Greece,  a  campaign  will  be  conducted  in 
San  Francisco  under  the  auspices  of  the  Greek 
War  Relief  Association  on  Saturday  and  Sunday, 
February  26  and  27.

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Army-Navy  Qualifying  Tests         Revised  Workshop  Program 
Scheduled  for  March  15  Released 


Application  blanks  for  the  Army-Navy  College 
Qualifying  Test  to  be  held  on  Wednesday,  March 
15,  are  now  available  in  the  public  high  schools  of 
San  Francisco,  Superintendent  of  Schools  Curtis 
E.  Warren  announced  today. 

The  application  blank  is  part  of  the  leaflet, 
"Army-Navy  College  Qualifying  Test,"  distrib- 
uted by  the  War  and  Navy  Departments  and  the 
United  States  Office  of  Education.  This  leaflet 
describes  the  Army  Specialized  Training  Program 
and  the  Navy  College  Program  and  outlines  the 
requirements  for  both.  The  test  provides  a  basis 
for  the  selection  of  students  for  the  Army  and 
Navy  programs  which  send  a  continuing  flow  of 
officer  candidates,  specialists,  and  technicians  into 
the  armed  forces. 

The  test  is  open  to  male  civilians  between  the 
ages  of  17  and  21  years  on  July  1,  1944,  who  are 
in  their  final  term  of  high  school,  who  are  recent 
graduates  of  high  school  or  who  are  presently  at- 
tending an  accredited  college  without  a  certificate 
of  graduation  from  high  school.  No  one  who  is 
presently  enrolled  in  any  branch  of  the  armed 
services  is  eligible,  but  those  who  took  previous 
Army-Navy  College  Qualifying  Tests  and  are  not 
now  in  the  services  are  eligible. 

Taking  the  test  does  not  constitute  enlistment 
in  the  armed  forces,  and  a  student  is  not  obligated 
to  enter  either  program  if  accepted.  However, 
those  who  take  the  test  must  express  a  preference, 
Army  or  Navy,  so  that  test  results  may  be  for- 
warded to  one  service  or  the  other.  Those  who  pre- 
fer the  Army  will  not  be  considered  by  the  Navy 
and  vice  versa.  Navy  includes  Marine  Corps  and 
Coast  Guard.

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Public  Schools  Week 
To  Open  April  24 

Public  Schools  Week  will  be  observed  in  San 
Francisco  this  year  from  April  24  to  29.  This  is 
the  twenty-fifth  observance  of  an  occasion  estab- 
lished just  after  the  first  World  War.  The  purpose 
is  to  keep  school  patrons  in  touch  with  the  work 
of  the  pupils  and  teachers  by  concentrating  atten- 
tion upon  the  schools  for  six  days  of  the  year. 

Visitors  to  the  schools  this  year  will  realize  the 
extent  to  which  they  are  dedicating  themselves  to 
the  tasks  of  war.  In  the  two  years  since  Pearl  Har- 
bor, many  activities  closely  related  to  the  war  and 
important  to  the  total  effort  of  the  war  have  been 
incorporated  in  the  curriculum  and  synchronized 
with  the  fundamental  purposes  of  the  school.

Black  Market  Patronage 
Discouraged 

The  Black  Marketing  of  gasoline  has  reached 
such  a  serious  stage  that  it  is  threatening  to  dis- 
rupt the  distribution  of  this  important  war  ma- 
terial. Black  Markets  now  siphon  off  5  per  cent 
of  the  civilian  supply.  This  is  two  and  one-half 
million  gallons  daily,  equal  to  one-fourth  of  the 
present  "A"  rations,  or  forty-five  miles  a  month 
per  "A"  book. 

One  of  the  important  measures  adopted  to  com- 
bat this  threat  to  the  war  program  is  for  every  car 
owner  to  endorse  his  gas  coupons  by  writing  his 
state  and  license  number  on  all  'gasoline  coupons 
now.  Schools  are  being  urged  to  contribute  to  this 
program  by  calling  the  attention  of  students  to  the 
seriousness  of  the  situation  and  by  encouraging 
them  to  see  that  all  gas  coupons  in  their  homes  are 
properly  endorsed. 

The  Superintendent  urges  that  every  public 
school  in  San  Francisco  cooperate  with  this  im- 
portant project  by  calling  the  attention  of 
students  to  the  problem  and  the  measures  adopted 
for  meeting  it  —  especially  by  urging  that  each 
student  actively  interest  herself  or  himself  in  see- 
ing that  all  coupons  are  properly  endorsed  in  his 
or  her  individual  home  immediately. 

Other  important  features  of  the  government's 
enforcement  program  also  can  be  emphasized: 
( 1 )  Never  buy  gasoline  coupons  or  accept  them 
as  gifts.  (2)  Always  give  up  proper  coupons  when 
buying  gasoline.  (3)  Apply  for  no  more  gasoline 
than  needed  for  essential  driving.  (4)  Help  to  win 
the  war  by  conserving  gasoline. 

This  is  an  opportunity  for  every  boy  and  girl 
in  San  Francisco  to  help  win  the  war. 

Local  War  Price  and  Rationing  Boards  or  the 
District  OPA  office  will  be  glad  to  supply  informa- 
tion on  this  problem. 

Dr.  Hill  Heads  Survey  Committee

Dr.  Hill,  who  is  chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Education  of  Yale  University,  will  arrive  in  San 
Francisco  this  week  and  will  proceed  with  the 
survey  immediately.

The  superintendent  stated  that  a  good  school  program 
nee  bases: 

1.  A  conscious  point   of   view — a  philosophy. 

2.  A   psychological    point   of   view. 

3.  A  social  point  of  view  rooted  deeply  in  the  social 
foundations  of  the  American  way  of  looking  at  life. 

It  follows,  then,  the  superintendent  stated,  that  every 
teacher  should  know: 

1.  How  children  learn  and  where  to  get  the  service 
of  experts  to  help  her  use  this  knowledge  functionally. 

2.  How  the  hopes  and  ideals  of  America  have  made 
her  what  she  is.  The  teacher's  responsibility  is  to  clarify 
these  ideals  and  to  transmit  the  best  of  the  culture  to 
the  children. 

At  the  conclusion  of  each  meeting,  opportunity 
will  be  given  those  present  to  present  questions 
which  are  to  be  considered  at  later  follow-up 
discussions.  At  each  district  meeting  a  secretary- 
is  appointed,  whose  duty  it  is  to  summarize  and 
report  on  the  discussions  and  to  prepare  material 
for  publication  in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin.

New  Course  At  State  College 

"The  American  Novel,"  a  three-unit  elective 
course,  with  lectures  and  reading  in  modern  fiction 
is  now  open  for  enrollment  at  San  Francisco  State 
College.  The  course  will  be  conducted  on  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  afternoons  at  4  o'clock. 
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City  Attorney  Rules  on 
Non-Certificated  Staff 

The  rights  of  non-certificated  employees  of  the 
San  Francisco  School  Department  to  participate 
in  the  Health  and  Retirement  Systems  will  not  be 
jeopardized  should  the  School  Department  with- 
draw from  the  city's  Civil  Service  System  and 
establish  its  own  merit  system,  according  to  a  re- 
cent opinion  of  City  Attorney  John  J.  O'Toole. 

Mr.  O'Toole  issued  his  opinion  in  response  to 
the  following  request  made  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation: 


"If  it  is  judicially  determined  that  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  is  not  bound  to  follow  the  San 
Francisco  Charter  provisions  in  regard  to  the  employment 
of  non-certificated  employees,  and  if  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation then  adopts  a  merit  system  for  such  employees  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  State  Education 
Code,  would  such  action  result  in  a  loss  of  their  rights 
either  in  the  San  Francisco  Retirement  System  or  in  the 
San  Francisco  Health  Service?'' 

The  opinion  reads  as  follows: 

"I  have  examined  the  charter  and  the  school  laws  of 
this  state  with  regard  to  the  foregoing  request  for  an 
opinion.  Apparently  there  is  no  connection  whatever  be- 
tween any  merit  system  as  it  applies  to  non-certificated 
employees,  whether  it  be  under  the  charter  of  the  city 
and  county  or  under  the  state  school  laws,  and  the  right 
of  such  employees  to  be  members  of  the  San  Francisco 
Retirement  System  or  the  San  Francisco  Health  Service 
System. 

"The  case  of  Butterworth  v.  Boyd,  U  Cal.  (2d)  140, 
holds  that  the  Health  Service  System  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  applies  to  the  employees  of  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

"In  view  of  the  foregoing,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it 
is  immaterial  whether  the  merit  system  is  that  provided 
by  the  charter  or  a  system  provided  by  state  law." 

The  protection  of  the  rights  of  non-certificated 
employees  has  been  one  of  the  problems  causing 
concern  in  the  dispute  between  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  which 
has  arisen  over  the  question  of  authority  to  estab- 
lish the  duties  of  specific  positions  within  the 
School  Department.  Following  the  reading  of  Mr. 
O'Toole's  opinion  at  its  meeting  of  last  Wednes- 
day, the  Board  of  Education  passed  a  resolution 
to  retain  Herbert  W.  Clark  as  "special  counsel  in 
connection  with  the  impending  litigation  between 
the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  arising  out  of  the  attempt  by  the 
Commission  to  determine  the  duties  of  certain  em- 
ployees of  the  School  Department,  and  concerning 
the  question  whether,  under  the  law,  the  Unified 
School  District  has  the  right  to  establish  a  sepa- 
rate merit  S3rstem  covering  its  non-certificated  em- 
ployees." 

Children's  Art  Display  to  Close 

The  exhibit  of  calcimine  paintings  by  children 
of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools,  ages  ranging 
from  5  to  10  years  inclusive,  now  on  display  at 
the  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  will 
close  on  Friday,  March  31.  This  leaves  but  five 
days  for  teachers  and  others  interested  to  visit  the 
exhibition. 


Assistants  Named  for 
Administrative  Survey 

The  two  specialists,  who  are  to  assist  Dr.  Clyde 
M.  Hill  of  Yale  University  in  directing  the  study 
of  the  San  Francisco  School  Department's  admin- 
istrative set-up,  were  named  at  the  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Education  on  last  Tuesday, 
March  21.  They  are  Dr.  Cyril  Houle,  associate 
professor  of  education  at  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago, and  H.  A.  Tiemann  of  the  Colorado  State 
Department  of  Education. 

Dr.  Houle  will  devote  most  of  his  time  in  San 
Francisco  to  a  study  of  the  adult  education  pro- 
gram. He  was  one  of  the  specialists  who  partici- 
pated in  the  well-known  survey  of  education  in  the 
State  of  New  York  conducted  by  the  regents  of 
the  state.  Mr.  Tiemann,  one  of  the  outstanding 
men  in  the  field  of  vocational  education,  will  study 
the  local  vocational  program.  He  is  familiar  with 
developments  in  this  field  in  California,  having 
at  one  time  been  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  San 
Diego  Public  Schools. 

The  names  of  others  who  are  to  participate  in 
the  study  will  be  announced  by  Dr.  Hill  at  a  later 
date. 

UC  Issues  New  Ruling 

The  University  of  California  announces  that  it 
will  no  longer  be  possible  to  allow  the  privilege  of 
the  commutation  of  the  incidental  fee  from  $27.50 
to  $15.00,  as  has  been  the  case  during  the  past 
few  years,  to  any  person,  regardless  of  circum- 
stances of  occupation  or  affiliation  with  health 
services.  Therefore,  beginning  in  July,  1944,.  all 
graduate  students  will  be  required  to  pay  the  full 
incidental  fee.  The  size  of  the  program  of  courses 
which  they  will  carry  will  have  no  bearing  on  this 
matter.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  new  ruling 
of  the  University  is  to  go  into  effect  for  the  term 
beginning  in  July,  all  teachers  who  plan  to  take 
work  at  that  institution  in  July,  1944,  and  subse- 
quent thereto,  are  hereby  notified  of  the  change 
of  rule  in  regard  to  the  commutation  of  the  inci- 
dental fee.

It  is  necessary  to  an- 
ticipate the  time  for  March  30  and  31.  Unless  the 
March  timerolls  are  delivered  two  days  in  advance 
it  will  not  be  possible  to  have  warrants  prepared 
and  made  available  for  delivery  on  April  5.

The  following  paragraphs  are  taken  from  a  re- 
port submitted  by  Mrs.  Edith  Cochran,  prin- 
cipal of  the  Commodore  Sloat  Elementary  School, 
who  acted  as  secretary  of  the  March  28  meeting 
held  at  West  Portal  Elementary  School : 

Superintendent  Warren  emphasized  that  it  is  impor- 
tant to  set  up  a  public  relations  program  to  develop  good 
will;  to  recognize  the  value  of  public  opinion;  to  realize 
the  value  of  interpreting  what  we  are  doing  to  the  public 
so  that  they  may  better  understand  and  cooperate  in  our 
program  of  education. 

Most  parents  evaluate  the  educational  program  in 
terms  of  what  existed  when  they  went  to  school.  It  is  in- 
conceivable, however,  to  think  that  education  is  the  same 
as  yesterday.  We  have  discovered  better  ways  to  do 
things.  There  is  room  for  improvement  no  matter  what 
we  are  doing. 

When  critics  come  we  can  point  out  facts  and  values, 
each  doing  his  share  in  a  constant  program  of  public  rela- 
tions: That  should  give  us  a  perspective  of  our  various 
assignments  in  relationship  to  the  whole  program.

District  Meetings  a  Success

The  Superintendent  discussed  the  following  psycho- 
logical principles:  (1)  Maturity  affects  learning  greatly. 
The  child  grows  at  different  rates  of  speed  at  differ- 
ent levels.  Certain  times  are  best  for  certain  things — 
reading  readiness,  physical  activities  and  so  forth.  (2) 
The  teacher  aids  in  motivating  learning  and  directs  the 
child.  (3)  Purpose  guides  learning.  (4)  Activities  enable 
the  child  to  achieve  his  goal  physically  and  mentally. 
(We  retain  10  per  cent  of  what  we  read,  10  per  cent  of 
what  we  hear,  60  per  cent  of  what  we  see,  and  90  per  cent 
of  what  we- do.)  (5)  Insight  is  one  of  the  best  means 
of  enabling  people  to  discover  relationships.  Intuition  is 
unconscious  insight.  It  will  accelerate  learning  and  aid 
teachers. 

The  following  excerpts  were  taken  from  a  re- 
port of  the  March  22  meeting  held  at  Glen  Park 
Elementary  School,  submitted  by  Miss  Etta  H. 
Tessmer,  principal  of  the  E.  R.  Taylor  School, 
who  acted  as  secretary: 

We  should  be  concerned  as  to  the  kind  of  product  we 
are  turning  out.  We  must  evaluate  the  results  of  our  teach- 
ing in  terms  of  whether  we  have  taught  pupils  to  be  (1) 
Critically  minded,  intellectually  honest,  orderly,  cautious, 
and  truth-seeking.  (2)  Appreciative,  understanding,  co- 
operative. (3)  Purposeful  in  life,  creative  (the  teacher 
must  always  be  sensitive  to  the  child's  creative  impulse — 
"to  do  it  in  his  own  way").  (4)  Resourceful.  (5)  Spiritual 
minded.  (6)  Skillful  and  (7)  Health  minded. 
What  of  the  3R's? 

The  objectives  detailed  above  are  fundamentals.  The 
3R's  are  the  essential  tools  to  achieve  these  fundamentals. 
We  must  put  the  3R's  to  good  use. 

From  the  report  of  the  March  20  meeting  held 
at  Madison  Elementary  School  and  submitted  by 
the  secretary,  Miss  Charlotte  M.  Koeppe,  prin- 
cipal of  the  Cabrillo  Elementary  School,  the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs  were  taken: 

The  Superintendent  stressed  that  the  teacher  is  the 
focal  point  in  the  educational  system. 

It  is  the  teacher's  responsibility  to  direct  and  to  moti- 
vate learning,  for  children  learn  better  when  they  see  the 
reason  for  so  doing.

Reports  Submitted  On 
Final  District  Meetings 

Reports  on  the  last  three  of  the  series  of  recent 
district  meetings  of  principals  and  teachers  of  the 
elementary  schools,  called  by  the  Superintendent, 
have  been  submitted  by  those  serving  as  secre- 
taries. 

The  following  excerpt  is  taken  from  the  report 
submitted  by  Mrs.  Muriel  Harris,  principal  of 
the  Laguna  Honda  School,  who  acted  as  secretary 
at  the  March  22  meeting  held  at  the  Lawton 
School: 

Dr.  Warren  described  the  superintendent  as  a  balance 
wheel  between  the  teaching  force  and  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, the  supervisors  as  experts  who  are  teachers,  of 
teachers,  the  principals  as  leaders  in  the  community  in 
which  their  schools  are  located,  and  the  teacher  as  most 
important  because  her  function  is  to  "teach  the  child  to 
live  effectively." 

From  a  report  of  the  March  29  meeting  held 
at  the  Pacific  Heights  School,  submitted  by  Miss 
Jean  M.  Gray,  principal  of  the  Grant  School,  the 
following  paragraph  is  extracted : 

The  Superintendent  prefaced  his  remarks  by  stating 
that  he  felt  that  those  engaged  in  the  teaching  profession 
should  know  one  another  better,  because  groups  accom- 
plish more  when  there  is  a  "consciousness  of  kind."  He 
stated  he  felt  that  many  of  the  criticisms  of  the  schools 
grow  from  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  what  the  schools  are 
trying  to  do.  By  selling  the  schools'  program  to  the 
general  public  we  can  develop  a  "consciousness  of  kind" 
and  thereby  effect  a  better  understanding  of  the  aims  of 
education. 

The  following  paragraphs  are  from  a  report  of 
the  March  30  meeting  held  at  the  Hancock  School 
and  submitted  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Hayes,  princi- 
pal of  the  Commodore  Stockton  School,  who  acted 
as  secretary: 

Dr.  Warren  said  that  the  content  of  a  good  school  pro- 
gram includes  essentials  and  fundamentals. 

Essentials  are  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic.  Our 
children  are  taught  better  than  ever  before.  Comprehen- 
sion is  emphasized  and  children  learn  to  read  well  in  the 
modern  school. 

Fundamentals  include  the  development  of  desirable 
habits,  attitudes  and  interests,  such  as  appreciation,  co- 
operation, purpose  in  life,  creativeness,  self-control,  ambi- 
tion, resourcefulness,  prudence,  friendliness,  truth,  under- 
standing, dependability,  and  the  development  of  physi- 
cal and  mental  health.  The  complexity  of  life  contributes 
to  the  critical  need  for  consciousness  of  health,  which  is 
the  most  important  of  the  fundamentals. 

Call  for  Nurses'  Aides 

The  American  Red  Cross  has  issued  a  call  for 
nurses'  aides  to  assist  in  eighteen  San  Francisco 
hospitals.  Eligible  for  this  service  are  women  over 
18  years  of  age.  The  Red  Cross  is  most  anxious 
to  have  teachers  sign  up  for  this  eighty-hour 
course  which  will  prepare  them  for  actual  hospital 
service.  The  course  carries  two  units  of  credit  for 
salary  increment.  Those  desiring  additional  infor- 
mation should  telephone  UXderhill  6000  or  com- 
municate direct  with  the  National  American  Red 
Cross  headquarters,  located  at  450  Gough  street. 

Persons  who  desire  to  use  this  course  as  a  basis 
for  salary  increments  should  obtain  approval  in 
advance  from  the  deputy  superintendent  in  charge 
of  personnel. 
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Victory  Garden  Program 
Under  Way  in  Schools 

A  recent  report  received  in  the  Office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  from  Harry  E.  Nelson, 
Junior  College  instructor  in  charge  of  school  par- 
ticipation in  the  Victory  Garden  Program,  shows 
that  over  10,000  San  Francisco  school  children  in 
forty-eight  public  schools  and  eighteen  private 
organizations  have  registered  in  the  garden  pro- 
gram. 

A  plan  is  now  underway  for  youth  organiza- 
tions (scouts  and  others)  to  conduct  a  survey  of 
the  number  of  gardens  in  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco.  Three  community  garden  plots  are 
in  operation:  The  Laguna  Honda  plot  with  250 
Victory  Gardens,  the  San  Francisco  Junior  Col- 
lege plot  with  300  gardens,  and  the  Golden  Gate 
Park  plot  with  400  gardens.  The  Junior  College 
provides  instruction  to  gardeners  at  the  Junior 
College  gardens  and  Laguna  Honda  gardens  dur- 
ing Saturdays  and  Sundays.  A  Junior  Garden  Day 
is  proposed  for  the  first  week  in  September. 

To  obtain  best  results  with  Victory  gardens  in 
San  Francisco,  according  to  Mr.  Nelson,  garden- 
ers should  follow  these  rules: 

1.  Use  manure  in  the  surface  of  your  soil.  The  more 
sandy  your  soil  is,  the  more  manure  you  should  use.  As 
much  as  three  inches  on  a  sandy  soil  is  a  good  applica- 
tion. 

2.  Keep  the  manure  in  the  surface  by  raking  it  in.  Do 
not  spade  it  in  deeply. 

3.  Water  only  with  a  rising  temperature;  morning  is 
best.  Do  not  water  when  the  temperature  is  over  85 
degrees. 

4.  Apply  water  overhead  to  wash  dirt  and  insects  off 
the  foliage.  This  method  of  watering  does  not  start  disease. 

5.  Allow  the  water  to  run  at  least  thirty  minutes  in  one 
place  so  the  water  will  penetrate  deeply. 

6.  Cultivate  or  loosen  the  soil  surface  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible to  permit  the  sun  to  warm  it  readily  and  to  dispose 
of  excess  water. 

7.  With  such  heat-loving  plants  as  beans,  cucumbers, 
squash,  and  tomatoes,  the  plants  are  best  grown  on 
raised  beds  so  as  to  permit  a  higher  temperature;  in  our 
climate  the  plants  should  be  watered  but  seldom.  Dry 
plants  may  not  look  very  good,  but  they  will  produce 
much  more. 

8.  Keep  all  weeds  out  of  the  garden.  They  hold  mois- 
ture near  the  surface,  steal  food  from  other  plants,  make 
a  breeding  place  for  insects,  and  aid  disease  to  spread.

Student  Auto  Drivers 
Warned  by  OPA 

The  Office  of  Price  Administration  is  in  receipt 
of  numerous  complaints  from  citizens  to  the  ef- 
fect that  many  high  school  students  are  operating 
automobiles  at  an  excessive  rate  of  speed  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  OPA  has  asked  the  cooperation  of  the  Po- 
lice Department  in  abating  cause  for  further  com- 
plaint and  has  suggested  to  that  department  that 
instances  where  students  have  been  cited  for  vio- 
lation of  speed  laws  be  called  to  its  attention  for 
disciplinary  action  —  suspension  of  ration  books 
for  periods  of  not  less  than  sixty  days. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  Superintendent  asks 
that  high  school  principals  authorize  teachers  to 
read  the  above  announcement  to  their  classes 
today.

Observance  Under  Way 

As  a  prelude  to  the  opening  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco observance  of  Public  Schools  Week — April 
24  to  29,  General  Chairman  Alfred  F.  Breslauer 
and  Dr.  Curtis  E.  Warren,  superintendent  of 
schools,  participated  in  a  radio  interview  over 
Station  KSFO  at  5:15  p.  m.,  on  Saturday,  April 
22.  In  answer  to  an  inquiry  by  Mr.  Breslauer  rela- 
tive to  the  part  the  schools  would  play  in  the  ob- 
servance Dr.  Warren  said: 

"We  have  some  interesting  plans  in  mind  for 
this  year's  celebration.  Our  teachers  are  particu- 
larly anxious  that  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
visit  their  schools  during  this  week.  They  feel  that 
the  work  their  students  are  doing  in  tie  regular 
classes  from  day  to  day  is  so  interesting,  so  im- 
portant, that  it  should  be  viewed  by  everyone 
who  has  any  interest  in  our  American  public 
schools.  I  personally  feel  that  parents  should  take 
advantage  of  this  occasion  to  find  out  just  what 
experiences  their  children  are  having  during  the 
part  of  the  day  they  spend  at  school — nearly  half 
of  their  waking  hours." 

In  a  proclamation  urging  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  to  take  part  in  this  civic  event  Mayor 
Roger  D.  Lapham  said: 

"This  is  a  war  of  youth.  Today  thousands  of 
our  sons  go  directly  from  the  classroom  into  train- 
ing for  battle  or  along  the  production  lines  of  in- 
dustry.

U.  C.  Offers  Summer  Session 
In  Elementary  Education 

The  University  of  California  announces  that 
the  following  four-point  program  has  been  worked 
out  for  teachers  in  the  elementary  field  who  de- 
sire to  attend  the  1944  Summer  Session  to  be  con- 
ducted on  the  Berkeley  campus: 

1.  Educational  Workshop  (Education  133).  This  in- 
cludes the  study  of  problems  in  elementary  education  by 
means  of  group  discussions,  meetings,  individual  confer- 
ences, participation  in  creative  activities,  and  observation 
in  the  Demonstration  Elementary  School.  Opportunities 
are  afforded  for  specialization  in  the  preparation  of  cur- 
ricular  material.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  solution  of 
individual  problems  brought  to  the  workshop  by  partici- 
pating teachers,  superintendents,  and  elementary  principals. 

2.  Demonstration  Elementary  School.  A  school  from 
kindergarten  through  the  sixth  grade  will  be  in  session 
daily,  to  serve  as  a  laboratory  for  elementary  instruction. 
Practical  demonstrations  of  modern  school  procedures 
provided  by  classes  of  typical  children  led  by  skilled  teach- 
ers offer  an  opportunity  to  make  a  critical  study  of  the 
aims,  methods,  difficulties,  and  values  of  the  new  ap- 
proach to  elementary  school  education.  This  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  teachers  to  observe  in  operation  units  of  work 
selected  from  the  proposed  state  program  in  social  studies. 
Children  in  Grades  1  and  2  will  become  better  acquainted 
with  their  community.  Grades  3,  4,  and  5  will  study  life 
of  the  Pueblo  Indians,  life  of  the  Chinese  farmers,  and 
the  pioneers  of  their  own  country.  Grade  6  will  study 
aeronautics. 

3.  Industrial  Arts  in  the  Elementary  School  (Education 
13S).  Teachers  will  prepare  materials  for  use  in  the  class- 
room. They  will  make  boats,  trains,  pottery,  and  looms, 
and  will  learn  to  spin  and  to  weave. 

4.  Music  Education  in  the  Elementary  School  (Music 
340) .  This  will  include  music  reading — music  in  the  inte- 
grated program — use  of  simple  instruments — creative  mu- 
sic— development  of  musicianship,  and  song  leading.  The 
best  methods  in  the  teaching  of  music  will  be  presented 
at  the  Demonstration  Elementary  School. 

Dr.  Graham  C.  Loofbourow  will  direct  the  workshop. 
Mrs.  Ruby  L.  Hill  will  serve  as  principal  of  the  Demon- 
stration Elementary  School.  On  the  staff  of  the  workshop 
will  be  Bernard  J.  Lonsdale,  Dr.  Alvin  Powell,  Miss 
Vivian  Borgman,  and  Miss  Anne  Merrill. 

The  Summer  Session  opens  on  June  26  and  closes  on 
August  4.  The  tuition  fee  is  $25  for  the  six  weeks.  Persons 
not  enrolled  in  the  session  may  visit  the  Demonstration 
Elementary  School  upon  the  payment  of  SO  cents  for 
each  visit.

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Articles  on  Audio-Visual 
Aids  Listed 

Two  recent  publications  in  the  field  of  audio- 
visual education  are  called  to  the  attention  of 
teachers  by  the  Visual  Aid  Department. 

The  February  issue  of  California  Journal  oj 
Elementary  Education  (pp.  146-160),  contains  an 
article  of  interest  to  teachers  entitled  "Audio- Vis- 
ual Aids  in  Education."  Teachers  will  find  of  prac- 
tical value  this  article  on  audio-visual  aids,  which 
comes  as  a  1943-44  report  from  the  California 
School  Supervisors  Association,  Committee  on 
Audio-Visual  Aids.  It  includes  a  discussion  of  the 
place  of  the  motion  picture  in  unit  teaching,  the 
conducting  of  discussions  on  films,  when  and  how 
often  to  use  the  motion  picture,  the  grade  place- 
ment of  films,  and  other  topics  which  well  might 
serve  as  a  springboard  for  group  discussion. 

The  January  issue  of  California  Journal  of 
Secondary  Education  (pp.  24-39 ) ,  contains  a  sym- 
posium entitled  "What  the  Army  and  Navy  are 
Teaching  Us  About  Visual  Aids."  This  symposium 
on  the  use  of  visual  aids  by  the  Army  and  Navy 
is  well  worth  teacher  consideration.  After  the  war 
hundreds  of  competent  officers  now  working  in 
the  audio-visual  field  will  be  released  to  schools, 
either  in  their  teaching  capacity  or  as  students, 
and  will  expect  to  have  available  such  teaching 
aids  to  facilitate  instruction.  These  articles  show 
the  vital  force  of  the  audio-visual  program  in 
speeding  up  war  training  and  point  out  the  need 
for  further  development  to  meet  public  school 
curricular  needs.

Rules  Re  Issuance  of  War 
Emergency  Credentials 

The  Superintendent  is  in  receipt  of  the  follow- 
ing communication  dated  April  21,  1944,  from 
the  State  Department  of  Education  relative  to  re- 
newal and  issuance  of  War  Emergency  Creden- 
tials for  the  school  year  1944-45 : 

Actions  completed  by  the  commission  of  credentials  and 
the  state  board  of  education  on  April  18,  1944,  authorize 
the  division  of  credentials  on  or  after  May  1,  1944,  to 
issue,  reissue,  or  renew  war  emergency  credentials  valid 
for  the  school  year  1944-45. 

This  means  that  a  renewable  war  emergency  credential 
(Plan  I)  issued  to  expire  on  June  30  or  November  30, 
1944,  may  now  be  renewed  on  or  after  May  1  of  this  year. 
The  renewal  request  must  be  dated  May  1  or  later  and 
must  include  a  letter  from  the  applicant  requesting  re- 
newal ;  a  statement  of  need  from  the  appointing  power  of 
a  school  district  indicating  that  no  qualified,  regularly  cer- 
tificated applicant  is  available,  and  that  the  applicant,  if 
granted  the  emergency  credential,  will  be  employed  in  a 
specified  position ;  and  the  $3  fee  in  the  form  of  a  money 
order  or  certified  check. 

A  new  credential  may  be  issued  to  the  holder  of  a  non- 
renewable war  emergency  credential  (Plan  II)  issued  to 
expire  on  June  30,  1944,  upon  the  submission  of  an  appli- 
cation prepared  on  the  official  form,  a  statement  of  need 
as  described  above  from  a  county  superintendent  of 
schools  or  the  appointing  power  of  a  school  district,  and 
the  $3  fee  in  the  form  of  a  money  order  or  certified  check. 

Credentials  issued  originally  upon  a  statement  of  need 
submitted  by  a  county  superintendent  of  schools  can  be 
reissued  only  upon  a  statement  of  need  from  the  same 
or  another  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

You  will  note  that  the  application  procedure  remains 
as  before,  but  that  the  beginning  date  for  the  issuance, 
reissuance,  or  renewal  of  an  emergency  credential  has 
been  changed  from  June  1  to  May  1 

In  excess  of  4,000  emergency  credentials  are  outstand- 
ing. We  can,  therefore,  expect  a  great  rush  in  applications 
for  the  issuance,  reissuance  or  renewal  of  such  credentials. 
The  credentials  office  is  still  shorthanded,  but  will  make 
every  effort  to  handle  applications  expeditiously.  You  can 
cooperate  by  submitting  the  applications  promptly  and  by 
ascertaining  that  each  application  is  complete  and  clear.

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Committee  Submits 
Delinquency  Report 

In  response  to  a  request  from  Chief  Probation 
Officer  George  W.  Ososke  for  assistance  in  reduc- 
ing the  rate  of  juvenile  delinquency  in  the  Ellis- 
Polk  District,  Superintendent  Warren  called  to- 
gether the  principals  of  all  schools  drawing  pupils 
from  that  area. 

The  group,  together  with  teachers  and  counsel- 
ors particularly  familiar  with  the  problems,  met 
in  four  sessions  to  study  the  problems  and  to  make 
recommendations.  Following  the  third  session,  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  make  specific  recom- 
mendations. The  committee's  report  then  was  dis- 
cussed with  Mr.  Ososke  at  the  fourth  meeting  and 
out  of  these  deliberations  came  the  preliminary 
report  which  is  printed  below: 

The  recommendations  made  by  the  committee  are  based 
upon  a  firm  conviction  that  the  Ellis-Polk  District  is 
essentially  a  family  district.  Within  the  experience  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  our  country  has  gone  from 
periods  of  great  prosperity  to  periods  of  great  depression. 
In  either  instance,  the  problems  have  been  the  same — 
crowded  housing  conditions,  unsanitary  living  conditions, 
under-privileged  and  neglected  children  and  insufficient 
recreational  and  community  facilities. 

San  Francisco  must  realize  that  the  problems  do  not 
change  with  shifts  of  population,  the  problems  are  in- 
digenous. The  amelioration  of  the  lot  of  the  district's  youth 
will  be  in  proportion  to  the  intensity  of  San  Francisco's 
preventive  efforts;  if  they  are  negligible  the  results  will  be 
commensurate,  but  if  they  are  direct  and  strenuous  the 
results  will  be  evident.  In  the  hope  that  the  latter  alterna- 
tive will  be  our  choice,  we  would  like  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions : 

I 

Since  our  group  consists  of  school  people  it  is  well  that 
we  look  at  some  of  our  own  inadequacies.  Some  of  the 
following  recommendations  transcend  the  geographical 
limitations  of-  the  Ellis-Polk  District,  just  as  does  the 
problem  that  occasions  them.  It  is  recommended:

Bond  Signup  for  Probationers 

The  Teachers'  Association  of  San  Francisco  an- 
nounces a  meeting  of  probationary  teachers  will 
be  held  on  Friday  afternoon,  June  2,  at  4  p.m.,  in 
the  Board  of  Education  meeting  room,  fourth 
floor,  Civic  Auditorium  Building,  93  Grove  Street. 

At  that  time  arrangements  will  be  made  for 
probationers  to  sign  for  a  bond  to  insure  receiving 
their  salaries  in  twelve  monthly  payments. 
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1.  That  the  problems  of  educating  and  training  children 
of  low  ability  on  elementary  levels  be  attacked  realisti- 
cally; e.g.,  by  increasing  the  number  of  adjustment  and 
ungraded  classes  on  the  elementary  level,  and  extending 
them  to  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 

2.  That  reading  clinics  be  established  to  cope  with  seri- 
ous reading  problems. 

3.  That  elementary  classes  in  the  Ellis-Polk  District, 
where  educational  background  and  life  experience  are  so 
divergent,  be  limited  to  about  25  pupils. 

4.  That  the  downtown  schools,  more  than  those  of 
other  neighborhoods,  should  be  modern  and  complete,  to 
take  care  of  the  children  from  the  less  fortunate  homes. 

5.  That  the  "bugaboo"  of  lawsuits  that  have  hampered 
such  constructive  school  programs  as  field  trips  and  vigor- 
ous physical  education  be  destroyed  by  insuring  from  lia- 
bility the  teachers  participating  in  these  activities. 

6.  The  Child  Guidance  Service  extend  its  functions  and 
that  its  excellent  work  of  diagnosis  of  problems  be  supple- 
mented by  more  strenuous  consultive  and  remedial  ef- 
forts. 

7.  That  the  attendance  bureau  be  commended  for  it; 
tine  professional  job  in  the  handling  of  truancy  prob'.ems 
and  that  their  staff  be  increased  so  that  they  might  ex- 
pand their  efforts. 

8.  That  counseling  staff  or  time  for  counseling  be  in- 
creased in  those  schools  where  the  conditions  demand  it 
and  that  a  guidance  worker,  social  worker,  or  visiting 
teacher  be  employed  in  the  schools  of  the  district. 

0.  That  the  health  efforts  of  the  School  Department  be 
under  the  School  Department. 

10.  That  in  those  schools  where  yard  space  is  inade- 
quate additional  space  be  purchased. 

11.  That  the  many  legislative  and  community  efforts 
towards  eradicating  the  abuses  be  supplemented  by  a 
long  range  program  of  developing  wholesome  attitudes 
that  will  produce  a  more  intelligent  generation  of  parents. 

II 
After  looking  at  ourselves  critically,  the  schools  feel  that 
the  city's  recreational  and  group  work  agencies  can  con- 
tribute in  the  following  ways: 

1.  Having  witnessed  the  great  contribution  of  the  Tele- 
graph Hill  Neighborhood  Center  in  promoting  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  a  community,  it  is  felt  that  the  general 
welfare  of  the  Hayes  Valley  District  and  downtown  area 
demand  the  development  of  such  community  centers.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  Booker  T.  Washington  Center  will  con- 
tinue and  extend  its  efforts  in  that  line  for  its  community. 

2.  That  the  efforts  of  the  P.  T.  A.  in  the  matter  of  pro- 
viding supervised  play  areas  in  the  parks  be  endorsed  and 
that  the  Park  Commission  be  asked  to  open  such  areas  in 
the  Duboce  and  Alamo  Parks. 

3.  That  the  success  of  such  boys'  work  groups  as  the 
Big  Brother  Detail,  the  San  Francisco  Boys  Club,  Optimists 
Boys  Club  and  the  Salesian  Boys  Clubs  in  other  districts 
be  emulated  by  any  of  these  groups  in  our  district  and 
that  the  Y.  M.  I.  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  be  commended  for  the 
work  they  are  doing  in  that  direction.  Such  efforts  should 
be  duplicated  in  the  field  of  girls'  work. 

4.  That  the  Recreation  Department  should  carry  out 
without  delay  the  recommendations  of  the  Ellis-Polk  Dis- 
trict Coordinating  Council  and  that  the  school  should 
recognize  that  if  a  continuity  is  established  between  the 
school  and  after  school  community  recreational  program, 
the  latter  will  be  more  profitable. 

5.  That  the  school  recognize  that  the  problems  of  these 
groups  is  leadership  and  that  the  superintendent  and  the 
school  personnel  should  support  every  effort  for  obtaining 
adequate  leadership. 

o.  The  churches  of  the  district  should  be  commended 
for  their  efforts  in  bringing  children  to  church  and  that 
the  Central  Council  of  Churches  should  be  encouraged  to 
continue  their  fine  work.

The  schools  feel  that  the  law  enforcement  agencies  are 
making  great  strides  toward  a  more  scientific  attack  on 
their  problems  relative  to  youth.  We  would  like  to  recom- 
mend: 

1.  That  the  school  support  the  efforts  of  the  health  and 
fire  departments  to  obtain  enforceable  housing  legislation. 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  the  superintendent  should 
urge  the  Governor's  Commitee  for  "Youth  in  Wartime" 
to  advocate  the  establishment  of  facilities  for  the  treat- 
ment of  psychopathic  delinquents. 

3.  That  the  District  Attorney's  Office  and  the  Juvenile 
Court  be  commended  for  their  direct  attack  on  truancy 
and  their  just  and  thorough  prosecution  of  cases  of  con- 
tribution to  the  delinquency  of  minors. 

4.  That  the  school  support  the  program  for  the  build- 
ing of  adequate  juvenile  court  and  detention  home  fa- 
cilities. 

5.  That  the  police  supervision  of  "corner"  stores  and 
creameries  be  more  intensive. 

6.  That  the  supervision  by  the  Public  Dance  Hall  Com- 
mittee be  extended  to  include  skating  rinks. 

7.  That  we  advocate  the  use  of  the  Parental  School 
whenever  conditions  warrant  it  and  that  its  efforts  in  the 
fields  of  counseling  and  consultation  be  extended. 

8.  That  the  civilian  defense  groups, notably  the  auxiliary 
police,  continue  and  increase,  if  possible,  their  efforts  in 
the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  San  Francisco's  youth. 

o.  That  a  program  of  closer  cooperation  between  the 
Juvenile  Court  and  the  School  Department  be  worked 
out. 

10.  That  an  ordinance  be  passed  barring  children  from 
shows  in  the  daytime  on  school  days  and  that  a  deadline 
be  established  in  the  evening  when  children  must  leave 
the  theater. 

11.  That  the  School  Department  commend  the  Police 
Department  for  its  policy  of  adding  additional  police- 
women for  the  prevention  of  girl  delinquency  and  ex- 
press the  hope  that  it  will  be  able  to  add  still  more. 

12.  That  support  be  given  to  legislation  that  working 
parents  of  children  16  years  of  age  or  under  give  proof  of 
provision  for  adequate  care  of  their  children  before  they 
are  allowed  to  work.

Aaron  Altmann,  Former 
Art  Director,  Passes 

Aaron  Altmann,  recently  retired  director  of  art 
for  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools,  passed  away 
last  Tuesday  in  St.  Joseph's  Hospital. 

Mr.  Altmann,  who  received  his  early  art  train- 
ing in  Paris  and  London,  entered  the  San  Fran- 
cisco School  Department  as  an  art  teacher  at 
Lowell  in  1903.

The  staff  of  the  School  of  Education  will  collab- 
orate in  a  seminar  on  postwar  educational  planning 
which  is  intended  to  be  of  service  to  educators  who 
are  preparing  to  adjust  their  educational  programs 
to  the  postwar  period  as  well  as  those  who  have 
already  initiated  programs  of  educational  planning. 

Courses  in  other  departments  of  special  interest 
to  teachers  and  administrators  include  the  Inter- 
American  Workshop  for  Teachers,  Children's 
Theater,  Dramatization  of  Children's  Literature, 
Speech  Correction  for  Classroom  Teachers,  Dis- 
cussion Techniques  for  High  School  Classes,  High 
School  Dramatics,  Teachers'  Speech  Training, 
Radio  for  Teachers,  Global  Geography  and  Map 
Interpretation,  School  Hygiene  Programs,  and 
Methods  in  Physical  Education  Activities.  The 
administration  of  the  Palo  Alto  Community  Cen- 
ter is  cooperating  with  the  School  of  Education  in 
making  available  the  facilities  of  the  Science  Mu- 
seum and  Children's  Theater. 
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Schedule  For  Final  Week 
Of  School  Announced 

This  announcement  is  the  Superintendent's 
authorization  to  schedule  minimum  days  for  pupils 
as  follows: 

Thursday,  June  22,  and  Friday,  June  23,  may 
be  designated  by  the  principals  of  senior  and 
junior  high  schools  as  minimum  days.  Commence- 
ment Day,  which  will  differ  in  the  various  schools, 
should  be  as  near  regular  as  the  program  proceed- 
ings will  permit.  Other  days  must  occupy  the  nor- 
mal program  time. 

Friday.  June  23,  and  the  graduation  day  of 
eighth  grade  schools  only,  may  be  designated  by 
the  principals  of  elementary  schools  as  minimum 
days.  Other  days  must  occupy  the  normal  program 
time. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin  of  December  14,  1936,  concerning  the 
necessity  of  receiving  permission  from  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  before  declaring  additional 
minimum  days. 

Notice  of  impending  minimum  day  sessions 
must  appear  in  junior  and  senior  high  school  bul- 
letins three  days  prior  to  the  day  selected,  and  all 
students  must  be  instructed  to  inform  their  parents 
of  the  curtailed  programs.  In  elementary  schools, 
announcements  of  minimum  schedules  must  be 
made  three  days  prior  to  the  minimum  days.

Delivery  Date  Set  For 
June  Timerolls 

June  timerolls  for  all  day  schools,  including 
Samuel  Gompers  Day  Division,  must  be  delivered 
to  the  Payroll  Department  on  Friday,  June  23. 
There  will  be  seventeen  teaching  days  in  June. 
Spaces  from  June  24  to  30,  inclusive,  are  to  be  left 
blank.  The  last  symbols  should  be  shown  on  June 
23.  Timerolls  for  evening  summer  schools  must  be 
delivered  on  Monday  morning,  July  3. 

Principals  are  asked  to  check  the  June  timerolls 
very  carefully  as  errors  will  delay  the  delivery  of 
warrants.  It  is  necessary  that  sick  leave  applica- 
tions and  all  doctors'  certificates  for  teachers  who 
are  absent  because  of  illness  be  filed  in  the  office 
not  later  than  June  23.  June  warrants  for  teachers 
will  be  mailed  about  July  5  to  listed  vacation  ad- 
dresses, following  the  annual  audit  of  individual 
accounts.  July  and  August  warrants  will  be  mailed 
to  the  same  addresses  unless  otherwise  advised. 

Timerolls  for  clerks  and  janitors  for  the  last  half 
of  June  must  be  delivered  to  the  Division  of 
Accounts  on  Friday,  June  30.  There  are  fifteen 
working  days  for  clerks  and  janitors,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  elementary  school  clerks,  who  will  have 
six  working  days  together  with  five  vacation  days 
which  are  to  be  marked  with  the  symbol  V  com- 
mencing June  26  through  June  30,  thus  making  a 
total  of  eleven  days  for  their  June  30  timerolls. 
The  July  1 5  roll  will  show  vacation  for  elementary 
clerks  from  July  3  to  July  7,  inclusive,  and  the 
July  4  date  intervening  will  be  marked  "V"  and 
not  the  usual  symbol  "H,"  and  is  to  be  counted 
as  one  of  the  ten  days  of  vacation.

Mills  College  Plans  Institute

The  effective  date  will  be  September  11, 
1944.  Printed  notices  giving  the  schedules  will 
be  sent  to  the  schools  for  distribution  to  the 
parents  by  the  children. 

There  will  be  no  change  in  the  time  schedules 
for  inclement  days.  On  such  days  the  school 
may  be  shortened  by  not  more  than  twenty  min- 
utes if  it  has  been  necessary  to  shorten  the  noon 
hour  because  of  inclement  weather. 

The  schedules  for  minimum  days  will  remain 
as  they  are — 200  minutes  for  Grades  1,  2,  and 
3,  and  240  minutes  for  Grades  5,  6,  7,  and  8.

The  new  time  schedule  for  senior  high  schools 
for  the  school  year  1944-45  will  be  8:45  a.m., 
to  3:10  p.m. ;  for  junior  high  schools  9  a.m.,  to 
3:30  p.m.

Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Supt.  Curtis  E. 
Warren  calls  attention  to  the  following  regula- 
tion adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education  at  its 
meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  Xo.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the 
Board  of  Education  shall  have  complete  free- 
dom in  selecting  the  professional  organizations 
which  they  may  wish  to  join,  without  coercion 
of  any  kind  from  any  administrative  officer  or 
other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully 
and  unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organ- 
izations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by 
any  principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or 
other  school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher 
to  join  or  refrain  from  joining  any  organization 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call 
attention  to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each 
school  term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Super- 
intendent's Bulletin.

Dr.  Warren  Broadcasts 
Message  to  Staff 


Broadcasting 


over  the  facilities  of  Radio 
Station  KALW  on  the  opening  day  of  the  fall 
term,  Monday,  September  11,  Superintendent 
Curtis  E.  Warren  addressed  the  following  mes- 
sage to  members  of  the  certificated  staff: 

My  fellow  co-workers  in  the 
San  Francisco  schools: 

It  is  with  much  reluctance  that  the  superin- 
tendent's annual  welcoming  assembly  for  teach- 
ers has  been  abandoned  for  this  year.  This  I 
regret  for  purely  personal,  perhaps  selfish  rea- 
sons. Most  of  us  gain  strength,  inspiration,  and 
courage  from  the  personal  contact  that  comes 
about  through  these  system  gatherings.  I  like- 
wise feel  that  these  personal  contacts  are  valu- 
able to  all  of  us  who  work  together.  However, 
I  realize  that  wherever  possible,  because  of 
transportation  difficulties,  we  should  have  the 
minimum  of  large  meetings.  I,  too,  am  aware 
of  the  fact  that  we  as  a  people  have  become 
radio  conscious,  that  information  dispersed 
over  the  air  is  accepted  as  readily  as  from  the 
platform. 

So  if  any  of  you  are  disappointed  at  this  de- 
parture from  custom,  please  believe  I  also  share 
that  feeling  and  be  patient  with  this  radio  talk 
which  takes  time  from  your  busy  first  day  but 
which  will  be  brief. 

Today  is  a  landmark  in  the  lives  of  several 
thousands  of  children  and  parents  in  our  city 
for  it  brings  them  for  the  first  time  into  contact 
with  that  greatest  institution  of  American 
democracy — the  public  school.  How  important 
this  day  is  to  the  home  is  well  understood  by 
the  teacher  who  receives  these  children.  For  it  is 
the  teacher  who,  with  her  understanding  and 
sympathy,  bridges  the  gap  between  the  home  and 
the  school.  This  relationship  continues  for  some 
twelve  or  thirteen  years  of  the  child's  life,  so 
what  the  child  is  to  be  is  vitally  affected  by  the 
teacher  in  the  years  he  spends  in  school. 

Sometimes  I  fear  you  teachers  in  your  mod- 
esty and  humility  under-estimate  the  impor- 
tance of  your  contribution  to  children's  lives — 
and  too  often  I  regret  to  say  the  general  public 
forgets  how  important  is  the  part  you  play  in 
this  great  drama  of  child  life.  And  I  think  I 
know  how  much  it  means  to  the  conscientious 
teacher  to  have  some  recognition  and  apprecia- 
tion for  a  job  well  done.  And  so  1  want  to  tell 
you  that  the  accomplishments  of  the  San  Fran-

cisco  Schools  through  its  teachers  and  adminis- 
trators during  these  hectic  war  days  has  been 
and  is  an  amazing  one.  You  may  well  take  pride 
in  your  contribution,  and  the  Community,  the 
State,  and  Nation  owe  to  you  the  finest  type  of 
appreciation. 

Indeed,  no  group  has  a  finer  record  of  aiding 
the  war  effort  and  the  community  welfare  than 
you  San  Francisco  teachers.  And,  when  it  is 
considered  that  it  has  been  largely  in  addition 
to  your  regular  responsibilities,  it  becomes  more 
noteworthy.  This  program  of  service  has  con- 
tinued over  and  above  the  regular  school  day 


serves  the  nation 
in  War-inPeace 

Theme  of  Dr.  Warren's  message 

and  has  extended  in  many  instances  beyond  the 
regular  school  year.  During  the  summer  vaca- 
tion you  teachers  have  supervised  school,  home, 
and  district  victory  gardens,  and  Junior  Red 
Cross  activities.  Many  of  you  have  volunteered 
your  services  on  ration  boards,  have  worked  in 
business  offices,  have  gone  out  to  the  country- 
side and  helped  on  the  farms  and  in  the  can- 
neries, and  some  have  gone  to  summer  schools 
to  make  even  better  teachers  for  children.  I  am 
sure  a  poll  of  the  3,000  teachers  in  San  Fran- 
cisco would  find  all  of  you  who  are  able  en- 
gaged in  productive  enterprise  which  directly 
or  indirectly  is  helping  to  win  the  war.  The  ex- 
ample of  teachers  in  working  so  industriously 
has  had  its  effect  upon  children  and  they  have 
seen  the  desirability  of  work  experience — over 
13,000  work  permits  have  been  issued  up  to 
date  as  against  some  10,000  during  1943. 

Then,  many  of  you  have  carried  on  the  work 
of  the  Summer  vacation  school.  Incidentally 
the  Summer  vacation  school  has  been  one  of 


the  major  accomplishments  of  our  school  sys- 
tem. Originally  set  up  as  an  experiment  in  two 
centers  and  to  accommodate  500  children,  it 
was  expanded  to  five  centers  and  ended  with 
having  served  over  three  times  that  many  chil- 
dren. Lately,  parents,  teachers,  children  co- 
operated in  presenting  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  a  regular  meeting  the  demonstration  of 
the  work  done  at  these  experimental  schools. 
The  Board  of  Education  was  well  pleased  with 
the  results  and  felt  the  $10,000  spent  on  this 
project  was  an  excellent  investment.  Next  sum- 
mer will  see  an  expansion  of  this  program 
which  has  been  so  helpful  in  the  attack  upon 
the  delinquency  of  minors. 

Incidentally,  the  delinquency  of  youth  is  a 
problem  in  which  we  have  a  stake.  Our  respon- 
sibility for  this  problem  we  acknowledge  and 
shall  gladly  assume  our  share  in  its  solution. 
We  have  an  unusual  opportunity  to  attack  it  in 
an  organized  way,  and  we  possess  the  ma- 
chinery and  teaching  personnel  to  help  solve  it, 
in  cooperation  with  other  agencies  who  also 
have  a  responsibility.  We  are  planning  in  that 
direction  and  the  teacher  again  will  be  a  key 
person  in  the  setup. 

Shortly  before  the  close  of  school,  the  Board 
of  Education  distributed  through  the  superin- 
tendent's office,  a  questionnaire  to  the  parents 
asking  them  for  a  partial  evaluation  of  our 
teaching  program.  Some  60,000  copies  were 
sent  out  and  50,000  plus  were  returned.  Some 
two  weeks  ago  I  was  asked  by  the  Board  to 
recommend  a  plan  to  evaluate  these  question- 
naires. I  think  you  will  be  interested  in  the  plan 
which  was  presented  and  which  was  adopted 
by  the  Board.  It  provides  for  a  committee  com- 
posed of  one  layman,  the  president  of  the  P-TA, 
the  vice-president  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, the  vice-president  of  Stanford,  a  secon- 
dary teacher,  an  elementary  teacher,  and  a  rep- 
resentative of  our  department  of  research.  The 
persons  who  make  up  this  committee  are:  Judge 
C.  J.  Goodell,  Mrs.  Harry  W.  Thomas,  Dr. 
Monroe  Deutsch,  Dr.  Alvin  C.  Eurich,  Dr. 
Lillie  Bowman,  Miss  Luella  Sibbald,  and  Mrs. 
Genevieve    Kwapil. 

I  think  that  you  may  have  no  alarm  concern- 
ing this  study.  I  assure  you  that  I  have  none. 
It  will  give  us  some  of  the  thinking  of  the  par- 
ents. By  and  large  the  parents  have  faith  in 
what  we  are  trying  to  do  for  their  children  and 
if  it  develops  we  need  change  here  and  there, 
we  shall  join  together  to  bring  about  any  needed 
improvement.  As  is  always  the  case,  the  teacher 
is  the  key  person  in  any  educational  program. 
As  I  have  so  often  said  to  many  of  you — we 
administrators,  directors,  and  supervisors  may 
spin  fine  educational  theories  but  what  you  do 
in  the  classroom  is  the  measure  of  the  curricu- 
lum— not  much  is  likely  to  happen  beyond  your 
understanding  of  what  you  are  set  up  to  teach. 
You  will  appreciate  the  fact  that  all  of  my  plan-

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ning  for  now  and  the  future  will  include  ade- 
quate teacher  participation  and  decision.  In 
other  words,  a  democratic  administration.  I 
sincerely  believe  that  you  must  have  a  part  in 
all  we  do  that  there  may  be  freedom  to  suggest, 
freedom  to  act.  and  freedom  from  fear. 

Last  spring  your  teachers'  representatives 
made  a  request  for  a  modest  increase  in  salary 
through  the  medium  of  the  bonus  plan.  Your 
superintendent  was  pleased  to  recommend  to 
the  Board  of  Education  that  your  request  be 
approved — you  are  familiar  with  the  result.  I 
think  that  you  should  know  that  the  Board 
would  have  granted  more  than  it  did  had  it  not 
felt  it  was  limited  by  the  Little  Steel  Formula. 

Also,  your  superintendent  recommended  to 
the  Board  of  Education  that  long  term  substi- 
tutes should  receive  the  same  pay  as  beginning 
teachers — and  administrators  filling  positions 
of  a  higher  rank  should  receive  the  same  pay 
as  those  who  were  on  leave  of  absence  from 
these  higher  ranking  administrative  positions. 
These  recommendations  were  adopted.  For  this 
constructive  act,  the  Board  should  be  congratu- 
lated by  all  of  us. 

Among  the  acute  problems  which  confront  a 
great  city  school  system  is  the  one  which  will 
give  to  its  several  thousand  certificated  mem- 
bers a  personal  touch  and  a  personal  responsi- 
bility. Of  that,  I  shall  have  more  to  say  as  the 
days  go  by  and  you  are  more  intimately  in- 
cluded in  planning  and  doing. 

Another  important  problem  is  to  keep  all  of 
us  informed  as  to  what  is  happening  and  the 
why  of  it  all. 

For  many  months  we  have  been  on  the  front 
pages  of  our  daily  press.  The  publicity  has 
told  little  of  our  educational  accomplishments. 
Rather,  I  regret  to  say  it  has  centered  around 
topics  less  constructive  than  educational  prog- 
ress and  achievement.  I  trust  by  combining  our 
efforts  in  the  study  of  this  problem,  we  will  be 
able  to  secure  more  publicity  on  what  is  hap- 
pening in  our  classrooms — what  our  children 
are  thinking  and  doing,  and  our  plans  and  pur- 
poses for  education  in  San  Francisco. 

Lately,  the  Board  of  Education  had  pre- 
sented to  them  the  Administrative  Study  of  the 


Course  In  Air  Transportation 

During  the  fall  term,  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia Extension  is  offering  a  course  which  is 
designed  to  afford  teachers  a  background  for 
including  elements  of  aviation  in  their  regular 
instruction.

The  course  will  be  offered  on  Mon- 
day evenings  from  7:00  to  9:00  at  540  Powell 
Street,  beginning  September  18. 


Hill  report  which  was  authorized  last  Spring. 
Later  the  vocational  and  adult  studies  will  also 
be  presented.  Much  space  in  the  newspapers  has 
been  given  to  discussing  the  recommendations 
contained  therein.  Most  of  the  administrative 
study  centered  around  the  organization  in  the 
central  office,  the  relationship  of  the  Board  of 
Education  to  administration,  and  San  Fran- 
cisco charter  provisions  affecting  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Lmified  School  District.  As  is  usual,  much 
community  discussion  has  occurred  concerning 
the  cost  of  the  stud)',  whether  is  was  needed, 
whether  it  contained  anything  not  already 
known,  where  it  affected  certain  interests,  and 
lastly,  would  anything  ever  come  of  it — any- 
how. Well,  the  Board  adopted  the  Administra- 
tive Study  last  week  and  I  shall  tell  you  in  the 
very  near  future  the  details  thereof.  In  the 
meantime,  may  I  recommend  that  you  give  it 
serious  study  before  any  definite  conclusions 
are  reached  on  your  part.  Also,  may  I  assure 
you  that  any  recommendations  contained  in  this 
report  which  affect  any  group  will  not  be  acted 
upon  by  your  superintendent  until  these  groups 
have  met  with  me,  discussed  fully  the  proposed 
provisions,  and  there  is  agreement  on  the  part 
of  all  of  us  as  to  what  shall  finally  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Board. 

Surely  we  all  believe  in  the  principle  of  open 
Covenants  openly  arrived  at. 

After  you  have  digested  this  administrative 
study,  I  think  you  will  conclude  that  it  will 
clarify  much  confusion  which  has  existed  over 
the  years,  that  it  will  give  greater  freedom  of 
action  for  the  teachers  and  administrators,  and 
eventually,  greatly  improve  the  educational 
program  for  our  children. 

Probably  education  has  never  offered  so 
much  opportunity  for  adventure  and  the  real 
thrill  that  comes  from  creative  endeavor,  as  it- 
has  today.  The  post-war  period  seems  at  last 
very  near.  We  shall,  I  am  sure,  have  the  chal- 
lenge of  many  changes,  such  as,  the  return  of 
veterans  who  are  youths  in  age  but  mature  in 
experience — and  their  formal  education  still 
unfinished.  How  shall  we  serve  them? 

The  armed  forces  and  industry  have  un- 
earthed new  methods  of  streamlined  learning. 
How  shall  we  appropriate  them  to  our  use — 
and  to  the  benefit  of  our  children.  A  new  social 
and  economic  era  is  upon  us.  Where  do  we  find 
our  place  and  function  therein?  How  shall  we 
accept  the  responsibility  of  helping  to  safeguard 
the  symbols  and  traditions  of  democracy?  Well 
it  all  adds  up  to  the  greatest  task  the  schools 
have  ever  faced.  . 

We  can  only  measure  up  to  it  if  our  house  is 
in  order,  if  we  think  and  plan  and  work  to- 
gether. 

Finally — "Teaching  is  a  noble  profession  and 
most  of  its  rewards  are  spiritual  satisfactions" 
—But  let  us  not  lose  sight  of  the  opportunity 
that  "The  Shape  of  Things  to  Come" — may 
well  be  the  result  of  our  teaching. 
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Dr.  Karl  L.  Schaupp 
Named  Commissioner 

Dr.  Karl  L.  Schaupp,  obstetrician,  and  past 
president  of  the  California  Medical  Associa- 
tion, was  named  by  Mayor  Roger  D.  Lapham 
to  suceed  to  the  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation created  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Edwin 
R.  Sheldon,  Dr.  Schaupp  was  seated  as  a  com- 
missioner of  Education  at  the  regular  Board 
meeting  on  Tuesday,  September  19. 

In  welcoming  Dr.  Schaupp  to  the  Board, 
Bart  A.  Supple,  acting-president,  said: 

"The  special  order  of  business  is  the  induc- 
tion into  office  of  our  new  commissioner.  It  is  a 
privilege  and  a  pleasure  to  participate  with  my 
fellow  commissioners  of  the  Board  in  extend- 
ing greetings  to  our  new  member  and  to  join  in 
welcoming  him  to  our  midst.  I  know  that  the 
citizens  of  San  Francisco  have  applauded  the 
selection  of  Mayor  Lapham  in  the  appointment 
of  Commissioner  Schaupp.  We  feel  that  his 
talents  and  personality  and  cultural  background 
will  assure  the  successful  operation  of  the  func- 
tions of  our  program.  I  realize  that  Dr.  Schaupp 
is  making  a  considerable  sacrifice  of  time  and 
effort  in  assuming  this  post,  and  we  admire  and 
appreciate  his  stand.

Teachers  Acute 

In  an  effort  to  secure  additional  substitute 
teachers  for  the  elementary,  junior  and  senior 
high  schools  of  San  Francisco  to  relieve  the 
present  emergency,  the  Superintendent  calls 
upon  all  members  of  the  certificated  staff  to  do 
all  possible  to  urge  friends,  relatives,  wives,  or 
husbands,  who  have  had  teaching  experience, 
or  who  have  an  A.  B.  degree,  and  are  interested 
in  teaching,  to  make  application  to  the  Bureau 
of  Personnel. 

An  example  of  this  shortage  is  herein  cited. 
On  Monday,  September  18,  the  Bureau  of  Per- 
sonnel was  short  forty-six  substitute  teachers. 
The  greatest  need  is  in  the  elementary  schools ;

Leave  of  Absence  Rule  Cited 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  addressed 
the  following  communication  to  the  Superin- 
tendent for  transmission  to  members  of  the 
non-certificated  staff  relative  requests  for  leaves 
of  absence: 

"Recently  requests  for  leaves  of  absence  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
for  approval  after  the  employee  has  been 
granted  the  leave  and  left  his  position. 

"We  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  rule  31 — 
Leaves  of  Absence  Without  Pay,  which  states: 

"  'How  Granted:  Requests  for  leaves  of  ab- 
sence without  pay  may  be  granted  by  the  ap- 
pointing officer  under  the  provisions  of  this 
rule,  but  shall  not  become  effective  until  ap- 
proved by  the  Civil  Service  Commission.' 

"Appointing  officers  are  requested  to  observe 
this  rule  and  present  requests  for  leaves  of  ab- 
sence to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  time 
for  the  commission  to  act  upon  them  before 
the  effective  date  of  the  leave.  In  some  instances 
recently,  when  employees  have  been  allowed  to 
leave  prior  to  commission  action,  the  leave  has 
been  disapproved  and  the  employee's  position 
has  been  in  jeopardy."

Travel  Curb  Urged 

His  Honor,  Mayor  Roger  D.  Lapham,  re- 
cently addressed  a  communication  to  all  depart- 
ments of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
requesting  the  cooperation  of  employees  in  re- 
fraining from  unnecessary  travel  during  the 
present  war  emergency. 

Mayor  Lapham's  letter,  the  content  of  which 
the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Superintendent 
were  wholly  in  accord,  read  in  part  as  follows: 

In  cooperation  with  representatives  of  the 
Federal  agencies  affected,  and  of  numerous 
business  concerns  and  organizations  of  the  city, 
our  municipal  government  was  represented  at  a 
meeting  held  here  recently  in  the  main  studio 
of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company.  A 
special  program  was  heard  from  Washington 
and  New  York  during  which  Lt.-Gen.  Brehon 
B.  Somervell  of  the  Army  Service  Forces, 
Colonel  J.  Monroe  Johnson,  director  of  Office 
of  Defense  Transportation,  and  Mayor  F.  H. 
La  Guardia  of  New  York,  president  of  the 
United  States  Conference  of  Mayors,  made 
appeals  to  refrain  from  unnecessary  travel.  .  .  . 
All  stressed  the  necessity  for  providing  as  many 
accommodations  as  possible  for  our  service 
men,  many  of  whom  will  be  on  short  leaves  or 
furloughs  to  visit  their  homes  or  loved  ones 
before  going  overseas.  ...  So  in  the  interests  of 
helping  the  men  and  women  in  uniform  who 
after  all  are  helping  us,  may  I  urge  that  San 
Francisco  City  and  County  employees  cooperate 
to  the  fullest  extent  in  not  traveling  by  train, 
bus  or  airplane  unnecessarily.

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Human  Factor  First 
in  Child  Guidance 

The  following  article  on  child  guidance,  writ- 
ten by  O.  I.  Schmaelzle,  director  of  counseling 
and  guidance  in  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools,  appeared  in  recent  editions  of  the  San 
Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  Examiners,  The 
Chicago  Her  aid- American,  and  the  Detroit 
Examiner: 

We  in  San  Francisco  should  feel  very  fortu- 
nate that  we  have  weathered  the  crisis  of  the 
juvenile  delinquency  wave. 

No  one  organization  or  group  prevented  the 
outbreak  of  serious  gang  riots  or  other  such 
possible  youth  disturbances,  but  the  united  ef- 
fort and  the  close  co-ordination  of  our  many 
public  and  private  organizations. 

From  all  of  this  we  have  learned  at  least 
two  things. 

Major  civic  problems  can  be  solved  by  service 
organizations  in  a  community  working  on  a 
representative  program. 

Secondly,  a  program  is  more  successful  when 
the  participants  think  in  human  terms — in 
terms  of  those  involved. 

In  this  case,  San  Francisco  planned  in  terms 
of  what  you  considered  essential. 

Our  juvenile  delinquency  problem  is  not 
solved  yet.  Our  road  is  much  more  smooth  and 
our  hopes  are  more  comforting. 

The  watchword  should  be  that  of  alertness 
and  continuous  unity  of  action. 

Here,  briefly,  is  a  summary  of  our  youth 
activities  in  the  schools: 

The  third  annual  report  of  the  Department  of 
Counseling  and  Guidance,  among  other  things, 
will  show  that  from  the  standpoint  of  the  em- 
ployers, parents,  and  students  our  work  experi- 
ence plan  and  our  school  placement  program 
have  been  well  received. 

This  program  must  be  strengthened  and  en-

larged,  with  the  idea  of  permanency  developed. 

Late  this  spring  we  called  together  student 
officers  from  our  various  high  schools  who 
agreed  we  should  have  a  citywide  student  coun- 
cil so  that  our  high  school  student  bodies  will 
act  in  a  uniform  manner  on  projects  affecting 
the  teen-age  youth  in  our  schools. 

This  project  should  and  will  be  further  ad- 
vanced this  fall. 

The  personnel  of  the  schools  has  made  an 
excellent  start  in  understanding  and  working 
more  closely  with  case  working  agencies,  rec- 
reation organizations  and  other  community 
service  groups. 

This  in-service  training  should  be  continued, 
keeping  in  mind  the  reason  for  the  existence  of 
these  organizations — the  children. 

Much  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
idea  of  a  community  or  city  counseling  center, 
a  place  where  youth  and  adults  could  go  for  in- 
formation, advice  and  help. 

On  the  stafif  of  this  center,  or  available  for 
service,  should  be  a  social  worker,  a  health 
officer,  a  psychiatrist,  a  psychologist,  a  recrea- 
tional director,  a  vocational  specialist,  and  a 
welfare  representative. 

This  city-supported  counseling  center  should 
be  at  the  service  of  returning  war  veterans  and 
adults,  as  well  as  youth.  Here  would  be  a  pre- 
ventive measure  that  could  analyze,  diagnose 
and  recommend  treatment. 

As  we,  who  are  vitally  interested  in  youth, 
endeavor  to  guide  children  that  they  may  live 
more  satisfying  lives,  let  us  bear  in  mind  that: 
".  .  .  A  child  more  than  all  other  gifts 
That  earth  can  offer 
Brings  hope  with  it  and  forward  looking 
thoughts!'

A  resolution  was  introduced  and  adopted  at 
the  Monday,  October  16,  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  requesting  His  Honor,  Mayor 
Roger  D.  Lapham,  to  appoint  a  Citizens'  Com- 
mittee to  prepare  plans  for  the  community  ob- 
servance of  American  Education  Week — No- 
vember 5  to  11,  inclusive. 

American  Education  Week  is  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  American  Legion,  the  United 
States  Office  of  Education,  the  National  Con- 
gress of  Parents  and  Teachers,  and  the  Na- 
tional Education  Association. 

In  announcing  "Education  for  New  Tasks" 
as  the  general  theme  for  American  Education 
Week,  Lyle  W.  Ashby,  assistant  editor  of  the 
Journal  of  the  National  Education  Association, 
states  that: 

"Evolving  through  the  years,  the  American 
public  school  system  has  become  a  great  and 
powerful  force.  The  ideal  of  free,  universal 
public  education  is  a  unique  contribution  of 
America  to  the  world. 

'  "But  we  cannot  rest  with  our  present  achieve- 
ments in  education.  Perhaps  America  has  come 
to  take  the  schools  too  much  for  granted.  There 
are  many  respects  in  which  our  system  of  edu- 
cation is  in  dire  need  of  attention.  These  prob- 
lems must  be  the  concern  of  the  profession,  the 
layman,  and  leaders  of  our  national  life." 

Superintendent  Curtis  E.  Warren  in  an- 
nouncing the  participation  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools  in  the  observance  said: 
'  "Before  us  loom  the  new  tasks  of  the  post- 
war years  which  only  an  educated  citizenry  can 
hope  to  master.  We  must  plan  for  the  future  in 
America  even  as  our  main  effort  is  resolutely 
focused  upon  the  war.  Labor,  industry,  busi- 
ness, and  government  are  all  looking  ahead.  But 
plans  of  every  kind  will  fail  unless  there  are 
people  capable  of  carrying  them  out.  That  is 
why  we  must  provide  a  good  educational  oppor- 
tunity for  all  our  students  regardless  of  race, 
creed,  or  color. 

"We  spare  no  expense  to  get  people  ready  to 
win  a  war  because  we  know  that  only  a  trained 
people  can  win.  Shall  we  do  less  to  help  our 
young  people  win  the  battles  of  the  peace  to 
come?  American  Education  Week  is  an  oppor- 
tunity to  interpret  the  role  of  education  in  the 
post-war  years  as  well  as  the  present  contribu- 
tion to  the  war  effort. 

*  "Principals   and   teachers   should   begin   to 
make  plans  for  the  observance  of  American 


Education  Week  in  their  schools.  Assemblies, 
various  school  activities,  and  special  programs 
should  be  built  around  the  general  theme  of  the 
Week — 'Education  for  New  Tasks'."

Curb  on  Bean-Shooting  Urged 

The  Superintendent  is  in  receipt  of  the  fol- 
lowing communication  from  Chief  of  Police 
Charles  W.  Dullea  relative  to  the  use  of  bean- 
shooters  by  children  of  school  age: 

"As  you  are  possibly  aware,  we  are  in  the 
midst  of  a  season  of  bean-shooter  activity  on  the 
part  of  school-age  boys.  This  toy,  or  instru- 
ment, enjoys  a  season  of  popularity  every  few 
years,  but  at  present  has  reached  an  all-time 
high.  The  Police  Department  has  received 
numerous  complaints  regarding  boys  shooting 
beans  at  motorists,  and  many  of  these  com- 
plainants state  that  they  have  only  narrowly 
averted  accidents,  after  being  struck  in  the  face 
by  a  bean.  Our  investigations  reveal  that  this 
practice  of  harassing  motorists  is  quite  popular 
with  the  boys  using  bean-shooters. 

"While  we  understand  that  this  is  entirely  a 
police  problem,  we  would  appreciate  your  call- 
ing the  attention  of  the  principals  and  teachers 
to  this  problem  through  the  medium  of  your 
School  Bulletin.  We  feel  sure  that  if  the  teach- 
ers are  asked  to  speak  to  the  children  regarding 
the  use  of  bean-shooters,  stressing  the  danger 
of  personal  injury  to  others,  the  possibility  of 
causing  automobile  accidents,  and  the  waste  of 
important  food  in  wartime,  it  will  help  us  to 
curb  this  vicious  practice."

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Juvenile  Delinquency 
Policies  Outlined 

At  a  recent  meeting  attended  by  Dr.  Curtis 
E.  Warren,  superintendent  of  schools,  and 
George  W.  Ososke,  chief  probation  officer,  and 
other  school  department  and  juvenile  court 
authorities,  the  following  policies  relating  to 
juvenile  delinquency  procedures  were  agreed 
upon  by  all  concerned: 

1.  Written  referrals  may  be  made  to  the  Pro- 
bation Office  by  members  of  the  attendance 
department,  the  child  guidance  services  staff, 
the  office  of  the  Deputy  Superintendent  in 
charge  of  Secondary  Schools,  or  the  Direc- 
tor of  Counseling  and  Guidance. 

2.  In  cases  of  emergency  where  a  serious  sit- 
uation exists  which  cannot  be  immediately 
handled  by  the  above,  the  principal  or  a  vice- 
principal  of  a  school  may  refer  cases. 

3.  The  school  system  through  the  office  of  the 
deputy  superintendent  in  charge  of  secon- 
dary schools  will  accept  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Probation  Office  without  ques- 
tion with  regard  to  change  of  school,  re- 
instatement in  school,  release  from  school, 
transfer  to  Continuation  School,  or  place- 
ment  on  a  work  experience  program  when- 
ever these  recommendations  do  not  conflict 
with  the  school  code  or  the  Child  Labor 
Laws  and  will  offer  the  services  of  the  Child 
Guidance  Services,  the  special  schools,  and 
the  counseling  department  whenever  needed 
and  requested.

Addressing  the  Citizens'  Committee  Chief 
Deputy  Superintendent  of  Schools  John  F. 
Brady  said: 

"This  is  the  twenty-fourth  annual  participa- 
tion of  the  San  Francisco  schools  in  the  cele- 
bration of  American  Education  Week.  It  is  by 
far  one  of  the  most  important  and  significant 
events  in  which  the  schools  have  ever  shared 
and  their  participation  in  it  should  be  stressed. 
Throughout  the  city,  parents  should  be  given  a 
special  invitation  to  visit  the  schools,  see  student 
projects,  talk  with  teachers,  and  find  out  for 
themselves  how  the  young  people  of  today  are 
being  educated  for  victory."

Plans  for  Schools'  Waste 
Paper  Drive  Announced 

Waste  paper  yet  remains  the  Number  One 
priority  on  the  salvage  list,  according  to  national 
authorities,  as  reported  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Cloud, 
chairman  of  the  Schools'  Paper  Salvage  Com- 
mittee. 

The  fall  term  waste  paper  collection  drive 
under  the  auspices  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  will  start  on  Monday,  November  6,  and 
will  be  extended  over  a  period  of  seven  weeks. 

Last  spring,  it  will  be  remembered,  merit 
awards  were  made  of  beautiful  silk  banners  to 
schools  attaining  the  highest  scores  in  the  cam- 
paign. The  Committee  plans  to  add  a  star  to 
these  banners  at  the  end  of  the  current  collec- 
tion period  for  those  schools  meeting  or  exceed- 
ing their  quotas  of  last  year,  and  banners  will 
be  presented  to  those  schools  which  for  the  first 
time  attain  their  quotas. 

The  following  important  suggestions  should 
be  carefully  noted: 

1 — Collections  are  restricted  to  newspapers 
and  magazines,  each  wrapped  separately. 

2 — These  materials  as  brought  to  the  schools 
should  be  securely  tied  in  bundles  of  approxi- 
mately twenty  inches  high  and  weighing  ap- 
proximately forty  pounds. 

3 — Twine  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
bundles  will  be  distributed  to  the  schools 
through  the  regular  school  delivery. 

A — Payments  to  the  schools  on  the  basis  of 
approximately  $12.00  a  ton  will  be  carefully 
handled  through  the  office  of  the  Salvage  for 
Victory  Committee. 

5 — The  gathering  of  papers  and  magazines 
will  proceed  on  the  same  plan  as  last  year. 
Schools  should  stop  the  gathering  of  papers  at 
the  end  of  the  week  preceding  the  pickup.  (For 
illustration:  The  gathering  of  materials  in  Zones 
3  and  4  will  start  in  the  week  of  November  6  as 
given  below,  and  the  pickup  (by  truck)  in  the 
week  of  November  13.) 

6 — Arrangements  for  the  pickup  by  trucks 
have  been  fully  organized,  and  it  is  believed 
that  no  complications  will  arise  at  that  point.

Data  on  Withholding 
Exemption  Certificates 

Under  the  Revenue  Act  for  1944  all  em- 
ployees must  file  a  new  Form  W-4,  Employees' 
Withholding  Exemption  Certificate.  The  Act 
provides  that  this  Exemption  Certificate  must 
be  filed  with  the  employer  on  or  before  Decem- 
ber 1,  1944,  otherwise  the  employer  is  required 
by  law  to  withhold  tax  from  salaries  without 
exemption.

In  order  that  the  forms 
for  each  school  may  come  in  as  a  group,  it  is 
requested  that  employees  forward  these  cer- 
tificates through  principals'  offices.  While  the 
Revenue  Act  allows  the  employees  to  December 
1,  1944  to  file  such  certificate,  it  will  be  appre- 
ciated if  the  certificates  are  forwarded  from  the 
schools  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

stitutions. The  purpose  of  the  survey  is  to  learn 
the  extent  of  teaching  in  California  schools  in 
this  field,  and  to  make  recommendations  based 
on  the  survey  regarding  additional  emphasis 
and  more  intensive  methods  of  teaching  in  this 
field,  at  various  grade  levels. 

A  questionnaire  is  being  sent  to  school  super- 
intendents, supervisors  and  principals  by  the 
California  State  Department  of  Education  as 
an  important  part  of  this  survey.  Dr.  Cooke 
will  make  intensive  studies  in  specific  communi- 
ties, and  hold  conferences  with  teachers  and 
school  administrators.  The  survey  is  made  pos- 
sible by  a  special  grant  of  funds  for  this  purpose 
by  the  Rosenberg  Foundation  of  San  Francisco. 
The  cooperation  of  all  teachers  and  school  ad- 
ministrators is  desired,  in  order  that  the  survey 
may  be  complete  and  the  findings  adequately 
evaluated  and  implemented.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  HILL  SURVEY 

San  Francisco  School  Survey  Approved 


Superintendent  of  Schools  Curtis  E.  Warren 
recommended  to  the  board  of  education  on 
February  15,  1944,  that  a  survey  of  certain 
phases  of  San  Francisco's  educational  system 
be  undertaken.  The  resolution  of  the  board  ap- 
proving the  recommendation  requested  the 
study  of  "administrative  requirements  of  the 
San  Francisco  Schools,  with  particular  consid- 
eration to  the  departments  of  vocational  and 
adult  education."  The  staff  selected  to  under- 
take the  study  included: 

Dr.  Clyde  M.  Hill,  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Yale  University; 

Mr.  H.  A.  Tiemann,  State  Director  Vocation- 
al Education,  Denver,  Colorado ; 

Mr.  Leslie  E.  Brown,  Director  Adult  Educa- 
tion, Springfield,  Illinois ; 

Dr.  Cyril  Houle,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Adult  Education,  Chicago,  Illinois. 

The  survey  staff  presented  the  first  section 
of  their  report  which  deals  with  the  administra- 
tive set-up  in  the  San  Francisco  Schools  on 
August  28th.  In  their  letter  of  transmittal  the 
members  of  the  survey  staff  made  a  number  of 
preliminary  observations.  They  pointed  out  that 
recent  studies  have  been  made  of  the  elemen- 
tary curriculum  and  the  counseling  system  and 
that  bulletins  dealing  with  curriculum  founda- 
tions for  the  secondary  schools,  the  teaching  of 
reading,  and  the  social  studies  have  been  issued. 
They  urge  that  the  administrative  officers  ap- 
pointed under  the  proposed  plan  conduct  thor- 
ough-going studies,  especially  of  the  physical 
plant,  business  administration,  and  personnel 
department,  and  that  the  results  of  these  studies 
be  integrated  into  a  master-plan  for  the  schools 
of  San  Francisco. 

The  Survey  Staff  Outlines 
Basic  Principles 

In  attacking  the  problem  set  by  the  board  of 
education  the  survey  staff  listed  three  limiting 
regulations: 

1.  The  state  Education  Code  makes  educa- 
tion a  function  of  the  state,  not  of  a  mu- 
nicipality. 

2.  The  state  defines  the  function  of  school 
boards  as  being  legislative  and  evaluative 
rather  than  executive. 


3.    By  state  law,  the  executive  functions  of 

school  administration  are  to  be  performed 

by  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

Furthermore,  the  staff  set  down  five  basic 

principles  which  should  govern  any  system  of 

school  administration.  Briefly,  these  are: 

1 .  No  standing  committees  should  be  main- 
tained by  the  board  of  education,  but  the 
board  should  act  as  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  with  special  committees  being  set 
up  when  necessary. 

2.  The  superintendent  of  schools  should  be 
the  only  officer  reporting  directly  to  the 
board.  He  should  be  given  the  powers 
necessary  to  his  fulfilling  his  function  as 
chief  executive  officer  and  be  held  strictly 
accountable  for  results. 

3.  Once  policies  have  been  set  and  duties  and 
responsibilities  defined,  all  officers  and 
employees  should  be  given  freedom  with- 
out interference  to  carry  on  their  work 
with  full  confidence  of  administrative 
support  so  long  as  results  are  satisfactory 
and  ethical  procedures  are  employed. 

4.  Proper  channels  for  the  free  expression 
of  group  or  individual  opinion  should  be 
maintained  and  used. 

5.  The  board  should  adopt  and  maintain  a 
plan  of  organization  in  which  the  respon- 
sibilities and  duties  of  each  member  are 
clearly  defined. 

The  first  duty  of  the  board,  the  report  indi- 
cates, should  be  that  of  adopting  some  such  set 
of  basic  principles.  Once  this  has  been  done  the 
school  administration  can  be  re-organized  to 
bring  it  into  line  with  the  principles  enunciated. 

The  Findings  of  the 
Survey  Staff 

San  Francisco  has  not  lacked  criticism  of  its 
school  system,  the  report  states,  but  most  of  the 
criticism  has  been  non-constructive  or  has  been 
aimed  at  authorities  who  were  not  responsible 
for  the  conditions  criticized.  "There  are  three 
basic  reasons  why  the  administration  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  is  so  frequently  involved  in 
court  action,  so  viciously  denounced  by  indi- 
viduals and  organized  groups,  and  so  torn  by 
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distrust,  suspicion,  and  rivalry  within  the  staff. 
These  three  reasons  are: 

First — The  ways  in  which  and  the  ways  by 
which  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
has,  through  the  provisions  in  its  charter, 
gnarled  its  tentacles,  octopus-like,  around  the 
affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District. 

Second — The  extent  to  which  the  Board  of 
Education  has  assumed  executive  functions  in- 
stead of  serving  as  a  policy-making  body  hold- 
ing the  executive  staff  responsible  for  results 
achieved. 

Third — The  conflict  and  confusion  in  the  or- 
ganization of  the  staff  itself." 

Schools  Considered  a  Department 
of  the  City 

The  situation  in  San  Francisco,  in  which  the 
schools  have  been  considered  by  many  to  be  a 
department  of  the  city  government,  probably 
arises  from  the  fact  that  San  Francisco  is  or- 
ganized as  both  a  city  and  a  county.  Besides  six 
sections  devoted  entirely  to  school  affairs,  the 
city  charter  contains  numerous  provisions 
which  govern  operations  of  the  schools.  Among 
such  provisions  noted  by  the  survey  staff  are 
these: 

1.  The  members  of  the  board  of  education 
are  nominated  by  the  mayor  and  con- 
firmed or  rejected  by  the  electors  at  a  sub- 
sequent election. 

2.  Tenure  is  granted,  after  three  years,  not 
only  to  teachers,  but  to  department  heads, 
vice-principals,  principals,  supervisors, 
and  directors. 

3.  Non-certificated  positions  in  the  schools 
are  filled  by  the  civil  service  commission. 

Board  Assumes  Executive 
Functions 

It  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  lay  control 
of  education  that  the  board  shall  function  as  a 
legislative  body,  leaving  the  executive  function 
to  the  superintendent.  In  spite  of  this  principle 
and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  state  Education 
Code  makes  the  superintendent  the  chief  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  board,  "no  superintendent  in 
the  past  twenty-five  years  has  been  permitted, 
by  the  board,  to  be  its  executive  officer.  Board 
members,  individually  and  collectively,  have 
taken  executive  authority  into  their  own  hands, 
thus  denying  the  schools  the  advantage  of 
trained  educational  leadership  for  which  the 
district  is  paying  a  superintendent's  salary." 

To  clarify  the  position  of  the  survey  staff 
concerning  the  proper  functions  of  a  board  of 
education  the  report  includes  the  results  of  a 
study  made  by  Professors  Hart  and  Peterson  of 
the  University  of  California,  in  which  256  mem- 


bers of  some  95  school  boards  in  California 
voiced  approval  or  disapproval  of  certain  prac- 
tices. Among  the  practices  receiving  almost 
unanimous  approval  were  these: 

1 .  Boards  should  not  maintain  standing  com- 
mittees. 

2.  Boards  should  make  the  superintendent 
the  chief  executive  officer  with  full  power. 

3.  The  board  should  devote  itself  only  to 
oversight  and  control  of  the  school  sys- 
tem. 

4.  The  function  of  every  member  of  the 
service  should  be  clearly  defined. 

5.  There  should  be  only  one  justification  for 
any  proposal:  "Is  it  necessary  to  the  run- 
ning of  good  schools?" 

6.  The  board  should  receive  frequent  reports 
from  the  superintendent  with  recommen- 
dations for  action. 

7.  Once  a  month  is  often  enough  for  a  board 
to  meet. 

8.  The  board  should  supply  funds,  supervise 
expenditure,  and  determine  the  policy  and 
future  extension  of  the  school  system. 

9.  The  board  is  appointed,  not  to  do  the 
work  of  running  the  schools,  but  to  get  it 
done. 

In  San  Francisco,  the  report  states,  the  Board 
of  Education  has  resolved  itself  into  seven 
standing  committees  and  because  of  this  "the 
San  Francisco  Schools  have  suffered  far  too 
much  and  too  long  from  the  efforts,  however 
well-intentioned,  of  individuals  on  standing 
committees  who  have  assumed  that  they  have 
some  specialized  function  to  perform,  and  thus 
have  supplanted  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  in  some  instances  the  Board  itself."  More- 
over, the  minutes  of  the  weekly  board  meetings 
are  a  "veritable  encyclopedia  of  details  that 
should  have  been  acted  upon  by  the  superin- 
tendent under  standing  authority  established  in 
a  board  policy."  Finally,  the  rules  of  the  board 
give  the  staff  a  triple-headed  organization  with 
the  superintendent  of  schools,  the  secretary  of 
the  board,  and  the  administrative  advisor  all 
reporting  directly  to  the  board. 

Conflict  and  Confusion 
in  Staff  Organization 

Turning  to  the  organization  of  the  adminis- 
trative staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Schools  the 
report  states: 

"The  third  basic  reason  for  the  ills  of  the  San 
Francisco  Schools  is  the  conflict,  confusion,  and 
obscure  definition  of  relationships  in  the  organ- 
ization of  the  staff.  It  is  not  difficult  to  under- 
stand why  so  many  of  the  administrative  and 
supervisory  officers  of  the  staff  are  confused 
and  confounded  as  to  their  place  and  function  in 
the  system.  Nor  is  it  difficult  to  see  why  so  many 
find  themselves  'brushed-off,'  excluded,  or 
otherwise  denied  admission  to  the  areas  where 
they  think  their  services  belong.  The  inevitable 
outcome  of  such  illogical  and  ill-defined  rela- 
tionships is  suspicion,  distrust,  rivalry,  and  an- 
tagonism   between    individuals    and    between 
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Organization  Chart  P 

groups.  The  present  staff  organization  is  ob 
viously  the  product  of  a  process  of  administra 
tive  juggling  dictated  by  pressure  to  fit  the  or 
ganization  to  the  personnel  rather  than  to  th 
services  to  be  rendered  to  the  school  system. 

Thorough-going  Reorganization 
Recommended  by  Survey  Staff 

The  survey  staff  recommended  a  thorough 
going  reorganization  of  the  administrative  set 
up  of  the  San  Francisco  Schools.  They  urgec 
revision  of  portions  of  the  city  charter,  adop 
tion  by  the  board  of  a  set  of  basic  principle 
which  would  express  the  philosophy  unde 
which  the  board  would  operate,  a  clear-cu 
division  of  authority  between  the  board  and  th 
superintendent,  and  a  reorganization  of  the  ad 
ministrative  staff  so  that  lines  of  authorit] 
would  be  clearly  drawn. 

Revision  of  City 
Charter  Urged 

The  first  of  the  two  most  critical  recommen 
dations  made  by  the  survey  staff  was  that  "; 
technically  qualified  committee  be  appointed  b] 
the  board  of  education  to  make  a  searching 
study  of  the  Charter  for  the  purpose  of  dis 
covering  every  provision  which  directly  or  in 
directly,  specifically  or  by  implication,  refer 
to  the  affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Unifiec 
School  District  and  that  this  committee  draf 
such  proposed  amendments  as  necessary  to  re 
move  from  the  charter  all  provisions  that  serv 
to  subordinate  the  control,  administration,  an< 


The  report  further  recommends  that  the 
board  delegate  all  executive  authority  to  the 
superintendent.  "The  survey  staff,  therefore, 
recommends  that  the  board  of  education  make 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  its  executive  of- 
ficer in  fact,  that  they  give  him  full  powers  and 
responsibilities,  and  that  they  hold  him  and  him 
alone  accountable  for  the  successful  conduct  of 
all  departments  of  the  system  including  educa- 
tion, business  management,  physical  properties, 
and  all  records  and  reports.  It  follows  logically 
that  the  superintendent  should  be  empowered 
by  the  board  to  recommend  to  the  board  the  em- 
ployment, transfer,  or  dismissal  of  all  employ- 
ees of  the  board,  including  both  certificated  and 
non-certificated  personnel." 

Board  Functions 
Suggested 

The  survey  staff  noted  that  the  delegation  by 
the  board  of  all  executive  power  to  the  superin- 
tendent would  not  only  insure  the  proper  ad- 
ministration of  the  schools  and  free  the  board 
from  the  over-burdening  mass  of  administra- 
tive details  but  would  also  give  the  board  the 
time  necessary  to  consider  the  many  problems 
of  policy  which  must  be  solved  if  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Schools  are  to  keep  pace  with  the  times. 
Among  the  questions  posed  by  the  survey  staff 
as  proper  for  board  consideration  and  urgently 
in  need  of  attention  are  these: 

1.  "Is  the  San  Francisco  School  system  on 
the  alert  and  prepared  to  cope  with  the 
problems  of  providing  the  kind  of  educa- 
tional opportunity  that  will  be  appropri- 
ate for  the  returning  servicemen  and 
women  whose  education  and  chance  in 
life  have  been  interrupted  by  the  war? 

2.  Are  the  San  Francisco  Schools  recogniz- 
ing, through  the  curriculum  offered,  the 
changed  position  of  this  country  as  a  re- 
sult of  this  war? 

3.  Do  the  San  Francisco  Schools  provide  an 
adult  educational  program  geared  to  the 
speed  with  which  changes  are  taking  place 
in  mid-twentieth  century  living  ? 

4.  Is  organized  education  in  San  Francisco 
making  its  full  contribution  to  the  devel- 
opment of  responsible  citizenship  on  the 
part  of  its  patrons? 

5.  What  is  being  done  through  the  schools  to 
solve  the  problems  of  race  conflict  that 
threaten  the  security  of  our  country  ? 

6.  Are  the  schools  contributing  to  better  un- 
derstanding and  cooperation  between 
contending  and  conflicting  economic 
groups  within  the  area  ? 

7.  Is  the  school  system  fostering,  preserving, 
and  extending  the  high  achievement  in 
art,  music,  drama,  and  culture  for  which 
the  city  of  San  Francisco  has  long  been 
recognized  ? 

8.  Are  the  individual  schools  within  the  sys- 
tem significant  factors  in  achieving  a  high 
type  of  community  life  within  the  area 
served  by  the  schools? 
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distrust,  suspicion,  and  rivalry  within  the  staff. 
These  three  reasons  are: 

First — The  ways  in  which  and  the  ways  by 
which  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
has,  through  the  provisions  in  its  charter, 
gnarled  its  tentacles,  octopus-like,  around  the 
affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District. 

Second — The  extent  to  which  the  Board  of 
Education  has  assumed  executive  functions  in- 
stead of  serving  as  a  policy-making  body  hold- 
ing the  executive  staff  responsible  for  results 
achieved. 

Third — The  conflict  and  confusion  in  the  or- 
ganization of  the  staff  itself." 

Schools  Considered  a  Department 
of  the  City 

The  situation  in  San  Francisco,  in  which  the 
schools  have  been  considered  by  many  to  be  a 
department  of  the  city  government,  probably 
arises  from  the  fact  that  San  Francisco  is  or- 
ganized as  both  a  city  and  a  county.  Besides  six 
sections  devoted  entirely  to  school  affairs,  the 
city  charter  contains  numerous  provisions 
which  govern  operations  of  the  schools.  Among 
such  provisions  noted  by  the  survey  staff  are 
these: 

1.  The  members  of  the  board  of  education 
are  nominated  by  the  mayor  and  con- 
firmed or  rejected  by  the  electors  at  a  sub- 
sequent election. 

2.  Tenure  is  granted,  after  three  years,  not 
only  to  teachers,  but  to  department  heads, 
vice-principals,  principals,  supervisors, 
and  directors. 

3.  Non-certificated  positions  in  the  schools 
are  filled  by  the  civil  service  commission. 

Board  Assumes  Executive 
Functions 

It  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  lay  control 
of  education  that  the  board  shall  function  as  a 
legislative  body,  leaving  the  executive  function 
to  the  superintendent.  In  spite  of  this  principle 
and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  state  Education 
Code  makes  the  superintendent  the  chief  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  board,  "no  superintendent  in 
the  past  twenty-five  years  has  been  permitted, 
by  the  board,  to  be  its  executive  officer.  Board 
members,  individually  and  collectively,  have 
taken  executive  authority  into  their  own  hands, 
thus  denying  the  schools  the  advantage  of 
trained  educational  leadership  for  which  the 
district  is  paying  a  superintendent's  salary." 

To  clarify  the  position  of  the  survey  staff 
concerning  the  proper  functions  of  a  board  of 
education  the  report  includes  the  results  of  a 
study  made  by  Professors  Hart  and  Peterson  of 
the  University  of  California,  in  which  256  mem- 


bers of  some  95  school  boards  in  California 
voiced  approval  or  disapproval  of  certain  prac- 
tices. Among  the  practices  receiving  almost 
unanimous  approval  were  these: 

1 .  Boards  should  not  maintain  standing  com- 
mittees. 

2.  Boards  should  make  the  superintendent 
the  chief  executive  officer  with  full  power. 

3.  The  board  should  devote  itself  only  to 
oversight  and  control  of  the  school  sys- 
tem. 

4.  The  function  of  every  member  of  the 
service  should  be  clearly  defined. 

5.  There  should  be  only  one  justification  for 
any  proposal:  "Is  it  necessary  to  the  run- 
ning of  good  schools?" 

6.  The  board  should  receive  frequent  reports 
from  the  superintendent  with  recommen- 
dations for  action. 

7.  Once  a  month  is  often  enough  for  a  board 
to  meet. 

8.  The  board  should  supply  funds,  supervise 
expenditure,  and  determine  the  policy  and 
future  extension  of  the  school  system. 

9.  The  board  is  appointed,  not  to  do  the 
work  of  running  the  schools,  but  to  get  it 
done. 

In  San  Francisco,  the  report  states,  the  Board 
of  Education  has  resolved  itself  into  seven 
standing  committees  and  because  of  this  "the 
San  Francisco  Schools  have  suffered  far  too 
much  and  too  long  from  the  efforts,  however 
well-intentioned,  of  individuals  on  standing 
committees  who  have  assumed  that  they  have 
some  specialized  function  to  perform,  and  thus 
have  supplanted  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  in  some  instances  the  Board  itself."  More- 
over, the  minutes  of  the  weekly  board  meetings 
are  a  "veritable  encyclopedia  of  details  that 
should  have  been  acted  upon  by  the  superin- 
tendent under  standing  authority  established  in 
a  board  policy."  Finally,  the  rules  of  the  board 
give  the  staff  a  triple-headed  organization  with 
the  superintendent  of  schools,  the  secretary  of 
the  board,  and  the  administrative  advisor  all 
reporting  directly  to  the  board. 

Conflict  and  Confusion 
in  Staff  Organization 

Turning  to  the  organization  of  the  adminis- 
trative staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Schools  the 
report  states: 

"The  third  basic  reason  for  the  ills  of  the  San 
Francisco  Schools  is  the  conflict,  confusion,  and 
obscure  definition  of  relationships  in  the  organ- 
ization of  the  staff.  It  is  not  difficult  to  under- 
stand why  so  many  of  the  administrative  and 
supervisory  officers  of  the  staff  are  confused 
and  confounded  as  to  their  place  and  function  in 
the  system.  Nor  is  it  difficult  to  see  why  so  many 
find  themselves  'brushed-off,'  excluded,  or 
otherwise  denied  admission  to  the  areas  where 
they  think  their  services  belong.  The  inevitable 
outcome  of  such  illogical  and  ill-defined  rela- 
tionships is  suspicion,  distrust,  rivalry,  and  an- 
tagonism   between    individuals    and    between 
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groups.  The  present  staff  organization  is  ob- 
viously the  product  of  a  process  of  administra- 
tive juggling  dictated  by  pressure  to  fit  the  or- 
ganization to  the  personnel  rather  than  to  the 
services  to  be  rendered  to  the  school  system." 

Thorough-going  Reorganization 
Recommended  by  Survey  Staff 

The  survey  staff  recommended  a  thorough- 
going reorganization  of  the  administrative  set- 
up of  the  San  Francisco  Schools.  They  urged 
revision  of  portions  of  the  city  charter,  adop- 
tion by  the  board  of  a  set  of  basic  principles 
which  would  express  the  philosophy  under 
which  the  board  would  operate,  a  clear-cut 
division  of  authority  between  the  board  and  the 
superintendent,  and  a  reorganization  of  the  ad- 
ministrative staff  so  that  lines  of  authority 
would  be  clearly  drawn. 

Revision  of  City 
Charter  Urged 

The  first  of  the  two  most  critical  recommen- 
dations made  by  the  survey  staff  was  that  "a 
technically  qualified  committee  be  appointed  by 
the  board  of  education  to  make  a  searching 
study  of  the  Charter  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
covering every  provision  which  directly  or  in- 
directly, specifically  or  by  implication,  refers 
to  the  affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  and  that  this  committee  draft 
such  proposed  amendments  as  necessary  to  re- 
move from  the  charter  all  provisions  that  serve 
to  subordinate  the  control,  administration,  and 


supervision  of  the  schools  of  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  District  to  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco." 

Code  of  Principles  Suggested 
for  the  Board  of  Education 

The  second  critical  recommendation  is  that 
the  board  adopt  the  principles  and  procedures 
outlined  in  the  Hart- Peterson  study.  Prominent 
among  the  principles  enunciated  in  this  study  is 
the  recommendation  that  the  board  abolish  all 
of  its  standing  committees.  At  the  present  time 
the  board  operates  through  the  medium  of  seven 
standing  committees  each  consisting  of  three 
members.  These  committees  by  function  are 
Finance,  Educational  Functions,  Legal,  Physi- 
cal Properties,  Welfare,  Rental,  and  Educa- 
tional Bureaus.  "Men  and  women,"  says  the 
report,  "are  not  selected  to  serve  on  boards  of 
education  because  of  some  special  knowledge 
but  rather  because  it  is  assumed  that  they  are 
public-spirited  citizens  of  integrity,  general 
ability,  vision,  and  interest  in  the  educational 
welfare  of  the  community." 

The  report  also  urges  that  the  present  prac- 
tice of  weekly  board  meetings  be  changed  by 
eliminating  a  vast  number  of  administrative 
details  from  the  agenda  so  that  the  number  of 
meetings  can  eventually  be  reduced  to  one  each 
month.  This  can  be  accomplished,  according  to 
the  report,  if  the  board  adopts  the  principle  that 
each  board  decision  shall  constitute  a  board 
policy  to  be  followed  by  the  superintendent  in 
all  similar  cases  without  reference  to  the  board. 
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School  Functions  Grouped 
Under  Two  Departments 

The  report  recommends  the  abolition  of  the 
present  system  of  deputy  superintendents  and 
proposes  that  all  school  functions  be  placed 
under  the  control  of  two  associate  superintend- 
ents who  would  report  directly  to  the  superin- 
tendent. The  first  of  these  associates  is  given 
supervision  of  all  non-instructional  affairs  and 
thus  would  become  the  schools'  business  man- 
ager. In  this  department  would  be  handled  all 
of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  schools,  the  con- 
struction, maintenance,  and  operation  of  all 
buildings  and  property,  and  the  purchase  and 
storage  of  all  supplies  and  equipment. 

The  second  associate  superintendent  is  given 
two  functions.  The  first  is  that  of  control  and 
management  of  all  instruction  in  the  schools 
and  the  second  is  that  of  coordinating  all  staff 
functions  of  the  schools.  Directly  responsible  to 
the  associate  superintendent  in  charge  of  in- 
struction are  three  assistant  superintendents 
who  have  supervision  of  the  elementary,  sec- 
ondary, and  adult  and  vocational  schools  re- 
spectively. The  assistant  superintendent  of  sec- 
ondary education  is  charged  with  the  direction 
of  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  and  the 
junior  college.  Reporting  directly  to  the  assis- 
tant superintendent  of  vocational  and  adult 
education  are  two  directors.  The  director  of 
adult  education  has  charge  of  all  day  and  even- 
ing adult  classes,  the  adult  forums,  and  com- 
munity centers.  The  director  of  vocational  edu- 
cation is  assigned  the  responsibility  of  directing 
trade  and  industrial  education,  business  and  dis- 
tributive education,  trade  schools,  continuation 
schools,  and  all  day  and  evening  vocational 
classes.  It  would  be  the  function  of  his  depart- 
ment to  maintain  a  vocational  information  and 
placement  service. 

Associate  Superintendent  in 
Charge  of  Staff  Services 

The  survey  staff  recommends  that  all  of  the 
many  staff  services  which  are  necessary  in  the 
San  Francisco  Schools  be  placed  in  direct 
charge  of  the  associate  superintendent  of  in- 
struction. Such  a  plan  eliminates  the  overlap- 
ping and  confusion  which  might  result  if  the 
staff  personnel  were  assigned  by  school  levels. 
Under  the  proposed  plan  the  staff  personnel 


would  function  under  the  direction  of  the 
proper  assistant  superintendent  when  they  were 
operating  in  the  particular  schools.  The  staff 
services  provided  for  by  the  report  are  cur- 
riculum and  guidance,  student  personnel  and 
attendance,  special  subjects  and  schools,  special 
services  to  handicapped  children,  libraries  and 
instructional  aids,  special  war  services,  and  re- 
search and  investigation. 

Personnel  Board 
Recommended 

"In  order  that  this  department  may  represent 
the  pooled  thought,  judgment,  and  experience 
of  all  executives  who  are  responsible  for  in- 
struction, the  Survey  Staff  recommends  that  a 
Personnel  Board  comprising  the  Associate  Su- 
perintendent of  Instruction  and  the  Assistant 
Superintendents  be  established  with  an  Execu- 
tive Secretary  to  function  under  the  Personnel 
Board."  Under  the  present  provisions  of  the 
city  charter  the  non-certificated  personnel  is 
requisitioned  from  the  city  civil  service  lists. 
The  report  recommends  that  if  this  restriction 
is  removed  the  personnel  board  should  function 
in  the  same  way  for  the  non-certificated  person- 
nel as  it  does  for  the  certificated  staff.  When 
non-certificated  personnel  is  under  considera- 
tion, the  associate  superintendent  of  non- 
instructional  affairs  would  sit  as  a  member  of 
the  board. 

Progress  to  Date 

The  report  submitted  to  the  board  on  August 
28th  was  only  the  first  section  of  the  whole.  Still 
to  be  presented  are  sections  dealing  with  adult 
and  vocational  education  in  San  Francisco.  On 
September  the  8th  the  board  adopted  the  five 
basic  principles  of  the  Hill  Report.  Superin- 
tendent Warren  has  submitted  to  the  board  an 
administrative  code  which  embodies  the  basic 
educational  philosophy  expressed  in  the  report 
and  defines  the  relationship  between  the  board 
and  the  superintendent.  This  will  be  followed 
by  an  administrative  chart  and  a  plan  of  organi- 
zation in  which  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  all  employees  of  the  school  system  will  be 
defined.  The  final  step  will  be  the  selection  of 
suitable  personnel  to  put  the  new  administrative 
set-up  into  actual  operation.

Delivery  Date  Set  for 
November  Timerolls 

November  timerolls  for  all  day  schools,  in- 
cluding Samuel  Gompers  Day  Division,  must 
be  delivered  to  the  Payroll  Department  on 
Tuesday  mornnig,  November  28.  The  time  for 
November  29  and  30  should  be  anticipated. 
There  are  20  teaching  days  in  November.  Mark 
Thursday,  November  23,  Thanksgiving  Day, 
with  the  symbol  "H"  and  also  the  following 
day,  Friday,  November  24.  Sick  leave  applica- 
tions should  be  mailed  immediately  to  the  Pay- 
roll Department.  When  there  is  no  substitute 
available  please  mark  on  the  sick  leave  form — 
NO  SUBSTITUTE. 

Evening  schools  must  deliver  their  timerolls 
on  Wednesday  morning,  November  29.  The 
time  for  November  29  and  30  should  be  antici- 
pated. November  23,  Thanksgiving  Day,  should 
be  marked  with  the  symbol  "H,"  and  November 
24,  institute,  should  be  marked  with  the  symbol 
"W."  Evening  schools  with  5  sessions  have  21 
teaching  evenings,  and  evening  schools  with  4 
sessions  have  18  evennigs  (including  Institute 
marked  with  the  symbol  "W") . 

Timerolls  for  clerks  and  janitors  must  be  de- 
livered with  the  teachers'  timerolls.  There  are 
15  working  days  in  the  last  half  of  November, 
with  the  exception  of  elementary  school  clerks 
who  will  work  9  days.  The  Payroll  Department 
is  still  receiving  some  janitorial  rolls  marked 
with  the  symbol  "W."  Since  July  1,  1944,  the 
symbol  for  janitors  has  been  8  to  show  the 
number  of  hours  worked,  and  the  symbol  7  for 
clerks.  The  Civil  Service  timeroll  division  has 
complained  about  the  use  of  incorrect  symbols. 
When  sick  leave  occurs  on  the  Friday  preceding 
Saturday  and  Sunday  and  on  the  following 
Monday  each  day  within  the  period  must  show 
"SLP"  if  the  employee  is  absent  with  pay  due 
to  illness,  or  "SL"  if  absent  without  pay  due 
to  illness.  In  these  instances  the  symbol  "H" 
would  not  show  on  the  Saturday  and  Sunday.

Letter  on  Children's 
Health  Being  Distributed 

During  the  week  of  November  27,  a  circular 
letter  addressed  to  parents  regarding  health 
suggestions  for  children  will  be  delivered  to  the 
elementary,  junior  and  senior  high  schools 
through  the  regular  school  delivery. 

The  letter  has  been  prepared  by  Mrs.  Her- 
mann Sommer,  director  of  health,  and  Mrs. 
John  Olsen,  child  hygiene  chairman  for  San 
Francisco  Second  District,  California  Congress 
of  Parents  and  Teachers,  and  principals  are  re- 
quested to  have  teachers  distribute  them  to  their 
students  to  bring  home  to  parents. 

"  .  .  The  Mail  Must  Go  Through" 

Postmaster  General  Frank  Walker  has  given 
the  astounding  information  that  during  the  year 
1943  there  were  15,437,258  letters  received  in 
the  Dead  Letter  Office  of  the  Postoffice;  that 
376,628  of  these  contained  valuable  enclosures ; 
and  that  there  were  $195,733  contained  in  these 
letters.  In  1942  there  were  14,990,943  dead 
letters,  357,802  with  valuable  enclosures,  and 
$133,077  in  money.  In  1941  the  number  of  dead 
letters  was  13,744,889,  with  319,305  containing 
valuable  enclosures  and  $94,058  in  money. 

"This  is  not  a  new  problem,"  said  Postmaster 
Walker.  "The  public  hears  of  it  frequently 
through  the  announcements  of  the  sale  of  par- 
cels at  the  dead  letter  office.  The  Postal  Service, 
in  discharging  its  responsibility  of  delivering 
mail  speedily  and  accurately,  is  hampered  by  in- 
correct addresses.  This  is  especially  disturbing 
to  them  in  dealing  with  the  mails  which  are 
considered  of  paramount  importance — letters 
to  and  from  the  armed  forces.  Morale  suffers 
because  a  large  percentage  of  the  mail  is  not 
correctly  addressed. 

"The  extraordinary  accomplishments  of  the 
schools  of  America  make  me  confident  that  they 
can  be  of  great  help.  It  is  not  alone  that  you,  as 
teachers,  will  be  training  the  children  who  will 
be  the  writers  of  the  correspondence  of  tomor- 
row ;  but  children  are  often  the  teachers  of  their 
parents,  and  a  good  practice  may  well  be  passed 
on  from  children  to  their  elders.  Any  effort  on 
the  part  of  the  elementary  schools  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  nation  as  a  whole  to  bring  about 
better  postal  service  will  be  worthy  of  com- 
mendation."

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Teachers  Join  in  Campaign  to  Hold  Living  Costs  Down

Dr.  Paul  Leonard  of  Stanford  University 
was  the  principal  speaker  at  a  "closed  circuit" 
broadcast  given  at  the  San  Francisco  Blue  Net- 
work Studios  on  Thursday  afternoon,  Novem- 
ber 16,  after  Chester  Bowles  of  the  Office  of 
Price  Administration  was  heard  from  Wash- 
ington in  a  plea  to  all  groups  to  "team  up  to 
keep  prices  down." 

Two  hundred  teachers  from  San  Francisco 
heard  from  Dr.  Leonard  the  story  of  how  infla- 
tion ate  away  one-third  of  the  national  savings 
after  the  last  war,  supplemented  by  a  visual 
demonstration  after  Mr.  Bowles'  broadcast. 

The  educational  side  of  radio  was  discussed 
by  Maurice  Rider,  radio  administrator  for 
OPA. 

Superintendent  Warren  in  his  invitation  to 
the  Thursday  meeting  said : 

"As  teachers  we  need  not  be  reminded  that 
our  interest  in  the  subject  of  living  costs  is  two- 
fold, both  academic  and  professional.  In  line 
with  this  thought  a  few  minutes  might  be  de- 
voted at  your  next  faculty  meeting  to  hearing  a 


teacher  tell  what  national  leaders  suggest  to 
prevent  inflation." 

Robert  B.  Parks,  San  Francisco  district  direc- 
tor of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration,  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  in  part,  as  follows: 

"The  schools  and  the  teachers  have  been  of 
immeasurable  help  to  us  from  the  very  begin- 
ning. When  faced  with  the  problem  of  sugar- 
rationing  and  of  issuing  130  million  Ration 
Books  No.  1,  the  Office  of  Price  Administration 
turned  to  the  schools  for  help.  The  schools  re- 
sponded willingly  and  efficiently. 

"Later,  they  cooperated  whole-heartedly  in 
the  Home  Pledge  Campaign.  And  more  recent- 
ly, when  the  nation  was  faced  with  a  serious 
problem  of  unendorsed  gasoline  coupons,  the 
teachers  once  more  came  to  the  rescue  by  mak- 
ing the  youngsters  in  the  schools  aware  of  the 
problem  and  by  encouraging  them  to  help  at 
home  with  the  endorsements." 

In  commenting  upon  the  urgent  need  for 
price  control  in  the  immediate  future,  Mr. 
Parks  stressed  the  part  which  he  hoped  the

Record  of  Illness  Due  Monthly 

Forms  will  be  sent  to  all  schools  upon  which 
to  record  absences  of  three  or  more  days  due  to 
illnesses  which  occurred  during  the  school 
month  November  6  to  November  29,  inclusive. 
The  forms  have  been  simplified  as  much  as 
state  and  local  requirements  permit  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  work  of  compilation  can  be  ac- 
complished by  school  clerks  with  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  visiting  school  nurses. 

In  elementary  schools  the  information  is  re- 
quired for  pupils  in  kindergarten  to  eighth 
grade  inclusive,  and  all  special  classes.  Teachers 
are  urged  to  record  the  absences  in  the  Record 
of  Daily  Absence  book  so  completely  that  the 
clerk  can  obtain  the  required  information  from 
this  record.  A  clerk  from  the  central  office  will 
visit  elementary  schools  not  having  a  clerk  dur- 
ing the  early  part  of  the  month  to  compile  the 
information. 

Reports  are  due  at  the  Bureau  of  Research 
fifteen  days  after  the  close  of  the  previous 
school  month.  All  reports^should  be  signed  by 
the  principal  of  the  school  and  the  school  nurse 
before  being  forwarded.

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Death  Calls  Wm.  A.  Wieland, 
Galileo  Principal 

Death  came  to  William  A.  Wieland  at  his 
home  in  San  Francisco  on  Monday,  November 
27,  ending  some  twenty  years  of  service  in  the

San  Francisco  Public  Schools.  During  that  time 
he  had  endeared  himself  alike  to  students, 
teachers  and  parents.  The  illness  of  several 
months  duration,  which  resulted  in  his  death, 
began  as  an  injury  suffered  while  fighting  a 
forest  fire  in  the  Feather  River  Country  two 
years  ago. 

Mr.  Wieland,  who  served  as  captain  in  the 
first  World  War,  was  born  in  Alameda  and  at- 
tended the  University  of  California,  graduat- 
ing in  1914.  At  the  close  of  the  first  World  War 
he  spent  several  months  doing  Red  Cross  work 
in  various  countries  of  Europe.  While  in  France 
he  attended  the  Corbonne,  specializing  in  the 
study  of  languages. 

He  entered  the  San  Francisco  Schools  as  a 
probationary  teacher  in  1925,  being  assigned 
to  Mission  High  School  as  an  instructor  in 
physical  education.  When  George  Washington 
High  School  opened  in  1936,  Mr.  Wieland  be- 
came its  first  vice-principal.  Not  only  did  he 
assist  in  the  organization  of  instruction,  but  to 
him  fell  the  task  of  initiating  many  of  the

Time  of  Arrival  at  School 

The  rule  of  the  Board  of  Education  quoted 
below  should  be  observed  by  principals  and 
teachers.  Adjustments  in  the  time  of  arrival  at 
school  should  be  made  in  conformity  to  the  rule 
and  to  the  opening  hours  approved  for  indi- 
vidual schools. 

Article  XI,  Section  b:  All  teachers  regularly 
assigned  to  a  school  shall  be  at  their  respective 
desks  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before  the  regular 
opening  of  the  school.  Teachers  must  remain 
on  duty  until  the  regular  closing  unless  directed 
otherwise  by  the  Superintendent  or  excused  by 
the  principal  in  cases  of  emergency,  under 
which  circumstances  the  principal  shall  make 
report  to  the  Superintendent.  No  teacher  shall 
begin  preparation  for  leaving  the  school  build- 
ing at  the  close  of  his  school  day  until  the  pupils 
under  his  charge  shall  have  been  dismissed 
from  the  building. 

Primary  teachers  should  remain  in  the 
schools  until  the  hour  of  dismissal  for  the 
upper  grades.

routines  which  are  necessary  to  the  functioning 

of  a  good  school. 

On  July  1,  1940,  Mr.  Wieland  was  appointed 
principal  of  Galileo  High  School.  He  was  active 
at  all  times  in  civic  and  community  affairs. 
While  at  George  Washington  High  School  he 
organized  the  Richmond  District  Coordinating 
Council  and  made  that  council  the  outstanding 
group  in  directing  the  work  of  the  youth-serv- 
ing agencies  of  the  community.  Upon  assuming 
his  duties  at  Galileo  High  School  he  became  the 
chairman  of  the  Central  District  Coordinating 
Council,  bringing  to  it  the  same  aggressive 
leadership  that  had  characterized  his  work  with 
the  Richmond  Council. 

William  Wieland's  interest  in  boys  extended 
far  beyond  the  contacts  made  in  the  schools. 
He  was  an  active  leader  in  both  Boy  Scout  and 
Sea  Scout  work  and  a  member  of  Zane  Irwin 
Post,  American  Legion.

Community  leaders  from  all  walks  of  life 
joined  in  paying  tribute  to  more  than  three 
years  of  service  rendered  by  the  Hon.  Harry  I. 
■  Christie,  commission- 
er of  education,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Education  held  on 
Tuesday,  November 
14.  The  occasion  was 
the  announcement  by 
Mr.  Christie  of  his 
resignation  from  the 
Board  which  had  hon- 
ored him  by  electing 
him  its  president  for 
two  successive  terms. 
The  following  trib- 
ute to  Commissioner 
Christie  was  extend- 
ed by  Vice-President 
Bart  A.  Supple  on  behalf  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Education  as  Mr.  Christie's  resig- 
nation was  accepted.  Speaking  for  the  Board, 
Vice-President  Supple  said: 

"We  received  with  regret  the  tetter  from 
His  Honor  the  Mayor,  accepting  the  resig- 
nation of  the  Honorable  Harry  I.  Christie  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.  We  are 
reminded  that  Mr.  Christie  was  first  appointed 
a  member  of  the  Board  on  October  1, 1941,  and 
on  January  8, 1942  was  reappointed  for  a  term 
to  succeed  himself.  On  January  12,  1943  he 
was  elected  President  of  the  Board,  in  which 
capacity  he  has  served  since. 

"In  his  role  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  as  President  thereof,  Mr. 
Christie  has  served  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
zvith  fidelity  and  distinction.  He  has  devoted 
himself  unselfishly  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
public  schools  and  his  influence  will  be  mani- 
fested for  many  years  to  come. 

"We  have  always  felt  that  Mr.  Christie  has 
acted  in  accordance  with  his  sincere  convictions 
in  establishing  policies  which  he  believed  would 
reflect  a  higher  standard  of  efficiency  in  the 
school  system  of  San  Francisco.  He  has  given 
generously,  quietly,  and  without  any  reserva- 
tion to  the  hard  work  and  labor  and  study  in 
this  work.  We  shall  miss  his  sound  counsel,  and 
we  deem  it  a  privilege  to  have  served  with  him. 
We  regret  that  he  will  be  away  from  San  Fran- 
cisco but  we  wish  him  success  in  his  work 
ivhich  calls  him  from  San  Francisco  and  which 
he  felt  would  interfere  with  the  performance 
of  his  duty  as  a  member  of  this  Board. 

"The  members  of  the  Board  wish  to  testify 
to  our  sincere  thanks  for  his  unswerving  loyalty 
and  have  arranged  for  a  slight  token  of  appre- 
ciation for  his  many  efforts  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  and  an  expression  of  our  regret  that 
he  is  leaving  us.  Mr.  Christie,  we  hope  this 
token  may  bring  pleasant  recollections  of  the 


years  you  have  ivorked  zvith  us  and  we  all  wish 
you  God  speed  and  good  luck." 

Vice-President  Supple  then  handed  Mr. 
Christie  a  box  containing  a  set  of  gold  cuff 
links. 

Mr.  Christie  rose  and  responded: 

"Commissioner  Supple,  I  want  to  thank  you 
for  your  very  kind  remarks.  It  took  consider- 
able effort  on  my  part  to  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  I  would  have  to  resign  from  this  Board. 
I  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  my  associations  zvith 
all  of  you  commissioners,  with  the  people  in  the 
department  and  zvith  the  public.  If  I  have  had 
any  small  part  in  helping  to  establish  better 
standards  within  the  schools,  I  feel  I  am  com- 
pensated. I  am  conscious  of  the  fact  that  the 
duties  of  a  commissioner  of  education  are  pos- 
sibly not  appreciated  by  the  public.  I  know 
from  experience,  not  only  in  my  own  case  but 
from  the  other  commissioners,  that  the  duties 
sometimes  go  around  the  clock  and  follow  you 
continuously.  Hozvever,  that  is  as  it  should  be, 
I  guess. 

"I  am  reminded  zvhen  I  first  came  on  the 
Board  in  October  1941,  possibly  I  made  a  mis- 
take because  I  came  so  hopefully  at  the  outset. 
I  remember  a  statement  I  made  (and  I  looked 
it  up  in  the  record  to  be  sure  of  my  ground.) 
that  I  hoped  the  Board,  possibly  in  a  future 
time,  could  establish  a  cleaner  line  betzveen  ad- 
ministrative and  policy  making  duties.  Those 
were  the  statements  of  a  neophyte.  As  I  gained 
more  experience  on  the  Board  and  became 
President,  I  zvas  very  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
the  two  things  dovetailed  on  various  occasions 
and  sometimes  it  is  hard  to  draw  a  clear  line 
between  policy  making  and  administrative  acts, 
but  I  think  the  Board  has  made  fine  progress 
along  those  lines.  I  think  the  last  two  years  are 
significant  in  showing  the  consistent  progress 
that  has  been  made  before  my  advent  on  the 
Board.  I  consider  that  the  Board,  in  advocating 
as  a  body  a  charter  amendment  for  election  of 
a  superintendent  on  a  four-year  term,  took  a 
very  progressive  step.  The  Board  took  that 
position  and  the  Board  sponsored  that  position 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  it  has 
since  become  a  law.  I  hope  by  the  adoption  of 
the  Hill  report  and  the  recommendations  of 
the  Superintendent  that  zve  will  see  further 
progress  along  those  lines. 

"I  am  reminded  it  is  very  often  a  great 
American  fault  sometimes,  in  entertaining  a 
change  or  the  idea  of  a  change,  to  advance  flans 
and  policies  that  are  almost  a  right  about  face 
policy  and  sometimes  we  are  prone  to  overlook 
the  good,  features  in  our  desire  to  get  rid  of  the 
objectionable  features — to  overlook  the  good 
ones  and  change  from  one  side  of  the  pendulum 
to  the  other.  I  feel  that  I  must  remind  this 
Board  that  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
State  and  City  they  have  a  direct  charge  and 
their-  authority  in  no  way  can  be  delegated  by

the  lazv  of  the  State  or  City.  I  am  sure  every- 
thing zmll  work  out  for  the  best  in  your  new 
policies  being  considered  now,  and  I  am  certain 
we  will  have  a  finer  set-up  and  a  finer  relation- 
ship with  every  body  concerned. 

"I  want  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  professional  staff  and  the  deputies, 
directors  and  supervisors  and  principals  and 
even  the  teachers.  I  think  I  have  certainly  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  we  have  ivithin  the  ranks 
of  the  teachers  some  of  the  fittest  people  I  have 
ever  met.  They  are  zealous,  tried,  and  certainly 
not  found  wanting,  in  their  contributions  to  the 
education  facilities  of  their  City,  their  State 
and  their  Country.  They  are  doing  a  fine  work 
and  I  do  not  believe  we  have  any  apologies  to 
make  for  our  schools  in  San  Francisco.  I  think 
we  have  some  of  the  finest  schools  in  the 
country  and  in  the  years  to  come  there  will  be 
an  even  greater  improvement.

RESOLVED:  That,  pursuant  to  recom- 
mendation of  Superintendent  Warren,  permis- 
sion be  hereby  granted,  similar  to  that  in  previ- 
ous years,  to  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the 
National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis, 
Inc.,  to  permit  cooperation  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Schools,  in  the  "March  of  Dimes" 
campaign,  to  be  conducted  during  the  period 
lanuary  14-31, 1945,  inclusive.  Further,  that  all 
arrangements  in  connection  therewith  are  to  be 
made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Dr.  Curtis  E.  Warren,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  policy  of  previous  years.

I  extend  to  you  my  best  wishes  for  the  New 
Year.  I  need  not  remind  you  that  the  year  brings 
with  it  a  tremendous  challenge  to  the  schools. 
The  turn  of  events  in  Europe  emphasizes  the 
seriousness  of  the  tasks  which  lie  ahead.  The 
schools  must  redouble  their  contributions  to 
the  war  program.

Tribute  Paid  to  Commissioner 
Philip  Lee  Bush 

The  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  of 
Tuesday,  December  26,  paid  tribute  to  Philip 
Lee  Bush  upon  the  occasion  of  his  retirement 
after  thirteen  years  of  serv- 
ice as  a  commissioner  of 
education. 

In  reviewing  Mr.  Bush's 
years  of  service  to  the  com- 
munity, Board  President 
Bart  A.  Supple  said: 

"Today  we  pay  our  trib- 
ute of  appreciation  and  ten- 
der our  farewell  to  a  vet- 
eran commissioner,  Philip 
Lee  Bush.  Thirteen  years 
of  devoted  toil  and  splendid 
public  service  are  brought 
to  a  close  today.  Mr.  Bush 
was  first  appointed  a  com- 
missioner of  education  by 
Angelo  J.  Rossi,  former 
mayor  of  San  Francisco,  to  serve  from  January 
4,  1932  to  January  8,  1935  vice  Alfred  I.  Es- 
berg,  resigned.  On  January  10,  1933  he  was 
elected  president  of  the  Board  of  Education ; 
on  January  23,  1934  he  was  re-elected  to  again 
serve  as  president ;  on  January  8,  1935  Mr. 
Bush  was  re-inducted  into  office  to  serve  to 
January  8,  1940 ;  and  on  January  8,  1940  he 
was  again  re-inducted  to  serve  to  January  8, 
1945 ;  on  January  9,  1940  he  was  elected  vice- 
president  of  the  Board ;  on  January  14,  1941 
he  was  elected  president ;  and  on  January  6, 
1942  he  was  again  elected  to  that  office.  Mr. 
Bush  served  as  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee from  the  time  he  first  came  to  the  Board, 
and  was  chairman  of  that  committee  the  greater 
part  of  the  time. 

"To  this  office  he  has  given  Leadership  based 
on  a  detailed  knowledge  of  departmental  func- 
tions. 

"Experience  that  included  a  practical  under- 
standing of  fiscal  problems  and  sound  eco- 
nomics. 

"Honesty  that  has  always  demanded  faith- 
fulness to  public  trust. 

"In  the  consideration  of  budget  matters  I 
think  we  will  go  far  afield  to  find  any  public 
service  to  the  city  with  a  higher  degree  of 
efficiency.  It  has  been  said  that  his  budget  fig- 
ures have  never  been  successfully  challenged. 
Samuel  Butler  once  said  that  'Everyman's  work 
is  always  a  picture  of  himself.'  If  this  be  true, 
then,  in  the  long  perspective  his  fellow  citizens 
will  evaluate  those  qualities  that  have  enabled 
him  to  devote  his  time,  study  and  energy  to 
those  policies  which  he  believed  would  reflect 
a  higher  standard  of  efficiency  in  the  school 
system  of  San  Francisco.

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Brotherhood  Week  To  Be 
Observed  February  18-25 

President  Roosevelt  in  a  message  to  the  Na- 
tional  Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews  made 
public  today  declared  "It  is  a  solemn  duty  for 
us  to  keep  our  country  free  of  prejudice  and 
bigotry  so  that  when  our  fighting  men  return 
they  may  find  us  living  by  the  freedom  for 
which  they  are  ready  to  give  the  full  measure 
of  devotion." 

The  President's  message  contained  the  call 
"In  peace  as  in  war — Teamwork"  which  will  be 
used  as  the  rallying  slogan  for  the  1945  Broth- 
erhood Week  observance  February  18th  to  25th. 
"We  worship  at  different  altars,"  President 
Roosevelt  wrote,  "and  express  this  faith  in 
many  ways.  But  deeper  than  the  differences  is 
the  spiritual  unity  that  makes  us  one  people." 

In  making  public  the  President's  message, 
Dr.  Everett  R.  Clinchy,  president  of  the  Na- 
tional Conference  said  that  the  Brotherhood 
Week  observance  which  is  celebrated  each  year 
during  the  week  of  Washington's  birthday  "en- 
lists men  and  women  of  good  will  throughout 
the  nation  in  the  power  of  an  idea — the  idea  of 
giving  to  others  the  dignity  and  rights  you  want 
to  keep  yourself.  It  is  a  dramatic,  educational 
projection  of  this  idea  on  a  national  scale  and 
thereby  creates  interest  in  the  improvement  of 
human  relations  throughout  the  year." 

Under  the  direction  of  the  National  Confer- 
ence thousands  of  service  clubs,  schools,  col- 
leges, business  organizations,  fraternal  orders, 
youth  organizations,  veterans  posts,  farm  or- 
ganizations, women's  clubs,  church,  synagogues, 
religious  schools  from  all  over  the  country  hold 
Brotherhood  Week  observances.  Suitable  pro- 
grams, Dr.  Clinchy  said,  will  also  be  held  in 
army  and  navy  camps  and  stations,  while  in 
many  cities  community-wide  celebrations  are 
planned  under  the  direction  of  committees  com- 
posed of  leading  representatives  of  all  religious 
and  racial  groups  concerned.

Unified  Veterans' 
Program  Outlined 

At  the  suggestion  of  Superintendent  Warren 
a  committee  composed  of  representatives  of 
several  departments  of  the  school  system  met 
on  January  7th  at  the  San  Francisco  Junior 
College  to  develop  plans  for  assisting  the  con- 
stantly growing  group  of  veterans  returning  to 
our  schools.  Heretofore,  returning  veterans 
have  often  been  unaware  of  existing  educa- 
tional opportunities  or  have  not  known  where 
to  go  to  get  help  in  planning  their  work.  The 
plan  developed  includes  a  centralized  counsel- 
ing service  set  up  at  the  Junior  College.  Any 
returning  veteran  can  go  immediately  to  this 
counseling  center  and  be  given  complete  infor- 
mation concerning  all  educational  opportunities 
available  in  this  area.  He  will  be  offered  assis- 
tance in  making  his  future  educational  and 
vocational  plans.  Veterans  who  have  not  grad- 
uated will  be  admitted  to  the  Junior  College  to 
complete  the  work  for  a  high  school  diploma. 
Those  who  wish  to  do  special  work  will  be 
given  information  about  the  courses  available 
at  the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School,  Con- 
tinuation High  School,  the  War  Production 
Training  Center,  and  the  various  day  and  eve- 
ning adult  and  vocational  centers  of  the  city. 
Veterans  who  have  high  school  diplomas  will 
be  helped  to  plan  their  college  careers. 

In  addition  to  veterans  the  counseling  center 
will  be  available  to  war  workers  who  wish  to 
train  themselves  for  new  types  of  jobs,  or  in 
fact  to  any  adult  who  has  a  vocational  or  educa- 
tional problem.  By  setting  up  this  "one-stop" 
counseling  service  the  schools  hope  to  offer  to 
the  returning  veterans  the  most  effective  help 
in  making  their  future  plans. 


In  reply,  Mr.  Falk  said: 

"Thank  you.  I  appreciate  that  very  cordial 
greeting  on  the  part  of  the  Board.  I  am  very 
happy  to  be  here. 

"I  recognize  the  responsibility  and  the  duties 
that  are  involved  in  the  service  to  be  rendered.

Governor  Earl  Warren  has  written  his  enthu- 
siastic praise  of  the  Coast  Guard's  Volunteer 
Port  Security  Force,  which  now  is  looking  for 
new  recruits  in  order  to  keep  the  San  Francisco 
Regiment  up  to  its  maximum  strength.

The  list  should  contain  only  the  names  of  the 
children  who  actually  are  enrolled  in  the  class. 
Any  child  who  returns  to  school  after  Febru- 
ary 14,  or  enters  after  that  date,  should  be  re- 
ported to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  once — 
either  by  transfer,  if  he  has  one,  or  by  an  "En- 
tered Without  Transfer"  slip.

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P.-T.A.  Dance  Committee 
Outlines  Available  Services 

For  the  information  of  high  school  principals 
and  teachers,  the  Superintendent  reprints  be- 
low a  brief  outline  of  the  history  and  services 
of  the  San  Francisco,  Second  District,  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  Dance  Committee,  sub- 
mitted by  Mrs.  Vernon  Skewes-Cox,  dance 
committee  chairman: 

The  P.-T.A.  Dance  Committee  was  formally 
organized  in  1940  after  a  meeting  which  was 
attended  by  representatives  of  the  P.-T.A.,  the 
School  Department,  Recreation  Department, 
Coordinating  Council,  Public  Dance  Halls,  Po- 
lice Department,  Community  Chest  Agencies 
and  the  Musicians'  Union.  The  1945  committee 
is  composed  of  representatives  of  this  same 
group. 

This  committee  pioneered  evening  dances  in 
high  schools  for  students.  Much  credit  must  be 
given  to  the  late  William  A.  Wieland,  principal 
of  Galileo  High  School  for  crusading  these 
dances. 

During  1940-41  eight  all  city  dances  were 
given  by  the  following  schools:  Galileo,  George 
Washington,  Mission,  Balboa,  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, Lowell,  Commerce  and  Polytechnic.  Let- 
ters of  commendation  were  received  by  the 
Dance  Committee  from  the  Community  Chest, 
the  Juvenile  Court,  the  Board  of  Education, 
the  Public  Dance  Halls  Committee,  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  from  various  Student  bodies. 

After  the  outbreak  of  the  War  these  were 
changed  to  Neighborhood  Dances.  The  features 
which  the  Committee  stated  as  essential  to  suc- 
cess were  low  cost,  good  music  and  student  con- 
trol as  far  as  possible. 

To  date,  two  of  the  schools  have  assumed 
their  own  financial  responsibility  and  are  quite 
independent  from  the  P.-T.A.  Dance  Com- 
mittee. These  schools  are  now  regularly  con- 
ducting evening  dances  for  their  pupils  in  their 
school  buildings ;  one  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Student  Council  and  faculty  and  the  other  spon- 
sored by  the  local  P.-T.A.  unit. 

The  Musicians'  Union,  through  their  presi- 
dent, Mr.  Elmer  Hubbard,  has  from  the  first 
been  most  helpful  and  cooperative  in  providing 
good  orchestras  at  a  reasonable  cost.  The  P.- 
T.A.  Committee,  for  their  part,  have  also  tried 
to  cooperate  by  always  engaging  Union  orches- 
tras when  a  paid  orchestra  was  employed.  Some 
of  the  schools  prefer  having  their  own  school 
orchestras  play  for  their  dances,  as  they  are 
thus  able  to  charge  a  minimum  entrance  fee. 

The  Dance  Committee  held  a  meeting  in  No- 
vember, 1944,  to  discuss  the  further  need  of 
its  services.  It  was  voted  unanimously  to  con- 
tinue the  committee  as  a  consulting  body,  and 
also  as  a  sponsor  for  those  schools  which  are 
not  yet  able  to  assume  their  own  financial  re- 
sponsibilities.

Forces  Exchange  Letters 

Superintendent  Warren  recently  received  501 
letters  written  by  children  in  the  British  Isles 
who  were  eager  to  establish  pen  friendships 
with  children  in  the  United  States.  These  let- 
ters have  been  distributed  to  school  children  in 
San  Francisco  who  previously  expressed  a  de- 
sire to  correspond  with  children  overseas.  The 
sponsors  of  the  "Children  of  the  Fighting 
Forces"  pen  friendships  plan  believe  this  is  a 
means  of  cementing  pleasant  relationships 
among  the  youth  of  the  coming  generation.  In- 
cluded among  the  sponsors  are  distinguished 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  the  British 
Isles. 

The  British  children  write  on  every  conceiv- 
able subject  with  emphasis  on  pets,  hobbies, 
sports,  and  citrus  fruits.  However,  they  have 
seen  very  little  of  the  latter  since  the  beginning 
of  World  War  Two,  judged  by  their  profound 
interest  in  this  California  product. 

This  program  for  international  correspon- 
dence promises  interesting  results  of  goodwill 
in  the  years  to  come  between  two  of  the  United 
Nations.  The  point  of  view  of  the  children 
varies  astonishingly.  One  boy  states  that  Eng- 
land is  a  country  of  mining  villages,  while  an- 
other recounts  briefly  the  history  of  the  country 
since  the  Norman  conquest.

Army  Commends  Teachers 
For  Cooperation 

The  Superintendent  is  in  receipt  of  the  fol- 
lowing letter  from  Captain  Arthur  J.  Fidgeon, 
provost  marshal,  Ninth  Service  Command, 
Army  Service  Forces,  commending  teachers  of 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  for  the  assis- 
tance given  his  department  in  locating  some 
anti-aircraft  shells  recently  removed  from  the 
area  under  his  jurisdiction: 

"I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  the  whole- 
hearted cooperation  this  office  has  received 
from  you  and  the  teachers  in  your  school  sys- 
tem in  helping  to  locate  4  anti-aircraft  shells 
which  were  taken  from  Fort  Funston. 

"Your  memorandum  to  the  school  principals 
was  directly  responsible  for  recovering  three  of 
the  four  missing  shells  which  I  mentioned  in  my 
original  letter  to  you.  The  shells  were  in  the 
possession  of  four  boys  between  11  and  16 
years  of  age.  One  of  the  boys,  a  student  of  your 
schools,  heard  the  announcement  in  his  home 
room,  and  as  soon  as  he  got  home  from  school 
he  had  his  mother  call  this  office.  The  remaining 
shell  is  in  the  possession  of  an  unidentified  boy. 
This  office  has  a  description  of  the  unidentified 
boy  and  feels  certain  that  it  is  only  a  matter  of 
time  before  the  remaining  shell  will  be  recov- 
ered. 

"I  cannot  tell  you  how  much  I  appreciate  the 
help  you  and  your  teachers  have  given  us.  If 
there  is  ever  any  way  this  office  can  be  of 
assistance  to  you,  please  do  not  hesitate  in 
calling."

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State  Teachers'  Retirement 
System  Explained 

The  Superintendent  is  in  receipt  of  the  fol- 
lowing letter  from  Ralph  R.  Nelson,  actuary 
for  the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System, 
explaining  the  apparent  misunderstanding  as  to 
allowances  received  from  the  Retirement  Fund: 

"Some  San  Francisco  teachers  have  com- 
plained that  although  they  must  contribute 
$60.00  per  year  to  what  is  known  as  the  Per- 
manent Fund  under  the  State  Teachers'  Retire- 
ment System,  which  is  the  same  as  the  contri- 
butions required  by  teachers  not  under  local 
retirement  systems,  they  receive  a  benefit  of 
only  $50.00  per  month,  as  compared  with  $60.00 
per  month  received  by  non-local  system  mem- 
bers. I  thought  you  should  have  a  letter  correct- 
ing the  misunderstanding  upon  which  the  com- 
plaints are  based. 

"It  is  true  that  all  present  members  of  the 
State  Teachers'  Retirement  System  without  re- 
gard to  local  fund  membership,  contribute 
$60.00  per  year  to  the  Permanent  Fund.  It  is 
equally  true,  however,  that  all  such  members  of 
the  system,  without  regard  to  local  fund  mem- 
bership, will  receive  a  benefit  after  30  years  of 
service,  of  only  $50.00  per  month  from  the  Per- 
manent Fund.  They,  therefore,  are  treated 
alike  under  the  Permanent  Fund. 

"The  misunderstanding  no  doubt  arises  from 
the  fact  that  non-local  system  members  also  re- 
ceive benefits  from  and  are  required  to  con- 
tribute to  what  is  known  as  the  Retirement  An- 
nuity Fund  which  was  created  at  July  1,  1944. 
These  contributions  vary  from  2.53%  and 
2.89%  at  age  of  20  for  men  and  women,  res- 
pectively, to  4.24%  and  4.85%  at  age  62  and 
over,  of  each  salary  payment  not  to  exceed 
$3,000  per  year. 

"For  example,  a  woman  50  years  of  age  at 
July  1,  1944,  receiving  $2,000  per  year,  would 
contribute  $83.40  to  the  Retirement  Annuity 
Fund  in  addition  to  the  $60.00  paid  by  her  to 
the  Permanent  Fund.  For  this  contribution, 
plus  public  contributions,  she  is  guaranteed  a 
minimum  annuity  of  $10.00  per  month  from  the 
Retirement  Annuity  Fund,  in  addition  to  the 
$50.00  from  the  Permanent  Fund.  The  $83.40 
contributed  to  the  Retirement  Annuity  Fund,  is 
analogous  to  the  contributions  made  to  the  local 
retirement  system  by  San  Francisco  teachers.

Editor,  The  Call-Bulletin,  by  letter,  not  later  than 
March  15,  of  intention  to  participate. 

5.  Each  high  school  or  college  must  conduct  its 
own  intramural  competition,  arrange  its  own  proce- 
dure and  select  its  own  judges.  Names  of  individual 
winners  so  selected  must  be  sent  to  the  History  Editor, 
The  Call-Bulletin. 

6.  Procedure  and  judges  for  high  school  semi-finals 
and  for  high  school  and  college  finals  will  be  desig- 
nated by  The  Call-Bulletin.

High  School  Summer 
Session  to  Open  June  25 

Upon  recommendation  of  Superintendent 
Warren,  the  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting 
of  March  20  authorized  the  conducting  of  spe- 
cial day  high  school  summer  classes  by  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools  commencing  June 
25  and  continuing  through  to  August  1/,  five 
days  a  week,  for  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth 
grade  students.  These  special  classes  will  be 
housed  in  the  Mission  High  School  building, 
Eighteenth  and  Dolores  Streets,  and  such  other 
buildings  as  may  be  neccessary. 

Joseph  B.  Newman,  vice-principal  of  Mission 
High  School,  was  appointed  principal  of  the 
summer  session. 

Courses  will  be  conducted  in  the  following 
subjects:  Mathematics,  Social  Studies,  Science, 
English,  Commercial,  Industrial  Arts,  Pre- 
flight,  Crop  Harvesting,  Homemaking,  Home 
Nursing,  Nutrition,  and  specialized  courses  for 
the  needs  of  the  Armed  Services. 

Last  year's  enrollment  figures  of  2,300  stu- 
dents is  indicative  of  the  demand  by  the  students 
themselves  for  these  accelerated  courses. 

It  is  planned  to  hold  graduation  exercises  on 
Thursday,  August  16,  for  all  students  who 
complete  their  high  school  graduation  require- 
ments at  the  summer  session.

Eisner,  principal  of  the  Jean  Parker  Elemen- 
tary School,  were  saddened  by  the  news  of  her 
sudden  death  on  last  Saturday,  April  7. 

Miss  Eisner,  a  graduate  of  San  Francisco 
State  College,  received  her  M.A.  degree  from 
Stanford  University.  She  entered  the  San  Fran- 
cisco School  Department  on  July  1,  1916;  was 
a  member  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  Sanchez 
School ;  served  as  vice-principal  of  the  Franklin 
and  Alamo  Schools,  and  principal  of  the  Doug- 
las School.  Since  September  11,  1944,  she  has 
been  serving  as  principal  of  the  Jean  Parker 
Elementary  School. 

During  her  years  of  service  as  a  member  of 
the  certificated  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Pub- 
lic Schools,  Miss  Eisner  actively  devoted  her- 
self to  working  on  measures  to  improve  schools 
and  working  conditions  of  teachers.  In  1928, 
she  was  a  delegate  to  the  World  Federation  of 
Education  Associations  held  at  Geneva,  Swit- 
zerland, conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the 
League  of  Nations. 

She  was  a  member  of  numerous  teacher  com- 
mittees and  served  as  president  of  the  National 
Education  Association  Department  of  Class- 
room Teachers  in  1932-33. 

The  Board  of  Education  adjourned  its  meet- 
ing of  Tuesday,  April  10,  out  of  respect  to  the 
memory  of  Miss  Eisner.

Renewal  and  Issuance,  1945-46 
Emergency  Credentials 

The  Superintendent  is  in  receipt  of  the  fol- 
lowing communication  from  Joel  A.  Burkman, 
secretary,  Commission  of  Credentials,  State 
Department  of  Education,  Sacramento,  which 
is  self-explanatory: 

"Emergency  credentials  for  1945-46  may  be  issued 
May  1,  1945,  or  subsequently,  but  not  before  that  date. 

"Applicants  for  emergency  credentials  fall  into  one 
or  the  other  of  three  categories:  namely  (1)  those 
who  seek  their  first  emergency  credential  of  given 
kind ;  (2)  those  who  now  hold  an  emergency  creden- 
tial issued  under  Plan  I;  and  (3)  those  who  now  hold 
an  emergency  credential  issued  under  Plan  II. 

"Those  who  seek  their  first  emergency  credential  of 
a  given  kind  fSr  1945-46  may  apply  May  1,  1<J45,  or 
subsequently.  The  application  must  be  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  procedure  contained  in  the  mimeo- 
graphed bulletins  issued  by  the  Division  of  Creden- 
tials June  22  and  October  23,  1943,  and  entitled  "Regu- 
lations Governing  the  Issuance  of  Emergency  Creden- 
tials Authorizing  Public  School  Service  in  California." 

"Those  who  hold  emergency  credentials  issued 
under  Plan  I  may  secure  renewal  of  their  credentials 
prior  to  June  30,  1945,  by  submitting  (1)  a  letter  re- 
questing renewal,  (2)  the  three  dollar  fee,  and  (3)  a 
statement  of  need  dated  on  or  after  May  1,  1945,  from 
the  employing  official  of  a  California  school  district. 

"Those  who  hold  an  emergency  credential  issued 
under  Plan  II  may  secure  a  new  credential  of  like 
kind  for  1945-46  by  applying  on  or  after  May  1,  1945. 
The  application  must  include  (1)  the  application  exe- 
cuted on  the  official  application  blank,  (2)  the  three 
dollar  fee,  and  (3)  a  statement  of  need  dated  on  or 
after  May  1,  1945.  The  statement  must  be  made  by  the 
employing  power  of  a  California  school  district  or  by 
a  county  superintendent  of  schools,  provided  that  cre- 
dentials issued  originally  upon  a  statement  of  need 
submitted  by  a  county  superintendent  of  schools  can 
be  reissued  only  on  a  statement  of  need  from  the  same 
or  another  county  superintendent. 

"In  any  case  the  statement  of  need  may  be  submitted 
by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

"The  statement  of  need  shall  indicate  that  no  quali- 
fied, regularly  certificated  applicant  of  the  type  needed 
is  available,  and  that  the  applicant  if  granted  the 
emergency  credential  will  be  employed  in  a  specified 
position." 

Research  Department  Assigned

Renewal  of  Regular  Credentials 

The  Education  Code  of  California  in  section 
12010  enacted  by  Chapter  819,  Statutes  1943, 
provides  in  effect  that  any  regular  credential 
valid  on  the  date  the  Act  became  effective, 
namely  August  4,  1943,  and  containing  an  ex- 
piration date  falling  during  the  period  ending 
June  30,  1945,  is  continued  in  force  until  Tune 
30,  1945. 

Credentials  continued  in  force  to  June  30, 
1945,  as  well  as  all  other  regular  credentials 
which  expire  during  the  calendar  year  1945,  are 
now  renewable.  All  holders  of  such  credentials 
are  urged  to  make  application  for  renewal  as 
soon  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  staff  of  the 
State  Division  of  Credentials  may  have  an  op- 
portunity to  process  each  application  in  an 
orderly  manner.  The  work  of  the  Division  re- 
mains very  heavy.  Cooperation  by  teachers,  su- 
pervisors, and  administrators  in  applying  for 
renewal  of  their  credentials  at  an  early  date 
will  help  to  lighten,  expedite  and  improve  the 
work  of  the  Division.

Schools  to  Participate  in 
United  Nations  Conference 

Plans  have  now  been  completed  to  demon- 
strate to  the  delegates  and  representatives  to  the 
coming  United  Nations  Conference  the  part  the 
students  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
are  playing  in  making  education  one  of  the 
major  contributions  to  the  American  way  of 
life,  according  to  Miss  Ada  Weaver,  United 
Nations  Conference  Program  Coordinator. 

Students  of  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth 
grades  of  the  public  schools  are  now  preparing 
articles  on  the  subject  "San  Francisco,  Peace 
Center  of  the  World"  for  publication  in  the 
"Young  San  Francisco  Speaks"  column  of  the 
San  Francisco  News. 

During  the  conference,  Radio  Station 
KALW,  which  is  owned  and  operated  by  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools  (FM  42.1  mega- 
cycles) will  broadcast  daily  to  the  schools  acti- 
vities and  interviews  with  conference  delegates 
and  celebrities.  James  C.  Morgan  of  Station 
KALW  announces  that  transcriptions  will  be 
made  of  conference  sessions  as  a  permanent 
record  for  future  educational  projects. 

An  exhibit  of  school  work  showing  posters 
and  photographs  of  the  techniques  and  processes 
of  teaching  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
will  be  on  display  throughout  the  conference  in 
the  Exhibit  Room  of  the  Public  Library,  Larkin 
and  McAllister  Streets.  The  exhibit  is  being  ar- 
ranged under  the  supervision  of  A.  M.  Wede- 
meyer,  director  of  art,  assisted  by  William  J. 
Eckert,  art  instructor,  at  San  Francisco  Junior 
College. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  groups  of 
delegates  and  visitors  to  be  taken  to  the  schools 
to  see  for  themselves  firsthand  how  classes  are 
conducted.  Student  guides  will  conduct  daily 
tours  through  the  various  types  of  school 
buildings. 

It  would  indeed  be  unfortunate  if  any  visitors 
to  the  schools  were  not  permitted  to  see  some 
segment  of  the  San  Francisco  music  program  in 
action.  Charles  M.  Dennis,  director  of  music, 
has  suggested  that  each  elementary  school  teach- 
er be  prepared  to  present  a  music  lesson  to  visit- 
ors during  the  period  of  the  conference.  Princi- 
pals are  requested  to  contact  the  music  super- 
visor serving  their  schools  to  assist  in  organizing 
these  demonstrations.

Evening  school  timerolls  must  be  delivered 
on  Tuesday  morning,  May  1st.

Television — For  the  Future 

Television,  like  other  dreams  of  the  past 
which  afterwards  became  miracles  of  the  pres- 
ent, now  gives  every  promise  of  becoming  one 
of  the  commonplaces  of  the  future,  according 
to  Mort  N.  Lansing  of  the  Specialties  Unit, 
Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce. 

Lansing  points  out  that  solution  of  certain 
technical  problems  has  encouraged  the  indus- 
try to  believe  it  will  be  possible  even  to  have 
color  television  within  a  year  or  two  after  V-E 
Day.  He  said: 

"Radio  engineers  have  been  experimenting 
and  conducting  research  ever  since  the  birth  of 
radio.  From  the  infant  radio  industry  which 
began  with  headphones  and  crystal  detector 
there  grew  up  a  giant  industry  with  two  promis- 
ing lines  of  development — frequency  modula- 
tion and  television. 

"If  television  is  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of 
the  phenomenal  expansion  of  the  radio  indus- 
try, some  conception  of  what  may  occur  can 
perhaps  be  obtained  from  an  analysis  of  that 
industry." 

The  development  of  FM  is  initially  expected 
to  be  more  rapid  than  that  of  television.  The 
three  big  advantages  of  FM  over  AM  Standard 
broadcast-band  reception — (1)  high  quality, 
(2)  freedom  from  statics,  and  (3)  freedom 
from  interference — are  expected  to  speed  its 
acceptance.

One  of  the  unique  features  of  American  edu- 
cation which  has  attracted  much  attention  in 
Ministries  of  Education  in  other  countries  is 
the  music  program.  To  quote  a  prominent  Eng- 
lish critic: 

"Looking  at  the  problem  of  American  music 
as  a  whole,  it  seems  to  me  to  amount  to  a  chal- 
lenge to  the  entire  world  to  do  likewise.  It  is 
certain  that  nothing  like  the  present  enthusiasm 
for  various  forms  of  musical  equipment  has 
ever  before  been  known  —  they  have  taken 
music  to  themselves  and  are  determined  to  edu- 
cate the  mass  of  their  people  on  musical  lines." 

Latin  American  countries  particularly  are  in- 
terested in  American  public  music  education  at 
the  present  time.  They  have  invited  American 
music  educators  to  visit  their  countries  and 
there  are  now  approximately  one  hundred  musi- 
cally talented  young  South  Americans  studying 
at  American  conservatories  and  teacher  training 
institutions  to  prepare  themselves  for  organiz- 
ing and  administrating  a  duplicate  of  our  sys- 
tem in  their  own  countries.  Ministries  of  Edu- 
cation are  in  constant  touch,  through  the  Pan 
American  Union,  with  the  Music  Educators 
National  Conference.  Several  of  their  music 
representatives  are  contributing  editors  to  the 
Journal  of  that  organization. 

Time  and  Life  Magazines  have  made  a  very 
generous  contribution  to  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools.  They  are  sending  to  each  school 
a  set  of  twenty  posters  depicting  life  in  other 
lands,  as  well  as  reprints  of  outstanding  world 
leaders..  An  exhibit  of  the  original  paintings 
may  be  seen  at  the  De  Young  Museum  until 
May  7. 
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Communication  With  Members 
Of  the  Board  of  Education 

Rule  4,  Section  A,  of  Article  III  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Code  has  caused  some  misunder- 
standing among  teachers  and  other  members  of 
the  school  system.  The  rule  reads: 

"Rule  4:  As  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
board  of  education  the  superintendent  of  schools 
shall  be  the  sole  medium  through  which  em- 
ployees solely  responsible  to  the  superintendent 
may  communicate  with  the  board  on  school  busi- 
ness and  vice  versa;  he  shall  direct  the  central 
administration  and  through  it  exercise  general 
control  and  oversight  over  the  school  system  in 
all  its  parts.  This  shall  not  prohibit  the  right  of 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  Education  by  any  em- 
ployee or  other  person  or  group  of  persons." 

This  rule  establishes  for  all  an  important 
right — the  right  to  refuse  to  participate  in  any 
conversation,  activity,  decision,  or  planning 
that  in  their  judgment  does  not  recognize  the 
official  professional  channels  for  the  conduct  of 
school  business.  It  was  not  intended  to  hamper 
the  free  exchange  of  information  between 
teachers  and  other  employees  of  the  school  sys- 
tem and  members  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  rule  does  not  affect  the  rights  of  free  speech 
or  of  petition  or  of  appeal  or  criticism,  but  dis- 
courages the  abuse  of  these  rights.  It  does  not 
prevent  a  board  member  from  performing  his 
inspectional  duty  which  may  involve  visitation 
of  schools  and  conversation  with  teachers,  nor 
does  it  prevent  a  teacher  from  talking  of  his 
work  to  a  board  member.

AT  GIRLS  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  rich  and  varied  background  of  San  Francisco's  historic  past  constitutes  one 
of  our  city's  unique  and  colorful  charms.  The  history  of  San  Francisco  public  schools 
takes  us  back  to  1860  where  the  only  institution  for  higher  learning  in  this  city  was 
a  co-educational  school,  located  at  Powell  and  Clay  Streets.  It  was  the  San  Francisco 
High  School,  which  four  years  later  was  divided  into  the  Boys  and  Girls  High 
School.  Boys  High  School  later  became  coeducational  and  changed  its  name  to 
Lowell,  but  Girls  High  School  is  still  Girls  High  School  in  fact  as  well  as  name, 
a  clear  vindication  of  the  vision  and  wisdom  of  its  founders  who  established  this 
institution  eighty-one  years  ago.  One  of  the  earliest  principals  of  Girls  High  School, 
in  fact  its  second  principal,  was  John  Swett,  whose  name  remains  high  on  the  roll 
call  of  the  great  in  public  education  throughout  Western  America. 

Girls  High  School  is  the  only  combined  junior  and  senior  high  school  in  San 
Francisco  and  thus  has  a  range  of  student  personnel  from  the  seventh  grade  through 
the  twelfth. 

Among  the  special  features  of  Girls  High  School  has  been  long  sustained  interest 
in  Pan  American  relations.  The  school  has  assumed  an  undisputed  position  of  leader- 
ship in  this  important  inter-cultural  field.

AT  JAMES  LICK  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Out  in  Noe  Valley  not  far  from  the  eastern  slopes  of  San  Francisco's  famous 
Twin  Peaks,  there  is  located  James  Lick  Junior  High  School,  declared  on  good 
authority  to  be  one  of  the  finest  buildings  of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

Like  the  other  ten  San  Francisco  Junior  High  Schools,  James  Lick  is  a  three 
year  school,  carrying  the  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  years,  which  span  the  early 
adolescence  period  between  the  sixth  grade  level  of  the  elementary  schools  and  that 
of  the  senior  high  schools. 

The  name  James  Lick  honors  one  of  San  Francisco's  most  distinguished  pioneer 
citizens  and  one  who  is  known  throughout  California  for  his  generous  philanthropy. 

The  visitor  will  find  this  school  fully  equipped  for  effective  work  in  all  the 
industrial  arts  taught  on  the  Junior  High  School  level,  such  as  woodwork,  machine 
shop,  sheet  metal,  and  printing.

AT  JAMES  DENMAN  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

A  child  living  in  the  Outer  Mission  District  of  San  Francisco  enjoys  an  educa- 
tional opportunity  unique  for  any  metropolitan  area:  he  can  go  from  kindergarten 
to  college  without  leaving  his  district  and  in  many  cases  without  needing  to  take  a 
street  car.  A  middle  link  in  this  chain  of  fine  neighborhood  schools  is  the  James 
Denman  Junior  High  School,  close  enough  to  Balboa,  the  city's  largest  public  high 
school,  to  seem  almost  a  part  of  it,  and  still  only  a  few  blocks  away  from  the  new 
San  Francisco  Junior  College. 

James  Denman  first  opened  its  doors  in  November,  1940,  well  endowed  in  build- 
ing, equipment,  and  name. 

James  Denman,  the  distinguished  citizen  for  whom  the  school  is  named,  was 
president  of  the  Board  of  Eduction  back  in  1902,  after  having  served  brilliantly 
in  various  educational  capacities  including  the  principalship  of  the  old  Denman 
Grammar  School  over  a  period  of  years.  Such  a  name  and  such  a  .tradition  are 
carried  on  well  by  the  James  Denman  Junior  High  School. 

Any  visitor  interested  in  a  complete  Junior  High  School  program  can  spend  a 
profitable  day  in  this  well  organized  school.

SPECIAL  FEATURES  IN  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

The  work  in  all  San  Francisco  public  schools  reflects  the  theme  of  International 
Understanding  and  Intercultural  Appreciation.  The  United  Nations  Conference  is 
high-lighted  with  studies  of  the  countries  and  peoples  working  together  for  a  world 
organization  to  secure  peace.  Delegates  are  extended  a  special  invitation  to  visit 
the  schools. 

Following  are  some  of  the  elementary  schools  which  have  special  events  of 
interest  to  visitors  this  week: 

AT  JEAN  PARKER  SCHOOL 

San  Francisco's  first  public  school  was  built  in  1849  in  Portsmouth  Square  which 
was  the  center  of  all  activities  in  this  village  of  Yerba  Buena.  As  the  population 
increased,  this  village  of  a  few  square  blocks  expanded  and  the  name  was  changed 
to  San  Francisco.  (The  City  of  Saint  Francis.)  Today,  one  can  find  landmarks  of 
early  San  Francisco  in  the  heart  of  our  famous  Chinatown. 

Keeping  step  with  the  growth  in  population  was  the  growth  of  the  schools — ■ 
until  today  there  are  eighty-five  elementary  schools. 

Within  a  few  blocks  of  the  site  of  Yerba  Buena's  original  school  is  the  Jean 
Parker  Elementary  School.  Most  of  the  children  attending  it  are  of  Chinese  or 
Italian  ancestry,  some  no  doubt  being  descendants  of  our  first  settlers.  Its  name 
keeps  alive  the  memory  of  one  of  the  noted  early  women  educators  of  California.

AT  WINFIELD  SCOTT  SCHOOL 

Winfield  Scott  Elementary  School  is  to  be  found  on  what  had  once  been  the 
grounds  of  the  famous  Panama  Pacific  International  Exposition  of  1915.  It  has  a 
unique  location  in  that  it  is  near  the  Golden  Gate  and  its  students  have  many  oppor- 
tunities for  watching  the  ships  that  ply  between  San  Francisco  and  the  other  ports 
of  the  world. 

The  name  "Winfield  Scott"  has  been  selected  to  honor  a  general  who  was  the 
American  commander-in-chief  in  the  war  with  Mexico.  This  war  was  one  of  the 
factors  which  led  to  the  formation  of  the  California  Republic,  and  later  to  Cali- 
fornia's admission  as  the  thirty-first  state  of  the  United  States. 

Special  Event:  Assembly  Program — "Bringing  the  World  to  the  Security 
Conference."  Tuesday,  May  1,  10:00  a.m.  School  Auditorium,  Divisadero,  between 
Beach  and  North  Point  Streets. 

AT  WEST  PORTAL  SCHOOL 

At  the  western  entrance  of  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel,  there  will  be  found  a  school 
bearing  the  name  of  the  district — the  West  Portal  Elementary  School.  This  school 
is  one  of  the  latest  elementary  schools  built  in  San  Francisco  and  is  located  near  a 
well-equipped  playground  and  recreational  center.

AT  GRANT  SCHOOL

schools  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  It  was  named  in  honor  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant, 
famous  American  General  and  the  eighteenth  president  of  the  United  States.

Kezar  Stadium  in  Golden  Gate  Park  will  be 
the  scene  of  this  year's  annual  parade  and  re- 
view of  the  San  Francisco  School  Traffic  Pa- 
trols. The  date  is  Thursday,  May  17,  with  Patrol 
members  authorized  to  be  dismissed  from 
school  at  10:30  a.m.  to  be  present  at  the  stadium 
at  12:50  p.m. 

United  Nations  Conference  restrictions  on 
public  access  to  the  Civic  Center  area,  where 
reviews  have  been  held  in  past  years,  necessi- 
tated the  change  to  Kezar  Stadium  at  Stanyan, 
Frederick,  and  Lincoln  Way, 

Since  the  annual  review  is  held  primarily  for 
the  purpose  of  permitting  the  public  to  pay  trib- 
ute to  the  outstanding  work  done  by  these  pa- 
trols during  the  school  year,  sponsors  of  the 
event  feel  that  the  use  of  the  Stadium  will  have 
certain  advantages,  in  that  ample  seating  ca- 
pacity will  be  provided  for  the  public,  and  also 
the  Stadium  field  will  furnish  an  ideal  parade 
ground  for  the  eleven  battalions  which  will  par- 
ticipate.

The  Council  of  San  Francisco  School  Wo- 
men will  honor  Miss  Estelle  Carpenter,  retiring 
supervisor  of  music,  at  its  meeting  on  Thursday 
afternoon,  June  14,  at  4:00  p.m., "in  the  French 
Room  of  the  Palace  Hotel. 

With  the  ending  of  the  present  Spring  term, 
Miss  Carpenter  will  have  completed  48  years 
of  service  as  a  member  of  the  certificated  staff 
of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools.  Her 
musical  training  began  in  childhood  when  she 
attended  the  symphony  concerts  conducted  by 
Walter  Damrosch  in  New  York  and  studied 
instrumental  and  vocal  music.  At  the  conclusion 
of  her  high  school,  kindergarten  training,  nor- 
mal school  and  university  work,  she  studied 
music  in  San  Francisco,  Chicago,  New  York 
and  Boston,  with  Theodore  Thomas,  outstand- 
ing orchestra  leader ;  D.  Protheroe,  William  C. 
Stadtfeld,  conductor  of  the  Loring  Club ;  Wil- 
liam Piutti,  pupil  of  Liszt ;  Dr.  H.  J.  Stewart, 
composer,  conductor,  organist ;  Frederick  Rip- 
ley, Osburne  McConathy,  Frederick-  Chapman.

Miss  Carpenter  was  graduated  in  music 
under  William  L.  Tomlins,  choral  conductor  of 
the  famous  Apollo  Club  at  Chicago,  conductor 
at  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  and  fa- 
mous for  his  wonderful  method  of  training 
children  in  chorus  singing.

Walter  C.  Nolan  to  Retire 
At  Close  of  Spring  Term 

No  member  of  the  San  Francisco  School  De- 
partment can  be  assured  of  a  richer  retirement 
than  Walter  C.  Nolan.  Time  to  fish,  to  hunt,  to 
talk  with  friends,  to  do  all  the  little  things  that 
amount  to  so  much  if  one  has  the  time.  These 
are  Walter  Nolan's  from  now  on.  They  are  but 
an  extension  of  a  life  that  is  already  full  of 
meaning.  Most  important,  however,  is  the  real- 
ization of  the  contribution  he  has  made  to  edu- 
cation in  San  Francisco  and  elsewhere.  That 
realization  will  furnish  the  background  for  the 
happiness  that  all  his  associates  wish  for  him. 
The  friendships  he  had  made  in  the  past  will 
help  him  build  a  retirement  that  will  be  rich  in 
the  satisfaction  of  living. 

Walter  Nolan  is  a  wealthy  man.  He  is  rich 
in  the  possession  of  a  fine  family,  a  devoted 
group  of  friends,  and  a  cultural  background 
that  extends  the  joys  of  living  beyond  that  of 
the  average  person. 

The  following  brief  biography  gives  only  a 
few  dates  and  positions.  They  are  important 
only  because  they  indicate  the  extent  of  his 
services  to  education.  The  quality  of  those  serv- 
ices may  only  be  measured  by  the  many  boys 
and  girls  whose  lives  have  been  influenced  by 
his  efforts.  There  are  thousands  of  these.  To 
his  credit  it  can  truthfully  be  said  that  this  in- 
fluence extends  far  beyond  the  narrow  realm  of 
"book  larnin'  "  into  the  fields  of  courage,  and 
foresight,  and  kindliness,  and  tolerance. 

Mr.  Nolan  attended  the  Santa  Rosa  Normal 
School  from  1892  to  1894;  Pacific  Methodist 
College  in  Santa  Rosa  in  1895,  and  graduated 
from  the  University  of  California  in  1912. 

He  first  taught  in  the  Occidental  Grade 
School  in  1894-95  and  was  later  principal  of  the 
Forestville  Grammar  School  from  1898  to  1903. 
From  1904  to  1908  he  was  principal  of  the  So- 
noma City  Grammar  School. 

From  1910  to  1912  he  taught  in  the  San 
Francisco  night  schools  while  attending  the 
University  of  California.  Mr.  Nolan's  teaching 
experience  in  San  Francisco  began  in  the  Mon- 
roe Evening  School  and  continued  in  the  Lin- 
coln Evening  School  and  the  Hamilton  Evening 
School. 

In  1918  he  was  appointed  vice-principal  in 
the  Washington  Grammar  School  where  he 
continued  until  August,  1924,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed as  principal  of  the  Portola  Grammar 
School. 

In  1925,  Mr.  Nolan  was  assigned  as  principal 
of  the  Portola  Junior  High  and  in  1926,  he 
took  leave  from  the  Portola  Junior  High  as 
principal  to  assume  the  duties  of  a  new  deputy- 
ship.  In  this  position  he  was  a  pioneer  in  the 
field  of  junior  high  school  education  and  an 
engineer  for  a  forward  looking  personnel  pro- 
gram. 

In  1936,  Mr.  Nolan  accepted  the  position  as 
principal  of  the  Marina  Junior  High  School 
were  he  has  served  up  to  the  present  time.

Adoption  of  the  "Double  V" 
Program  Urged 

The  "Double  V"  Program — V  to  speed  vic- 
tory and  V  to  aid  veterans — as  applied  to  the 
waste  paper  collection  campaign  is  being 
adopted  by  many  Salvage  Committees. 

Some  schools  and  other  organizations  have 
undertaken  the  great  and  humanitarian  effort 
of  adopting  a  hospital.  This  "Adopt  a  Hos- 
pital" Plan  contemplates  the  establishing  of  a 
definite  quota  of  comforts  needed  by  the  boys 
in  some  nearby  hospital. 

As  an  incentive  this  probably  ranks  close  to 
the  top ;  and  a  strong  campaign  in  your  city 
based  on  this  will  undoubtedly  add  to  waste 
paper  collections  as  well  as  being  the  means  of 
shortening  the  long  hospital  hours  for  many 
hospitalized  veterans. 

For  those  who  have  adopted  or  contemplate 
adopting  the  "Double  V"  Program  the  following 
is  a  list  of  helpful  things  for  which  funds  could 
be  used  as  suggested  by  doctors  and  nurses  for 
the  patients:  Radios,  phonographs,  long  dis- 
tance calls,  books,  games,  magazines,  flowers, 
puzzles,  newspapers,  radios  (with  earphones), 
pot  plants  for  sun  parlors,  craft  materials,  wood 
carving  tools,  water  color  sets,  occupational 
therapy  tools.
